Register to Vote! 


There ts plenty of anti-Reagan and anti-right wing 
sentiment within the lesbian and gay community, but 
unless these individual sentiments are registered to 
vote for November 6, and actually do vote, all this un- 
focused sentiment against Reagan will go for naught 
It will not beat him, deter him, or at the very least, 
challenge his eagerly sought-after mandate. Only our 
sentiment, collectively organized in the form of actual 
voting power, Can move our progressive agenda to 
the fore, and within striking distance of achievement. 
Otherwise, it will be four more years—and probably 
longer—of the Moral Majority’s agenda, openly 
debated and supported within the very walls of the 
Reagan White House. 

There are so many reasons to take the short time 
to register, to get involved in the campaign, to educate 
ourselves, to vote—the reasons are so numerous that 
one doesn't even know where to begin. However, the 
triumph of fundamentalist Christianity and economic 
and social reaction at the Republican convention in 
Dalias immediately sobers those of us still excited 
about our participation in the Democratic National 
Convention here in San Francisco. We now have a 
big job to do and, to be honest, it won't be as 
glamorous as July 16-19. But our work between now 
and November 6 may even be more meaningful— 
and necessary—as we approach the polls against 
heavy odds. 

Yet this isn't just any election. The two parties— 
and especially their platforms—are obviously not 
Tweedledee and Tweediedum. There are significant 
and compelling differences between the Democrats 
and Republicans, from economic and foreign policy 
to human rights concerns. November 6 is a referen- 
dum on many things, but above all, on the possibility 
of a more enlightened, progressive future for our 
society over the next several years (much longer in 
terms of the Supreme Court, several nominations to 
which will be made in the next presidential term). 

For Reagan to be defeated in November, for us 
even to come close, massive numbers of citizens 
must be mobilized for this election. Fortunately, many 


. already are. It sometimes seems as if every group and 


interest is mobilized already! Still, it inevitably comes 
down to the relatively mundane matter of mechanics 
of registration, first and foremost. In order for us to ef- 
fectively express our hopes (and fears) about the 
direction our society takes, we have to register to vote, 
and this must be done by Tuesday, October 9. 

The Harvey Milk Lesbian & Gay Democratic Club 
iS Currently registering voters every weekend from 
now until October 8 at 18th and Castro. You can also 
get registration forms at every branch library and, of 
course, many individuals and organizations are do- 
ing their own registration effort. 

In California, through the mail-in registration card, 
there is very little excuse not to register. If by October 
8 one is not registered, it seems to me that you've 
already given your proxy to Reagan (and Jesse 
Helms, Jerry Falwell, et al.). The question remains, 
are you prepared to enter the kind of society they en- 
vision for all of us?

Monogamy & Celibacy 

In regard to the Littlejonn/Berube exchange on 
monogamy and celibacy, | feel an important point has 
been missed. It is good that those for whom 
monogamy or celibacy is appropriate can now 
choose those paths without being pressured, for the 
most part, by other gays. This is something that should 
have been true even before AIDS. | hope it doesn't 
go away after tests, vaccines and cures for AIDS are 
found. 

What is bad, however, is that some people are 


choosing monogamy or celibacy out of fear despite 
their being psychologically unsuited for these paths. 
This increases stress, leaving these gays less capable 
of dealing with other stresses, including AIDS. Going 
monogamous or celibate will not magically expel the 
AIDS ‘‘germ”’ from their body ff it is already there. 

What is worse is that some of these naturally non- 
monogamous people will wind up trying to be ex- 
clusive lovers with naturally monogamous people and 
will mess up both their lives, just as gay men frequently 
do when they try to pretend they are straight and 
marry women. Even a gay couple in which both par- 
ties are naturally monogamous are asking for trou- 
ble if they wind up together from fear rather than 
compatibility. 

But what happens when we carry the argument 
over to specific sexual acts? Catch-22: You don't do 
the unsafe practices you enjoy, increasing stress and 
lowering resistance or you do these acts, increasing 
your risk of giving or getting AIDS, and possibly also 
increasing stress worrying about or denying it. If we 
cannot safely bring our practices in line with our 
desires, we must somehow find ways to bring our 
desires in line with our practices. 

A few good things have come out of the AIDS crisis. 
Let it be among them that gays be able as individuals 
to choose what is right for themselves, without being 
pressured or put down for deviating from a gay stan- 
dard. And let it be among them that gays with differ- 
ing views be able to discuss them at moderate volume 
and remain polite.

‘95%’ Women’s Street Fair 


This is in response to the West Coast Feminist Crafts 
Collective concerns. 

lt may need improvement—but we have a 
Women's Street Fair. The realistic goal is to celebrate 
our growing influence and the small successes that 
are the direct results of women’s eternal labor. What 
better holiday than Labor Day to remind us of our 
strength and to nourish hope as we work towards an 
equitable future? 

The major objection from the women’s communt- 
ty seems to be misrepresentation of the event 
because crafts are not necessarily woman-made. 
There may be a legal question over an exclusive event 
on public property. The title, Women's Street Fair, 
seems sufficient to discourage all but a few reasonably 
conscious men. However, artisans are required to 
represent their own goods which will indicate where 
the money we spend is going. Should we rename tt 
the 95% Women's Fair? 

| have made mistakes learning to organize the 
event, but | remain grateful to the Directors of the 
Castro Street Fair. They offered the structure and 
wherewithal to initiate this Fair and accepted the 
responsibility that must be assumed when produc- 
ing a major outdoor event. Perhaps you remember 
the large plate glass window that was accidentally 
broken? The replacement pane amounted to half 
($1700) of what the event cost. It is unlikely that pro- 
fit from this year's fair will make a dent in that debt. 

It am willing, even anxious, to coordinate this event 
from within the women’s community. From its incep- 
tion the consensus has held that the Women’s Street 
Fair would naturally evolve into its own organization 
or a project of a mother non-profit group. These 
changes require resources, cooperation, and time. 
Where should we begin?

Sunlight in Our Parks 

Although 61.2 percent of San Francisco voters en- 
thusiastically passed Proposition K, the sunlight or- 
dinance, in June, it appears that we voters are go- 
ing to have to call our officials to enforce the protec- 
tion of sunlight. It has been nearly three months since 
the election, yet Planning Commission and Recrea- 
tion and Park Commission members have failed to 
define the language of Proposition K so that it can be 
implemented. The voters gave these officials a job to 
do and they are procrastinating. 

The purpose of Proposition K is to protect the Ci- 
ty's parks from being shadowed by large buildings. 
But large buildings mean powerful developers and 
developers mean politics. The intent of Proposition 
K is not whether a deal is good or bad but rather, 
because of our sorry past, that there shall be no deals. 
Period. We cannot let our officials sell a park's sunlight 
for any reason and on any terms. Sunlight belongs 
to the people and cannot be used as a bargaining 
tool. 

But the implementation of Proposition K is being 
delayed by the officials who have the responsibility 
of writing and passing the regulations which will make 
it clear what Proposition K allows and what it does not 
allow. 

The developers who backed the '‘No on K"’ cam- 
paign have not stopped campaigning though they 
lost the election June 5. These developers are 
continuing to exert political pressure on officials with 
the intent of thwarting Proposition K. Developers do 
not approach Recreation and Park officials to make 
trades unless they know their project will somehow 


damage parks. We must keep developers out of the 
park business completely. : 

The task at hand for the Planning and Recreation 
and Park Commissions is to define “insignificant,” a 
word usedin Proposition K's legislation stating that 
buildings which cast an ‘insignificant’ shadow may 
be built. A flexible definition will continue to allow 
backroom deals which we are trying to prevent. We 
must call on our officials to write strict rules that will 
ensure the protection of our parks and which will not 
make room for trades with developers. 

Unfortunately, we did not have Proposition K when 
developers were building around St. Mary's Square, 
Chinese Playground and Portsmouth Square. Those 
parks are now significantly damaged. We must not 
let this happen to other parks. We must preserve them 
for ourselves and for future generations. 

It is time to implement Proposition K now and it Is 
time for officials to stop stalling and to bite the bullet 
and fulfill their commitment to the voters. 

| urge you to use your power of the pen to get our 
officials to act quickly to draw up regulations for Prop- 
osition K. Write ta the Planning Commission, 450 
McAllister Street, San francisco, 94102 and the 
Recreation and Park Commission, McLaren Lodge.

As aPerson With AIDS (PWA), |am very concern- 
ed about the AIDS epidemic. It's devastating to those 
of us who have it, to our friends, our lovers and our 
families. It is very frightening to the gay community. 
It's great that such organizations as the Shanti Pro- 

ject, SF AIDS Foundation, SF AIDS Funds exist for 
US, as well as those other organizations in other parts 


of the country. 

Everyone should, by now, be aware of the precau- 
tions one should take in preventing AIDS. For those 
of us who already have AIDS, not only do we have 
to take those precautions (yes, we can have sex), we 
also have to work from within! We have to work with 
our minds through meditation, visualization, biofeed- 
back, and other mind games.

One thing that | have noticed in many gay publica- 
tions are articles about someone who has died from 
AlDS-related diseases and complications. When | first 
read those articles it was very disturbing for me. | 
started looking for other symptoms and wondering 
when I'd be next. | no longer read that negative 
information. 

I've been told that the gay community needs to 
know about these deaths. | can understand that. 
However, don't you think that they should also know 
about those of us who are doing well, have shown 
great strides in overcoming, mentally and/or physical- 
ly, what we have been inflicted with. That we are not 
giving up and dying. | for one do not feel, nor do | look 
like, nor do | think, (very often), that | have AIDS. The 
reason why this is so for me is because |'m doing 
something physically, mentally and spiritually. 

What I’m asking is why don't! read about those of 
us who are still living and loving and not giving up!! 
That positive attitude is one of the ways to overcome 
the effects of AIDS. Why not give us those good, 
positive articles about PWA that PWA and the gay 
community needs!

‘We Will Not Hide’ 


This is in response to Anne Hietbrink’s comments 
‘on our action inside the Family Forum Ill [‘‘Diary of 
‘a Moral Majority Delegate,’’ CU!, August 1984]. We 
‘are willing to hear criticism of our action, but we are 
very disturbed by her narrow-minded attacks and 
poor journalism. She begins by claiming that 
‘members of the Livermore Action Group’’ disrupted 
Nat Hentoff's speech at the convention. From there 
on, she refers to the demonstration as a “LAG 
demonstration.’’ Such claims remind us of the Chroni- 
cle's assertion that we were members of the ‘Radical 
Communist Party’’. We are not members of the 
Radical Communist Party, nor was any group respon- 
sible for our action. Although some of us participate 
in LAG, others of us do not. Hietbrink should have 
contacted us personally before making any such 
claims about our affiliations. 

Hietbrink writes, ‘| did not feel their display 
represented my experience as a lesbian.’’ We never 
told ourselves, the press, or the audience at the con- 


ference that our demonstration represented the ex- 
periences of all lesbians. That would be impossible 
since the experiences of lesbians are so diverse. In 
fact, we thought the lesbian/gay community was 
proud of its belief that no one person or lifestyle can 
speak for an entire community. 

Hietbrink argues that we defined “lesbianism as a 
sexual identification and nothing more,’ and that we 
merely ‘confirmed everything that [our] audience 
suspected [us] of.'’ We too had reservations about 
the action for this reason. We were worried that we 
would appear to legitimate their hostility. But we also 
realized the limitations of communicating with the peo- 
ple who would attend such a conference. Can you 
imagine, following some lesbian/gay demonstration, 
the participants in the Family Forum saying to each 
other, or even thinking to themselves, ‘Why, we had 
them wrong all along, they really are good, beautiful 
people!’’? Probably not. They have heard what we 
have to say and leave developed defenses against 
it. We felt a need to make a strong statement against 
their efforts to force us back into the closet with false 
claims, such as those contained in one of their leaflets, 
that the majority of sex-related murders are commit- 
ted by homosexuals. 

Although we fight not only for our sexuality, we are 
not ashamed of it. Our sexual freedom is directly 
related to our civil rights. We are not really fighting for 
the right to kiss during public lectures (though such 
conduct should not put us in danger of arresi), but 
we are fighting for the right of police officers to kiss 
whomever they choose while in uniform, and for all 
of our rights to be affectionate in public parks, movies, 
and elsewhere, as heterosexuals are, without en- 
countering rude comments, threats or violence. The 
argument that sexuality is not a fundamental part of 
the struggle against homophobia could support such 
claims as the CIA’s that the ‘sexual behavior’ of les- 
bians and gays is valid grounds for hiring discrimina- 
tion, though sexual orientation is not. 

Our lives are too threatened, and we are too angry 
to sit by waiting until we develop the perfect action. 
Hietbrink sat through the conference without disrup- 
ting or challenging what was happening, thereby giv- 
ing some small bit of consent to such a conference. 
Similarly, liberal Nat Hentoff, wno denounced our ac- 
tion as ‘‘the worst kind of yahooism,”’ gave legitimacy 
to the Moral Majority by speaking to their conference 
without criticizing them, making them appear open- 
minded and broad-based rather than devoted to the 
protection and reinstatement of repressive social 
practices. 

Hietbrink's final comment on the action is ‘The 
Livermore Action Group’s understanding of les- 
bianism might be assumed to be as limited as that of 
the Moral Majority.’” Our understanding is only as 
limited as her own. No action should be thought to

Coming Out to Moral Majority 

Ms Anne Hietbrink’s article, ‘Diary of a Moral Ma- 
jority Delegate,” proved interesting, once | overcame 
the kneejerk impulse to pass it by. (After all, who needs 
to hear from a delegate to that convention? But then 
| realized | was reading Coming Up!) 

Momentarily, | chuckled at the thought of someone 
who, if her choice of sexual partner(s) be known, 
would NOT be welcome among the rest. Vicarious- 
ly, | enjoyed, as often in my past, being caught up in 
the spirit of clenching a deeply-held secred—my 
“sexual preference’’; of teetering on the fine edge of 
being ‘‘one of the group” yet clandestinely apart; of 
tittering soundlessly, and safely, when a ‘‘majority’’ 
member queried (so to speak) of a like-minded friend 
if he had ‘‘seen ‘any’ ”’ yet. 

But then | read of other women there who were not 
there to observe in silence, but to “‘display”’ their ‘’sex- 
uality,"’ How? Through the exchange, horror of hor- 
rors, of a public kiss. | regret that Ms. Hietbrink ‘‘was 
confused by this action” and ‘‘felt betrayed."’ Her 
reaction, though not as severe as that of a “‘real’’ ma- 
jority member (‘‘They ought to be shot’’), nonetheless 
plays into the hands of the Moral Majority. After all, 
there might still be ‘“‘hope”’ for her. 

In my view, Ms. Hietbrink fears any ‘‘display’’ of the 


truth: We ARE different in our sexual preference and 
performance, whether enjoyed privately or publicly. 
Thisdoes NOT mean that we ‘‘define’’ ourselves by 
our sexual preference. THAT the Moral Majority 
manages to believe tenaciously, especially with God 
in ‘camp” (with whom, presumably, a direct hot line 
iS maintained). 

That some of ‘‘our sisters’’ choose to let others see 
that which they deeply fear, that which they refuse to 
acknowledge except as yet another “‘display,”’ is their 
right, and | for one applaud them. Despite what Ms. 
Hietbrink may choose to believe, sex is for most 
homosexuals as well as heterosexuals, ‘‘a private mat- 
ter,’’ but the expression of affection—a kiss, an em- 
brace, a clasping of hands—is EVERYONE’s due, 
whether shared in the bedroom or on a crowded 
street. 

Neither |, nor | assume Ms. Hietbrink, can be said 
to “wear Our sexual identification on our shirtsleeves,’”’ 
but | will NOT—and | hope SHE will not—refuse to 
kiss a loved one because “‘others may be watching.” 
Those who see love, in any form, cannot but be mov- 
ed by it, however deeply distrust, suspicion and fear 
may have taken root. 

What else is ‘coming out” about if not the comfor- 
table, caring, loving, non-exhibitionistic sharing of 
love?

NAMBLA Replies 


Dear L/G Freedom Day Committee Members, 

We the undersigned members of the North 
American Man/Boy Love Association (NAMBLA) 
wish to affirm our participation in the Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day Parade and Celebration. This letter is 
in response to the one by Ann Williams and Friends 
Rather than a point-by-point rebuttal of that letter 
(which some of you may not be familiar with), we felt 
it would be better to briefly state our position and our 
reason for wishing to be included in the Parade. 

NAMBLA is: first and foremost an educational 
organization, attempting to enlighten people about the 
great potential for good of consensual sex between 
people, regardless of age. 

From the very beginning there is a sexual aspect 
to every person's life. Denial, suppression, and rejec- 
tion of this aspect serves only to create unbalanced 
and poorly integrated personalities. Acceptance can 
help a person become more aware and secure in his 
or her own sexual identity. A loving relationship bet- 
ween an adult and a child can be the catalyst which 
promotes that acceptance. 

The point that most people raise about such rela- 
tionships concerns the imbalance of power. This is 
a concern we share, for we want relationships which 
allow both participants to grow and benefit. There is 
an imbalance of power in all human relationships (that 
is inevitable), but our goal is not to tyrannize and we 
absolutely reject any use of force (rape, kidnapping, 
murder, etc.) Rather than being child molesters, 
NAMBLA is instead one of the tew groups that affirms 
the rights of children and seeks to empower them 

The concern has also been voiced that our inclu- 
sion in the mainstream of gay and lesbian activity con- 
firms the ugly stereotypes held by many outside our 
community. For that reason you have been asked to 
ostracize us and exclude us from participation in the 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day festivities. 

It is not our place to say what others may think. It 
is our place, however, to ask what the purpose is of 
the Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day. Is it to strut before a 
hostile audience exhibiting how tame and safe we are, 
or Is it to renew our bonds of solidarity with our 
brothers and sisters and to express our pride in 
ourselves and our ideals? If the former, then you 
should exclude not only NAMBLA, but Dykes on 
Bikes, the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, and any 
other fringe groups too deviant from the norm. If the 
latter, than NAMBLA, as a group of people open and 
honest about themselves, feels it has a definite place 
in the Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day activities. 

We want to continue our relationship with the 
Freedom Day Parade. This is important both for 
NAMBLA and the Parade. The enemy to be fought 
is not NAMBLA, nor Ann Williams and Friends. The 
enemy to be vanquished is blind intolerance. By re- 
maining in the Parade, we continue to fight.

Age of Consent 


| would like to comment on the letter urging 
NAMBLA's non-participation/excommunication from 
the Lesbian and Gay Parade. 

Most of us are aware of same-sex attraction and 
many act upon these feelings long before an arbitrarily 
imposed age of consent. To deny that this is so does 
a great disservice both to ourselves and to gay youth 
struggling to find identity in a largely hostile world 

| do not believe gay people are in a stage of ar- 
rested development (no pun intended), nor do they 
suddenly spring into being at 18 or 21 years of age. 

The NAMBLA position calls for a lowering of the 
age of consent to 13 years and its eventual abolish- 
ment. | personally favor the age of 15 as realistic 
(similar to several European and other nations) until 
children gain more power in other areas of their lives. 

Our laws on this subject and homosexuality are 
largely a reflection that we have not achieved separa- 
tion of church and state. American society is not on- 
ly anti-homosexual. It is somewhat anti-sexual as well. 
The laws in these areas came from people with ques- 
tions of whether sex itself was ‘‘good"’, other than for 
purposes of procreation. Those laws are our legacy: 
the mentality lingers. That some will find these issues 
controversial to deal with seems inevitable.

Moral Guardians 

It is unnecessary to defend the policies of NAMBLA 
to call attention to the self-righteousness and self- 
serving linguistic manipulation perpetrated by ''40 
Lesbians and Gay Men” in their recent letter deman- 
ding the exclusion of NAMBLA from future Les- 
bian/Gay Freedom Day Parades. 

First, the letter-writers challenge the status of 
NAMBLA as an oppressed sexual group. The 
systematic legal harassment and imprisonment of the 
NAMBLA leadership is public record and beyond 
debate. Whether NAMBLA deserves our sympathy 
and support !s a question for each of us to decide—| 
personally don't want any 40 people to appoint 
themselves the moral guardians of the entire gay com- 
munity and dispensary of our social concern. 

“This organization supports the concept...[of] sex- 
ual activity...with a four year old..."’ The use of a worst- 
case scenario rarely enhances the subtlety of an argu- 
ment; | have never heard of NAMBLA advocating sex 
with four year olds. | have heard tham point out that 
we allow 16 year olds to work as less-than-minimum 
wage Slaves but not to decide when they are ready 
to have sex. 

The letter-writers counterpose NAMBLA to our 
struggle to ‘combat damaging myths and 
stereotypes.'’ Blaming NAMBLA for these 
stereotypes is similar to blaming drag queens for 
homophobia. Is the Gay Freedom Day Celebration 
really ‘‘our attempt to educate heterosexuals?” And 
claiming that NAMBLA is responsible for the ‘‘under- 
mining of legislative efforts which could ensure our 
civil rights"’ is a classic example of blaming the vic- 
tims, and ignores the well-financed efforts of the right 
Wing 

Use of the word ‘“‘pedophiliac’’ rather than 
“pedophile” manifests an insidious manipulation. The 
‘ac’’ ending connotes disease: ‘‘hemophiliac,”' 


“kleptomaniac,'’ and so on. The letter-writers’ 
derogatory use of the term ‘‘self-avowed"’ (damning 
the NAMBLA membership as ‘‘self-avowed child 
molesters’’) is particularly ironic, because the negative 
connotations milked from the term in that context stem 
from its use in journalism in combination with words 
like ‘‘homosexual’’and ‘‘Communist.”’ 

Finally, ‘40 Lesbians and Gay Men”’ appropriate 
the entire Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day Parade for 
themselves in one possessive pronoun: “our celebra- 
tion,” ‘we want to be assured [NAMBLA] will not be 
included in our Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day festivities.” 
Take care with that exclusionary ‘‘our’’! 

|am sensitive to the tremendous suffering caused 
by incest, child abduction and rape, all the extensions 
to children of the violent power politics used by adults 
against each other. | caution against facile blame- 
laying and scapegoat-making. NAMBLA has offered 
provocative insights into issues of self-determination 
and the economic, legal, and sexual oppression of 
so-called minors. 

| vote to keep the annual invitation to our special 
day as open as possible.

Realities of Childhood Sexuality 


Dear Editor: 

The forty lesbians and gay men who sent the let- 
ter to the Parade Committee requesting NAMBLA's 
ouster from the Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day Parade 
and Celebration have spent too much time reading 
the likes of Time, Newsweek, and our local fishwraps 
and too little time discussing man-boy love with 
NAMBLA and other sexually progressive groups. 

The Gang of Forty insists that children cannot make 
a ‘responsible choice’ when it comes to sex. The 
Gang never defines ‘responsible choice.” Children, 
however, make choices about various matters all the 
time. Example: A recent article on law guardians told 
of a ten-year-old boy’s request not to be returned to 
the sole custody of his mother, a woman who 
neglected him and often beat him.’ The boy had ob- 
viously decided that life with his mother was not in his 
best interest. In turn, a child can determine whether 
sex with another child or an adult is enjoyable or not. 
(The Gang and its like-minded friends should not be 
the ones to decide with whom a child can have sex). 

With Holy-Roller zeal, The Gang implies that 
NAMBLA has literature encouraging anal and vaginal 
penetration of four year olds. Apparently The Gang 
has not acquired basic reading skills. 

Any sexual behavior that causes physical harm to 
a child is rapbe—even if, for experimentation’s sake, 
the child encouraged such acts. However this does 
mean that a child of four cannot enjoy sex. Studies 
indicate that behavior such as anal and vaginal 
penetration is rare in situations of adults involved with 
children.2 Fondling 's by far the most common form 
of sexual behavior in these instances. Furthermore, 
seldom is a boy sexually involved with a man younger 
than nine or ten, and even these situations are excep- 
tional. In most cases the ‘boys’ are adolescents. 

The Gang of Forty operates on the myth of 
childhood innocence, by which children and sexuality 
are seen as separate entities. But The Gang has not 
honestly analyzed children's behavior. For instance, 
a few months ago a seven year old and nine year old 
were found guilty of the torture-murder of an eight- 
month-old girl.3. Pretty terrifying behavior for In- 
nocents. (Perhaps some Gang members can recall 
the persecution of sissy-boys and tomboys by peers 
when they were children.) 

Larry Constantine and Floyd Martinson in their 
book Children and Sex: New Findings, New 
Perspectives indicate that the most common form of 
child rape !s not adults raping children but rather 
children raping children.5 The Gang of Forty and its 
cohorts in the anti-child sex campaign ignore this fact 
because it shows children as full sexual beings 


The Gang Is correct in stating that children can be 
easily ‘‘manipulated and exploited’. But who 1s 
guiltiest of exploitation? Answer: The Family. While 
some boy lovers exploit boys, the family is the single 
most violent and exploitative institution in our socie- 
ty. The millions of boys and girls who run away from 
home each year aren't lured into the streets by child 
lovers. Most of them are pushed into the streets by 
their families. The street hustler knows that bad as the 
street may be, it's preferable to home life. 

The Gang should turn its ire to the real 
exploiters—parents, priest, school administrators, 
social workers—in other words, people whose power 
over children is sanctioned by family, church and 
state. 

We do, as The Gang of Forty claims, need to com- 
bat homophobic stereotypes. But this should not be 
done at the expense of groups within our communi- 
ty, especially people as invaluable as gay youth, boy 
lovers, and girl lovers. In the long run, attacking these 
groups will only weaken our community because it 
will further jeopardize relationships that have been 
essential to the coming out of many lesbians and gay 
men. 

Finally, The Gang of Forty should open a dialogue: 
with NAMBLA. In the course of such an exchange, 
both groups would probably find many points of 
agreement.

| am responding to the letter in your August issue 
objecting to the presence of NAMBLA in the gay 
parade. | am not amember of NAMBLA nor am | sex- 
ually attracted to children. | am however extremely 
concerned about the recurring attempts to exclude 
certain groups from the gay movement on the basis 
of image. This violates the spirit of free inquiry, and 
is destructive of the truth, since the word ‘‘image”’ has 
no meaning unless it is in some way different from 
truth’. Formerly transvestites and transsexuals were 
attacked on this same basis, though fortunately this 
seems to have abated. (I am not a TV or TS.) 

How far would the gay movement have come if gay 
people had been denied the right to at least express 
their views? It is extremely disheartening to see gay 
people deny to otners the liberty they themselves re- 
quired to improve their lot. | have felt an increasing 
distance between myself and the gay movement late- 
ly, because the concern for projecting the correct “‘im- 
age” toward heterosexuals seems to be adulterating 
our own self-knowledge. 

| saw a spokesman for NAMBLA on a daytime talk 
show about a year ago. | was struck by the enormous 
amount of courage required for him to advocate a 
position which opened him to such abuse. | was 
equally struck by the stupid and cowardly conven- 
tional attitude of the show's moderator toward him 
The moderator's attitude was exactly the same as us- 
ed to be universally applied to gay people in general. 

I'm sure NAMBLA does not advocate rape. | am 
not sure what age limit, if any, should be set for con- 
sensual sex. The writers of your letter chose the in- 
flammatory ‘‘four year old child’’. | don't Know about 
four, but | sure wish society had been such that a 
mature, responsible adult could have had the 
courage to approach me when | was twelve or so. 
It would have saved me years of self-doubt and self- 
negation

It began so long 
ago even Oil of Olay can’t hide the truth 
anymore—at the Seattle Counseling Service for 
Sexual Minorities in 1970. | was a counselor 
there when an 18-year-old “Georgia Peach” 
waltzed through the door claiming to be 
traumatized about “coming out.” It took him 
about 30 seconds to get over all that, and about 
five minutes to break my heart. Just like the 
whole gay world ends up doing, I'd fallen in 
love with Bobbi Campbell. 

He said forget it. He wasn't sexually attracted 
to me, but he'd like to be my friend. I told him 
it wasn't good enough. He said it would have 
to do. | relented and told him, OK, I'd be his 
friend, but he'd have to stop touching me. I still 
can't believe I said that, but I did. 

Who was Bobbi Campbell before the AIDS 
crisis? A lot. A geographer, a passionate con- 
servationist, a skilled mountaineer, a good

flautist, a speaker of three languages, an ac- 
complished public speaker, a writer of poetry 
and journals, a knitter of sweaters and funny 
pranks, an early and avid feminist and anti- 
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We are people with AIDS. 


We have a disease that is poorly understood, often fatal, expensive, disabling, disrup- 
tive of our lives and of those of our loved ones, inadequately testable, and so far incurable. 
We have been evicted from our homes, fired or forced from our jobs, separated from 
our loved ones, disowned by our blood families, refused quality health care, denied 
public accommodation—because our society fears us, falsely, and does not understand 


that AIDS is not casually transmissible. 


AIDS is not just a disease of urban gay men—people with AIDS are also heterosexual 
and bisexual, women, rural, Black, Hispanic and Asian, infants, refugees from Haiti, and 


recipients of blood product transfusions. 


Secretary Of Health and Human Services Margaret Heckler called AIDS “the number- 
one health priority” for the Reagan administration, but many of us feel that in Washington 
it's sll business as usual while we are dving. 

Over five thousand Americans have AIDS, of whom nearly half have died. Many more 
have AIDS-related conditions, but not AIDS itself. 7ez2s or hundreds of thousands more 
will be afflicted by AIDS before effective prevention or treatment are available. 

Help us! Listen to our concerns and further them, wherever you can, nationally and 


in your home states and cities. 


Concerns of People with AIDS: 
1) Funding: 


a) We need increased funding for AIDS at all levels—federal, state, local. 
b) We need an end to the paper-shuffling which delays the distribution of money already 


allocated for AIDS. 


c) We need “new money” for AIDS, which is a new health crisis, and not money taken 
from other health programs, which sets the disadvantaged against each other. 
d) We need funding for patient support services—housing, food, emotional support, 


home health care, hospice care. 


e) We need funding for massive educational campaigns about AIDS—to teach popula- 
tions at risk how to reduce risk, to teach health care workers how to care for people 
with AIDS and the ‘worried well,’ and to teach the general public not to discriminate 
against people with AIDS. 

2) Research: 

a) We need a strong research focus on cure for those who already have the disease, as 
well as screening and prevention for those who do not. 

b) We need the government to fund more research proposals, some of which are cur- 
rently going begging, and not just to follow one promising line of seienuific inquiry 

3) Discrimination: 

a) We need an end to social discrimination in housing, employment, health care, and 
public accommodation, and the enforcement of laws against discHMinauon against the 
handicapped. 

b) We need service providers to understand that a screening test for the virus HTLY 

HI. which is not specific for AIDS, may result in discrimination in employment and in- 
surance for those who test positive for the virus but who do not have AIDS. 

c) We need assurance that our medical records are confidential and that our rights to 
privacy will be respected. 

d) We need service providers— including the Social Security Administrauon—to unders 

tand that many people are seriously ill with AIDS-related conditions, but do not fall under 
the CDC's narrow definition of AIDS, and are denied needed services. 

e) We need to be included in AIDS decision-making, and to choose our Own 
representauves

Bobbi Campbell was a great leader in the struggle for people with AIDS to gain dignity, 
respect, and a voice in the battle against the disease. Hundreds of people gathered in the 
Castro after his death to commemorate the incredible impact he had on this community 
and the nation. Patrick Haggerty, a good friend of Bobbi's for many years, delivered the 


following eulogy. 


fascist, anti-racist fighter, an impassioned and 
brassy gay liberationist, and an inspired drag 
qucen, 

He was also a rotten housekeeper. He 
wouldn't brush his teeth. He ate junk food like 
a garbage disposal, and he was very bossy. | 
mean, downright dominating to a fault. 

Whatever he did, he did it a// the way, and 
its Obvious tonight! 

Let's talk about intimacy fora minute. AIDS 
has made us all take a new look at this whole 
mass Of contradictions. My intimate life has 
always been quite the disaster, and so was Bob- 
bi's—at least until he met Bob Hilliard. | 
remember numerous scenes over the years 
with me and Bobbi in tears because “nobody 
really loved us.” And it’s true. Most of our old 
lovers are still halfway pissed with us. Yet Bob- 
bi insisted on intimacy in his relationships, 
struggled for it ploddingly, desperately, and in- 
sightfully, demanded it from his friends, and 
when he died, he left us with a legacy. 

Do you know what that little sneak did 
before he left? He took fifty activists aside, one 
ata time, and unbeknownst to the others said 
to each of us, “Girlfriend, | love you so much, 
you've been my best buddy for so long, | 
couldn't possibly die without you, you simp- 
lv must come or Tl haunt you.” 

Ive been at it 20 vears, but ve never seen 
50 people “move it” so fast, so adeptly, and 
so. passionately as we who organized this 
memorial. 

Why did Bobbi do this? For sure he loved 
drama, but the real reason was because he 
wanted those who loved him to get off our 
butts and do something. He used his incredi- 
ble ability to share intimacy with so many as 
a tool to shake us, Merge us, and get to the bot- 
tom of this frightening and confusing disaster 
called the AIDS crisis. 

Bobbi told me up front when he was 
diagnosed with AIDS over three and a half 
years ago that he intended to turn himself in 
to the AIDS poster boy. And that he intended 
to do it to the full limit of his capabilities, with 
a flair that would be remembered, with a 
scathing anger that could not be forgotten. 

Here's a direct quote: “Hello Doctor so-and- 
so, this is Bobbi. Why aren't there any people 
with AIDS on your Board? Have you ever 
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Bobbi Campbell speaks to the press, and enjoys 
a quiet moment with his lover, Bob Hilliard 


heard of a picket line? Have you ever seen a 
drag queen screaming about this outrage on 
national TV? Doctor so-and-so, what is your 
address?” 

About two years on an Oregon vacation, I 
had the misfortune of telling Bobbi I had multi- 
ple sclerosis. He cried like a baby, and so did 
I. Then he said, “Patrick, let me show you an 
exercise in fun and fear.”” We drove to 
Florence, Oregon—full of redneck loggers on 
every corner; and Bobbi, aka Sister Florence 
Nightmare of the Sisters of Perpetual In- 
dulgence, gave me his camera, put me in the 
driver's seat, whipped on his nun’s habit, and 
we drove to the Florence Police Department, 
the Florence Chamber of Commerce, the 
Florence Bar ‘n Grill, and the Florence Elemen- 
tary School. He posed in front of these signs, 
and made me photograph him until I was sure 
we'd get clubbed in the head. When they 
started coming after us, We sped away to the 
next sign. Florence totally lost its composure, 
and so did I. But Campbell was undaunted and 
giggling. Said he as we roared out of town, 
“Now wasn't that fun?” 

Friends, how can we possibly get along 
without Campbell? Our loss is sooo deep. | 
know mine is. Who's going to care how bad 
my intimate life is anymore? Who's going to 
let me crash at his apartment, skip out on my 
long distance bills, and let me filch his mari- 
juana when I come to San Francisco? Who's 
going to send Western Union workers to my 
home on my birthday with love notes address- 
ed to Patty Marie Sue Lulabelle Haggerty? 
Who's going to hold me and tell me it’s going 
to be OK when my multiple sclerosis gets so 
bad 1 can’t walk anymore? Who's going to 
keep me fighting, tell me, “never say die,” and 
keep me on the path to lesbian/gay liberation 
and the new intimacy until 2) last breath? Will 
it be you? 

Before he went, Campbell taught us all that 
there were bitter tears in his cup of valour. 
Tonight, we learn the well of grief is only as 
bottomless as the artesian spring Of inspiration 
that flows from it. 

My friends, this is Campbell's true legacy. 
We have no choice but to keep the waters 
flowing.

Response to Attack

parked my car near the intersection of 
Polk and Sacramento Streets on the 
evening of August 21st, climbed out, 
locked the door and headed for the Old First 
Street Presbyterian Church to attend a meeting 
sponsored by the Polk Street Town Hall and 
Community United Against Violence (CUAV) 
in response to the brutal murder of John D. 
O'Connell on July 29. 
One of the first things I noticed as I walked 
along the streets crowded with people out 


' searching for a place to dine was that the 
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leaflets advertising the meeting had either been 
ripped down, torn but left posted in shreds, 
or marked up so as to render them illegible. 
Some of the walls of the area were sprayed 
with graffiti that screamed, ‘KILL FAGS”’ and

other epithets to the same effect. 

These strategically placed messages were not 
lost on the 60 men and women, residents of 
the Polk area, Community activists, and 
representatives of city government, gathered 
in the church to do something about the 
violence endemic to the area. In fact, Carmen 
Vazquez of CUAV, who chaired the meeting, 
stated in her opening presentation that the ma- 
jority of the reports of harassment and violence 
sent in to the committee come from the Polk 
area. She then invited testimony and discus- 
sion from the floor. 

Many of the residents were as angry with 
police as with thugs and fag bashers, and they 
severely criticized police misconduct, 
negligence, and harassment. The first speaker, 
a young man from the neighborhood, bitter- 
ly denounced the Police Department and the 
Board of Supervisors. He said that earlier that 
week he'd been hassled by five drunk, straight 
men at the corner of Polk and California 
Streets, and there was not a cop to be found 
in the area. 

A tall blond man, an ex-New Yorker relative- 
ly new to San Francisco, reported that recent- 
ly a group of punks pulled a knife on him in 
the Polk area. When he managed to get the at- 
tention of the police in the area, he was hand 
cuffed along with his assailants, taken to North- 
ern Station, and locked to a pipe. “The police 
laughed at me when I told them I wanted to 
file a complaint against those kids who almost 
stabbed me,” he said. 

A Polk Street bookstore clerk and nine-year 
resident of the neighborhood testified he'd 
filed five complaints at Northern Station and 
the Hall of Justice at 850 Bryant Street and has 
never heard anything from the police regard- 
ing them. 

Once, he continued, while riding his motor- 
bike in the neighborhood, a taxi rear-ended 
him. When he confronted the driver, the 
driver threatened to kill him. He finally man- 
aged to flag down a policewoman, who pro- 
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ceeded to berate him for obstructing traffic and 
causing a public ruckus. 

Another resident, a middle-aged man, stood 
up to say that he spends a lot of time socializ- 
ing in the Polk and that the only harassment 
and abuse he’d encountered was from cops. 

Christian activists such as Save Our Souls 
(S.O.S.), agroup associated with Jerry Falwell’s 
Moral Majority who actively evangelize on 
street corners in the Polk area, came under at- 
tack as well. A representative from the Com- 
mittee to Stop S.O.S. and Fascism testified to 
the harassment of gays, ranging from insulting 
exhortations to following and attempting to 
collar targeted pedestrians. 

Most of these speakers expressed frustration 
and disgust with the Police Department, city 
government, and the judicial system. The 
judicial system, they maintained, penalizes 
witnesses and victims by forcing them through 
the maze of a Catch-22 bureaucracy. “The 
court system here is a joke,” declared one of 
the residents. He suggested as an alternative 
that we organize self-defense workshops and 
teach ourselves to look out for one another. 

But the representatives of these criticized in- 
stitutions did not agree. Paul Seidler, Police Of- 
ficer in the Community Relations Unit, defend- 
ed the Police Departfneat. ‘Northern Station,” 
he said, ‘‘is a field training station and one of 
the sources of police problems.”’ But, he main- 
tained, ‘‘the vast majority of police officers are 
there to help. There are some that need to be 
given the boot, but we're all here to make the 
system work, and when it bogs down, we 
need to correct the system where it’s bogging 
down.” Seidler himself is under attack from the 
Police Department after some of his colleagues 
complained that he kissed a man during the 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day Parade this past 
June. 

Supervisor John Molinari, who came to the 
meeting as acting mayor (Feinstein was on 
vacation), emphasized the city government's 
prompt action in the case of the murder of 
John O'Connell: the city immediately posted 
a reward of $10,000 and shortly thereafter ap- 
prehended two of the four youths sought. 
‘This,’ Molinari declared, ‘sends a message to 
punks that San Francisco is a tolerant city and 
will not allow itself to be a victim of anti-gay 
bigotry.”’ He stressed the need for the city to 
be “pro-active” rather than ‘‘re-active;”’ that is, 
the need to do many more things to prevent 
anti-gay violence before tragedy strikes. 

Ron Huberman, gay activist and Investigator 
from the District Attorney's Office, took the 
floor to say that we need to continue working 
with the system despite its many obstacles. He 
admitted that the system is not working—not 
because of any inherent defects—but because 
of the non-initiative of the community. “Six- 
ty percent of the perpetrators of crimes get 
away because they know the victim will not 
follow up. We need to say, ‘I’ve had enough, 
I'm tired of being the victim, I’m going through 
the system.” ” 

Dana VanGorder from Supervisor Harry 
Britt's office questioned Diane Christiansen, 
Executive Director of CUAV, who had spoken 
earlier against police inaction and misconduct 
in the Polk area. He pledged that Britt would 
introduce legislation to the Board of Super- 
visors to provide adequate funds for CUAV to 
set up a Satellite office in the Polk area. 

During the summation of the meeting 
several solutions and courses of action were 
put forward. Hank Wilson, one of the 
organizers of the Butterfly Brigade, a late 
seventies group that monitored the Castro 
area, said, ‘‘We need to get angry. What kind 
of community are we if we don’t get angry? 
We can file complaints and file complaints and 
the Police Department will continue to file us 
to death.”’ He proposed that Northern Station 
be picketed just as the Mission Station was 
picketed, forcing the Commanding Officer 
who was insensitive to the needs of the com- 
munity to leave. He also said that night courts 
ought to be established in San Francisco so that 
vicums and witnesses of crimes who cannot 
take off work to appear during the day can be 
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Gay police officer Paul Seidler defended 
SFPD’s overall performance, but acknowledg- 
ed there were some trouble spots in the Depart- 
ment. 


accommodated. 

Carmen Vazquez closed the meeting by 
stressing the need to continue to apply 
pressure to the system, the need to continue 
to organize the community. She emphasized 
the importance of taking down license plate 
numbers of harassers and reporting them to 
CUAV, which will then contact the owners of 
the car. 

Several members of the audience testified to 
the proven effectiveness of using whistles to 
deter crime. Whistles are still available for 
$1.00 from CUAV (864-7233, 514 Castro 
Street). A follow-up community meeting is be- 
ing planned for September, and CUAV is 
scheduled to meet with Northern Station of- 
ficers in mid-September. 

Clearly, the meeting provided an_ initial 
forum for defining the problems that beset us, 
and pointed in the direction of organizing 
community self-defense as the only real viable 
solution to anti-gay violence in the Polk Gulch 
area. Most importantly, it seemed that speak- 
ing out and sharing feelings and ideas that 
evening produced a release from the trauma 
of death, a much-needed catharsis for a 
beleaguered community.

Bx and White Men Together (San 
Francisco Chapter) will begin informa- 
tional leafletting next month in front of Lesbian 
and Gay bars throughout the city in order to 
draw attention to a report by the Human Rights 
Commission on the institutionalized racism 
which exists in San Francisco's Lesbian/Gay 
community. This action is being taken just 
three months after the report was published by 
the HRC which stated that the evidence 
proved that ‘Lesbian and Gay people of col- 
or are proportionately under-represented in 
the workforce of Lesbian/Gay-owned 
businesses. 

Over two years ago, BW MT-SF took its first 
bar survey and has continued to support ef- 
forts by the HRC to investigate and present 
solutions to this much-ignored problem. It has 
even attacked the media for the large role it 
plays in perpetuating the myth of the young, 
handsome white man as the ideal Gay person. 
At the same time, it has urged bar owners to 
address racism and become anti-racist in at- 
titude and action. “‘It is time that the Les- 
bian/Gay community, and its businesses, in- 
stitute its own affirmative action programs with 
vigor and sincerity” states the HRC report, and 
BWMT-SF agrees wholeheartedly! ‘The bar 
leafletting is only the first step,”’ says BWMT 
member Tim Isbell. “If bar owners continue 
to ignore this issue, we will be back, again and 
again if necessary, and we will take other ac- 
tions as well.” 

With over 15 other Lesbian/Gay organiza- 
tions committed to working together with the 
HRC to effect change, BWMT-SF is confident 
it will help put an end to racial discrimination 
in employment in the Lesbian/Gay community 
for good! 


Shanti Faces 
Volunteer Shortage 


Gp Project, a contract agency of the 
San Francisco Department of Public 
Health, is facing the serious challenge of 
recruiting enough volunteers to work with the 


increasing number of persons affected by the’ 


AIDS epidemic. In July there were 54 newly 
diagnosed persons with AIDS. Past months’ 
statistics reveal that the Shanti Project will pro- 
vide service to 90% of these persons. They will 
be offered one to one emotional or practical 
support, information and referral, housing 
and/or staff counseling at San Francisco 
General Hospital unit 5B and Ward 86. 

Shanti Project executive director Jim Geary 
attributes the overwhelming success of the 
Project to “the many volunteers who have 
gone through their own fear of AIDS to offer 
love and support to those in need.” 

Geary expressed concern that unless people 
in the community continue to volunteer future 
clients would have to go on a waiting list. In 
an effort to attract more emotional support 
volunteers, Shanti has lowered the required 
volunteer commitment from one year, 8 hours 
per week to 6 months, 6 hours per week. 

The Shanti Project offers two programs for 
volunteers. The emotional support program 
seeks volunteers to talk with and help process 
concerns of persons with AIDS and their lov- 
ed ones. The practical support program seeks 
volunteers to help with cooking, shopping, 
housecleaning, etc. The next emotional sup- 
port training begins September 21. Volunteers 
are urgently needed.

Somos Hermanas 
(We Are Sisters) 
Women’s Tour to Nicaragua 


I: September 1984, the Alliance Against 
Women’s Oppression (AA WO) is sponsor- 
ing a women’s delegation to Nicaragua to join 
the Nicaraguan Women’s Association- 
Asociacion de Mujeres Nicaraguenses ‘Luisa 
Amanda Espinoza (AMNLAE)—in celebration 
of their 7th anniversary. 

‘Somos Hermanas” (We Are Sisters), a multi- 
racial group of 20 women activists from the 
Bay Area, New York, Boston and Washington 
D.C., will spend ten days in Nicaragua learn- 
ing about the lives of Nicaraguan women and 
their achievements since the Revolution. Most 
important is the message of solidarity these 
women will bring back after the tour. 

The urgency of this message is clear. At this 
time, the main obstacle to the full liberation of 
Nicaraguan women is the U.S. war of 
aggression—covert and overt. The Reagan ad- 
ministration has made it a priority to block the 
truth about the Nicaraguan Revolution from 
reaching the American public. The establish- 
ment of “‘sister”’ relations with the Nicaraguans 
can therefore play a vital role in breaking 
Reagan's blockade. 

Eleven of the twenty women are from the 
Bay Area. Carmen Vazquez, Lucrecia Ber- 
mudez, Maria Cora. Marcie Gallo and Kris 
Welch, activists in such organizations as the 
Women’s Building, Community United 
Against Violence, SF Women Against Rape, 
ACLU and KPFA will be joining 5 members of 
the Alliance who have been active for the past 
ten years in anti-racist, reproductive rights and 
international solidarity struggles.

Construction ex- 
perience is not necessarily required. The 
organizers have a commitment to support low- 
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businesses on a first-come, first-served basis 
with members of the Golden Gate Business 
Association given first choice as GGBA is the 
sponsor of the annual event. 

Founded in 1979 by GGBA, the GGBA 
Foundation has funded over 65 separate pro- 
jects directly benefiting the gay and lesbian 
population, and totaling nearly $40,000 in 
grants. Foundation President Cheri Bryant says 
of the Foundation’s relationship to GGBA, 
“We owe a large part of our funding 
capabilities to date to the Association, and we 
hope to match their long-standing efforts by 
doubling the amount we raise from 22 this year 
through our 1984-85 Development Plan.”

income and Third World gays, and are com- 
mitted to offering financial aid to people who 
otherwise couldn't go. They re contacting gay 
activists throughout the U.S. and in Europe, 
Latin America, Canada, Japan and Australia, 
through gay publications, political organiza- 
tions and individuals. 

~- Members of Lesbians and Gays Against In- 
tervention (LAGAI) are initiating the Brigade 
project, but the organizing committee is only 
beginning to form and encourages all in- 
terested individuals to participate. It will take 
a huge effort to make the Brigade a success, 
and it will need the support of many people. 
They need to raise $15,000 for construcuon 
materials and at least $5-$10,000 more for 
financial aid to low-income people, as well as 
the costs of organizing and publicity. Most im- 
portantly, though, they want wide participa- 
tion in organizing the Brigade because they 
want it to reflect the diversity of gay people: 
in nationality, race, religion, education, in- 
come, social background, and “‘lifestyle.”’ For 
years, many gays and lesbians have been do- 
ing political work, often without being 
recognized as gay people. While our com- 
munity has always been a part of the labor, 
peace, civil rights and solidarity movements, 
it has usually been ignored. This Brigade will 
be an historic event, combining the “‘personal”’ 
politics of gay men and lesbians with interna- 
tional solidarity. It will demonstrate, in a public 
and positive way, that lesbians and gay men are 
involved in these movements and won't allow 
them to ignore us. 

The Brigade will have an open organiza- 
tional meeting on Monday, September 10th at 
7 pm at the Women’s Building, 3543 18th St, 
in San Francisco.

AIDS Foundation Struggles 
with Accounting Procedures 


(sre pains at the three-year-old 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation have 
temporarily stalled education programs and 
have lowered the organization’s profile in the 
city’s lesbian/gay community. In late June of 
this year, the foundation showcased a number 
of new education and prevention efforts— 
notably, the AIDS billboards in the city’s gay- 
identified neighborhoods and public service 
announcements on local television stations. 
And after a short-term cash flow problem, the 
foundation published a spate of educational 
booklets and brochures for people with AIDS, 
those at risk, and others affected by the 
epidemic. 

For the last two months, however, the new 
director, Jim Ferrels, and much of the staff of 
the AIDS Foundation, have been wading 
through city budget proposals and several revi- 
sions. The budget process has consumed great 
amounts of staff time and has led to a fair 
degree of frustration. Mitch Bart, acting educa- 
tion director, told Coming Up/, “We've been 
at Our wits’ ends over this: it’s taken us so 
much time. We've had to be city ad- 
ministrators and managers for the last two 
months. What we should be doing is com- 
munity education.’ Bart directs much of his 
frustration at Jeff Amory, who serves as budget 
analyst in the AIDS Activity Office for the 
Department of Public Health (DPH). ‘‘He made 
us re-do the budget five times,”’ noted Bart. 
“We had to hire a financial planner to help us. 
Amory has done his darndest to block our 
visibility in the community.”’ 

The local agency is due to receive approx- 
imately $750,000 in city funding through the 
Department of Public Health; and, for the first 
time, the city expects the AIDS organization to 
comply with the same sophisticated financial 
management procedures required of all city 
departments. Bart acknowledges that “in the 
past the city and county has been amenable to 
our inexperience with budgeting processes.’ 
He adds, “We haven't been financially  ir- 
responsible; we just haven't been as 
sophisticated in our tracking system and in our 
accounting systems. We're community 
educators without experience in sophisticated 
accounting procedures.” 

Amory, who is Officially the Programs and 
Operations Analyst for the AIDS Activity Of- 
fice, says he recognizes the frustration and time 
demands sparked by the budget process but 
believes there is no other way for the AIDS 
Foundation to operate. Amory explains that 
when the foundation initially received funding 
from the city the amount was near $40,000, 
with limited services anticipated. The follow- 
ing budget year, 1983-1984, the city supplied 
the foundation with nearly $200,000; and for 
the new budget year, the city expects to 
allocate nearly $750,000 for the AIDS organiza-

tion. “When you're dealing with that level of 
money, you need to show ability to manage 
it well,’ Amory observes. 

Much of the problem appears to lie with the 
rapid rate of increase of AIDS cases in San Fran- 
cisco and the immediate demands that placed 
on agencies like the AIDS Foundation. Amory 
suggests, “The problem lies in their taking on 
responsibilities without the wherewithal to 
deal with these things. Basically, they were 
well-meaning with a narrowly defined service 
that kept expanding, and they did not ap- 
preciate how complicated financial manage- 
ment is. I’m not suggesting that they've gone 
about this badly, but that it just outgrew 
them.” One of the first things Amory insisted

upon was the inclusion of a salary for a full- 
time financial manager in the foundation's new 
budget requests. The proposal also includes 
several new staff positions to help the organiza- 
tion expand its education programs. 

Bart observes that Comments have surfaced 
in the lesbian/gay press and from individuals 
that the AIDS Foundation has kept a low pro- 
file during the last few months. “‘l agree 100% 
that we haven't been as visible as we could 
be,” he says. Amory objects to the suggestion 
that he has tried to reduce the foundation's 
community standing. He notes, ‘The founda- 
tion is becoming more a part of the system, but 
it is not DPH’s intent to compromise their in- 
dependence. One of the reasons we contract 
Out this service is because the foundation can 
communicate with the lesbian/gay communi- 
ty with greater flexibility. I value their in- 
dependence, and I don’t want them to be 
overshadowed by the department.” 

The budget process is nearly finished for the 
AIDS Foundation—completed according to 
city requirements; and the last round of job in- 
terviews has begun for the new staff positions, 
including a full-time financial manager.

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Controversy Erupts Over 


omen’s Street Fair

ssailed by charges of misrepresenta- 

tion and male carpetbagging, the 

second annual Women’s Street Fair 
will nonetheless go on as planned this Sunday, 
September 2, on Valencia Street from noon to 
GO pm. 

Organizer Ellen Andrews says that the two- 
block crafts fair—running from 18th through 
20th Street—will feature over 90 booths, and 
a full day of entertainment for singer Gwen 
Avery, the Robin Young Band, Francesca 
Dubie and others. 

The goal, Andrews said, ‘‘is to celebrate our 
small successes and renew our strength as we 
work together towards an equitable future.” 

But a boycott by members of the West Coast 
Feminist Crafts Association and general snub- 
bing by women merchants on Valencia Street 
have left hard feelings—and perhaps some 
empty booths—in their wake. 

At issue is the event’s claim to be a 
“women’s” street fair. 

“If they want to call ita women’s street fair, 
then the crafts shouid be woman-made, ”’ said 
Judy Stone of the West Coast Feminist Crafts 
Association. At last year’s fair (in which she did 
not participate due to scheduling) there were 
“no feminist crafts, and perhaps only 60-65% 
of the goods were woman-made,”’ she said. 
The rest, she claims, were crafted by men, and 
sold either by them or by women 
companions. 

“Many of the goods were imported,” 
observed Pell, proprietor of Valencia Street's 
WomanCrafts West. “They were not made the 
the people that sold them.” 

To Stone and other members of her group, 
that boils down to ‘‘misrepresentation.” 
Women come to the fair because “they're con- 
scious” she said. “If they're going to spend 
money on crafts, they want them to be 

woman-made,” and they come to an event like 
the Women’s Street Fair expecting that. 

Andrews disputes Stones 60-65% figure, 
pointing out that only 7 booths out of 100 
were rented by male artists. And although she 
concedes that she ‘‘didn’t stand around and 
watch what was being sold,”’ she insists that 
she ‘‘checked all the stuff for its relevance to 
a women’s street fair.”’ 

The male vendors last year were a particular 
sore point for Stone. ‘Most of the vendors 
were women, but there were some glaring ex- 
amples of non-women there too.” 

She blames their presence on Andrews and 
her backer, Rick Slick of the Castro Street Fair 
Association. ‘‘They’re parnoid about exclusivi- 
ty, but they refuse to call it the Valencia Street 
Fair. Ellen has a martyr complex about non 
driving men away...But that doesn’t take into 
account how strong we are,”’ Stone said. 

Andrews says that legal problems, not per- 
sonal preference, have kept the fair non- 
exclusive. ‘Hell, I’m a dyke. It would suit me 
just fine to have all women, if we could afford 
it.” But after talking with a legal advisor, An- 
drews was convinced “‘that it would be 
thoroughly illegal to have an exclusive event 
on public property.” 

If any man had been turned away, she said, 
and he wanted to make a case out of it, there 
would never be another women’s street fair. 
But, she insists, ‘‘I can intimidate everyone in 
general enough with the name to guarantee 
that it’s pretty exclusive. 

Much of the criticism directed at the fair 
stems from suspicion of the motives of pro- 
moter Rick Slick. ‘‘Part of what we’re getting 
from Ellen and Rick that feels really bad is, 
‘You really should be organizing this event, but 
since you haven’t gotten it together, we'll do 
it.’ Like we’re the starving relatives that can’t 
put on their own show,” Stone said. 

Artemis owner Sarah Lewinstein agrees. 
“The only way for this to be resolved in the 
future is for women to do it, with some money 
coming back to Valencia Street merchants. 
They have a woman fronting for a men’s 
organization, and they're pocketing the pro- 

fits,’ she said. 

Lewenstein met with the Castro Street Fair 
members in February of 1984, a gathering of 


ten men and one woman. (Ellen Andrews was 
not present). “I told Rick, ‘I want you to know 
that you don’t own this thing. We want to do 
our Own street fair during the convention. 
We'd attract 30,000 people rather than 10, and 
make some money.’ " In so doing, the date 
would be switched away from Labor Day, 
when the West Coast Women’s Music Festival 
is held each year. That scheduling snafu has 
been a major source of anger for craftswomen 
who would like to attend both events. 


Lewenstein claims that, since that meeting, 
no One has approached her for her help this 
year. Andrews tells a different story. She says 
that she’s always wanted the support and spon- 
sorship of the women’s community—and that 
she hasn’t gotten it. “I was after Sarah from the 
beginning of all of this. And God knows how 
many notices I’ve put up for planning 
meetings.” (A spot check of Valencia Street 
merchants found that no one was aware of the 
meetings.) 


According to Andrews, no one showed up. 


So this year, with the exception of bookkeep- 
ing and some advice from the Castro Street 
Fair, Andrews has had only one assistant in

planning and promoting the entire event. 

And she admits that it shows. “I don’t have 
a poster. The last time I saw my artist was July 
14th. I still haven’t heard from her—she may 
be dying in some hospital for all I know. So all 
I've got are these little playbills.”’ 

But, word of mouth is the best advertising, 
she’s convinced. . 

Unfortunately, that word of mouth is a bit 
poisonous. Rumors have abounded, inflated 
by suspicion. Deena Clevenson, Manager of 


the Women’s Building, which co-sponsored 
the fair last year, was anxious to pul some 
rumors to rest. “We were never expecting any 
money last year,” she said. “Ellen offered us 
a donation if she made a profit, but nothing 
was said about a percentage. And I knew we 
weren't going to make any money. It wasn t 
like we were trying to get hornswaggled.”’ 
Someone did climb upon the stage last 
year—neither Andrews nor Clevenson know 
who or when—and announce that a certain 
percentage of vendor's profits would go to the 
Women’s Building. When word got out that 
the Women’s Building hadn't received money 
from either the Castro Street Fair or the mer- 


And Gammabirds...

here is a big confusion going on 

amongst lesbians, and nobody much 

discusses it. It is partly because it is em- 
barrassing, and of course, it’s about sex. 

To show you the symptoms, I placed a per- 
sonal ad in Coming Up! essentially calling for 
a gentle, nurturing, however dominant butch 
type to come and rescue me from my lonely 
state of rebound. I received six responses, each 
of the women emphatically denying that they 
were butch. (In my ad the word butch ap- 
peared 4 times.) Here I quote: “Iam not butch 
or femme, but both...1 don’t consider myself 
butch, but I suppose some would consider me 
that; 

| answered all six letters, left messages and 
my phone number, but none came forth and 
I had no dates out of this. Pitiful? You know 
it. When it was going to be real, a femme look- 
ing for a proud butch type was too threaten- 
ing. What happened here in Lesbiana? 

Historically we lesbians didn’t have 
problems around butch/femme. Old gays 
knew who they were, and if they didn't 
somebody told them soon enough. Today we 
don't know if butch means a dress code, a 
temperament, or the worst male attributes in 
4 woman: like lack of sensitivity, skills of nur- 
turance, lack of sensuality, lack of self-love. It 
is crippling. On the surface, we are all bounc- 


ing fancy free. There are butch/femme balls, 
where wimmin do dress up and roles are 
appreciated—but that’s special, that’s circus 
only. Real life butch/femme stuff is hidden. It 
is a politically suspect, if not incorrect, ‘‘imita- 
tion of the hetero world.”” Women need to be 
without labels, yet women also need to be sex- 
ual and happy about it. Our own politics has 
now bred a list of ten commandments: ‘“Thou 
shalt not be butch or femme—but both” is one 
of them. 

Along comes a new generation, and new 
language. I have a young friend who never 
talks butch/femme, she talks rockhop- 
pers/gammabirds. I like it. The guilt slips off im- 
mediately. I can feel my chest expand. So who 
is a rockhopper? Simply a woman who seeks 
to go to bed with—yes, you guessed it— 
gammiabirds! Now isn't this easy? How can you 
tell you are a rockhopper? Not by your dress 
code, for sure. In fact, more like when the 
clothes come off! Rockhoppers can recognize 
gammabirds, with or without clothes. Neither 
of them is plagued by christian or feminist guilt. 

Now rockhoppers can be preppy, or 
downwardly mobile, punk or executives, but 
what connects them all is that they appreciate 
gammabirds. Gammabirds can also be all of the 
above, but they do tend to flock together, 
sometimes wear makeup, and on special oc- 
casions they are blatant, like wearing dresses, 
gowns, or low-cut blouses. Gammabirds are 
easier to recognize than rockhoppers. 


chants, suspicion fell on Andrews and Slick. 

‘“T don’t think anyone’s acting in bad faith, 
and no one thinks Ellen’s making any money 
from this, but she doesn’t realize that she’s a 
pawn for the Castro Street Fair,’’ Stone said. 

Andrews points to where the money went: 
the $1700 replacement fee (over and above in- 
surance coverage) for the Cherin’s appliance 
store window, broken last year by two fair 
goers. She claims the fair is still $1400 in debt 
to the Castro Street Fair for incurring that cost. 

But Lewenstein isn’t convinced that’s the 
full story. “I still haven't seen a financial state- 
ment from last vear,” she said. 

The Women’s Building will not be co- 
sponsoring the fair this year, and Clevenson 
concedes that some of the outpouring of 
criticism for the event had some effect on the 
decision. But, largely, ‘“we felt we could not 
be involved in actual production, and it’s a 
tremendous effort keeping the Women’s 
Building going, let alone taking on other 
projects.’ 

She shares some of the. women’s criticisms 
of Slick. ‘“‘His particular product leaves 
something to be desired of in quality, political 
consciousness, and orientation.” 

But she acknowledges the contributions of 
his time and non-profit organizational tools: “If 
there wasn’t a Rick Slick, who would be the 
person backing the street fair? There wasn't 
anyone else,” she said. 

Judy Stone doesn’t trust his altruism. “He 
didn’t make any money. That's probably why 
he says he’s doing it out of the goodness of his 
heart.” (Rick Slick was not available for 
comment.) 

Either way, the women want to take it Over. 
Both Lewenstein and Chris Puccinelli (owner 
of Awards by Chris on Valencia Street) would 
like to have a street fair on Valencia Street, with 
proceeds going to planting trees and upgrading 
the street. 

“I'd call it the Valencia Street Fair,” said 
Lewenstein. ‘““My politics have changed. It’s 
time to be more open to the community. 
There already is a woman’s crafts fair [at the 
Women's Building in December]. Why 
duplicate that?” 

Lewenstein, a new mother, would like to 
have ‘“‘an old time street fair, with a ferris wheel 
geared to do this sort of thing, that’s great.”’ 
Judy Stone has approached her to join with 
West Coast Women’s Crafts Association to 
produce future events, like International 
Women's Day 

But Andrews wants to hold onto the

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emonstrators who clashed with the 

police during the Democratic Na- 

tional Convention in July are nursing 
their wounds, getting their charges discharged 
and filing claims of their own. The following 
is an update on some of their stories. One in- 
teresting pattern is revealed: the police don't 
arrest the ones they beat. 


Naomi Schapiro 


GQ chupiro is the medic who was clubbed 
from behind by a mounted policeman dur- 
ing the July 12 anti-Moral Majority protest out 
side the Union Square Holiday Inn. According 
to Schapiro (who was wearing a bright vellow 
and red People’s Medic T-shirt), she was stan- 
ding on the sidewalk, calling to two women 
being beaten in the street, when she felt the 
blow at the back of her head. 

The two-inch gash required six stitches, and 
she is sull suffering from severe dizziness. 
headaches, and neck and shoulder problems. 
Unable to return to work (she is a nurse at S.F. 
General), she is nonetheless trying to raise 
money for her women’s jazz group, 
Swingshift, to tour Nicaragua this fall. She has 
been told by doctors that her injuries may take 
three to four months to heal. 

“Tt was not an accident,” she said. “It's a 
move on the part of the police to isolate pieces 
of the protesting Left. They packed people into 
a One-block area that was too small, and then 
kept changing their orders to confuse us and 
make us vulnerable.’ To Schapiro, the attack 
on her was part of a deliberate and widespread 
police pattern aimed at stripping “‘the right to 
give legal and medical care in the streets.” 

Her lawyer, Mark Coby, has filed a $500,000 
claim against the city and the police depart- 
ment. ‘Mayor Feinstein and the entire hierar- 
chy of the S.F. Police Department, from Chief 
Con Murphy on down, may be named,”’ Coby 
said. Captain Shippy, head of the Tactical Divi- 
sion, will likely be named. 

Eyewitnesses have identified Tactical Squad 
Officer Dennis Carlomagno as Schapiro’s at- 
tacker. “We think that this guy is one we com- 
plained to the police department about 
before,” Coby said. “He's one of several of- 
ficers in that department who seem to be out 
of control.” f 

Michelle Gilmer of the Office of Citizen 
Complaints, who is investigating incidents at 
the anti-Moral Majority protest confirmed that 
she'd “had other complaints about this guy”’ 
stemming from that demonstration. (This 
reporter saw him, Badge 1238, charge two 
protesters standing in the gutter, topple them 
backwards over a newstand, and continue to 
charge as they lav on the sidewalk, helpless on 
their backs. The horse hoof grazed one voung 
mans eve.) 

Coby believes that Carlomagno's tactics 
result from “instructions coming down from 
on-high. These people go out on the street 
time after time. Unless they re following in- 
structions, they wouldn't be kept on the 
force.” 

Why $500,0007 For one, because the extent 
of Schapiro’s injuries are sull unknown, “We 
hope there won't be any permanent damage,” 
Coby said, but with the “shock waves” sent 
through the brain in such an injury, there could 
be complications in other parts of her skull 

It’s also a tactic to make the city take nouce 
“The only thing that makes cities wake up to 
incidents in their police department is suing 
and costing them a lot of money.) Coby said 

For Coby and Schapiro, the real costs are 
steeper, and their effects more insidious. 
“There's no way to Measure what il Costs NOW 
in fear level to go out on the street and do the 
work that medics do. Our question is: How 
many people is that going to keep from com 
ing out [to demonstrations}?”" he said. 

“And how many are going to continue to go 
out to demonstrations with a Gandhian non- 
violence creed? LAG affinity groups, medics 
and legal observers will keep their cool. But 
sooner or later,” Coby concluded, “someone 
is going to take it upon themselves to protect 
themselves.” 
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Trailing the Cops 
vvcsxices And the Demonstrators 


Lucrecia Bermudez 


Bere was charged with lynching 
(see below), resisting arrest and assaulting 
a police officer. (See “Slow Motion: A 
Demonstration and Its Aftermath” in the 
August issue of Coming Up’). 

Bermudez and a friend, Anne Van Derslice, 
were attacked by motorcycle police when the 
two attempted to cross the Powell and Post 
Street intersection during the anti-Moral Ma- 
jority protest. Bermudez was thrown onto the 
hood of a car by Tactical Division officer James 
Guerraro, knocking her unconscious for a few 
moments, she said. When the crowd attemp- 
ted to pull her to safety, Guerrarro grabbed her 
and placed her in a chokehold, and she was 
later arrested. 

When she appeared for her court date, she 
found that her case had been discharged (not 
dismissed) by the District Attorney's office— 
which means that the D.A. can decide to bring 
suit some time in the future if he so chooses. 
It would be easier, Bermudez says, to just let 
the matter drop there. She is just a legal resi- 
dent, not a citizen, and “‘the fear is created in 
people that immigrate to this country that 
anything you do will be reported to immigra- 
tion and you will be deported.”’ 

But she is still suffering from headaches and 
liver problems that may be related to being 
thrown on her back and locked in the 
chokehold. “And there are hundreds of not 
only Latinos, but immigrants in general, who 
have been beaten by police, for nothing. This 
guy Guerraro specializes in beating up women, 
he’s famous for that.”’ 

According to Carol M. and confirmed by 
Randy Schell of Community United Against 
Violence, Officer Guerraro was the policeman 
who brutalized Carol in January of 1982 
Without telling her the reason (a woman with 
a mohawk was wanted for attempted murder) 
Guerraro and a fellow officer pulled her off the 
sidewalk, threw her against a car, and frisked 
her. When she had no ID to offer, the 38-vear- 
old punker was thrown so violently into Guer- 
raro’s patrol car that her ear cartilage ripped. 
Taken to Northern Station, Guerraro and his 
sidekick handcuffed her to a pipe in the base- 
ment, and continued to slap her and pull her 
hair for several hours. When they finally 
brought her to the Hall of Justice, the only 
charge filed was suspicion of being under the 
influence of drugs. 

Bermudez will be pressing civil charges 
against the department. The ACLU will decide 

this week whether to take the case. Meanwhile, 
Bermudez, whose face flashed across TV 
screens nationwide in the dramatic footage of 
her arrest, is afraid to look for work. “I’m afraid 
of going someplace where people will say— 
‘Oh. vou were on TVS © 


David Millstein 


Mitsteie was arrested along with 
Bermudez, and charged with resisting 


arrest and assaulting a police officer. According 
to the police report filed by Officer Guerraro, 
Millstein started punching him from behind 
when he tried to arrest Bermudez, and had to 
be wrestled to the ground. 


“That's an outright lie,’ stated Millstein, a 


psychology graduate student and member of 
Lesbians and Gays Against Intervention. ‘The 
current joke is ‘if a cop hits you with a baton, 
that’s resisting.’ They can say whatever they 
want on their reports—they can say that I was 
trying to kill Jerry Falwell that night. It’s just 
a smear campaign and people can't refute it 
because they’re not supposed to talk about 
their cases until they go to trial,”’ he said. 


Millstein believes he was charged with lyn- 


ching [see below], a felony, so that police could 
hold him overnight. “They only came up with

Sheriff Mike Hennessey mused 
when I asked him its meaning. “Nope, I can't 
tell vou exactly, but we have a guy in our 
custody who was charged with that. I have to 
look it up, because it looks like an archaic 
charge.” 

He got back to me the next day. “Taking by 
means of riot any person from the lawful 
custody of any peace officer,” he read from the | 
penal code. A felony that carries a 2-4 year | 


it when it came time to fingerprint me,” he » 


said. The price tag: $2,500 bail. 

And his charges were discharged pending 
further investigation by the District Attorney, 
not dropped. “They could bring charges 
against me for another year. It’s legislative ter- 
rorism. If I get arrested at another rally—! 
could be there eating a burrito—but if I'm pick- 
ed out of the crowd, and they know my face 
now, bail will be a whole lot higher than 
$2,500," he-said. 

“You've been arrested once: don't get ar- 
restd again,” is the message, according to Mills- 
tein, “which is based on the idea that you've 
done something wrong by demonstrating.” 


War Chest Tours 


(): the approximately 400 arrests at the 
War Chest Tours of downtown San 
Francisco on July 16, 17 and 19, about 108 are 
still facing charges, ranging from infractions to 
felonies. According to John Starbuck, a legal 
observer for the tours who himself got ar- 
rested, many of those originally charged ac- 
cepted a deal from the District Attorney's of- 
fice: $50 suspended fine with credit for the 
time served. But if they are caught within 120 
days (‘up through the elections,” he noted) 
doing the same things, they can clap you in jail 
for up to 6 months and fine you $500, or 
both,” Starbuck said. 

“It’s been really telling to see how the 
judges, the police and the D.A. have been 
working tightly together on all this,” he said. 

Of the 60 people pleading not guilty to 
charges resulting from the Thursday, July 19 
march on the Hall of Justice, attorney Dennis 
Cunningham is representing 46. ‘He wants to 
take them on all atonce,”’ Starbuck said. “‘Col- 
lateral estoppel” rules would say that “you 
don’t have to prove your case 46 times.”’ 

But if the judges’ tactics in other war chest 
trials are any warning, it will be divide and 
conquer. 

All 28 people facing sidewalk obstruction 
charges stemming from the Monday, July 16 
tour are being forced by Judge Perker Meeks 
to show up twice a day for roll call, even 
though their trials haven't started. 

‘‘He’s doing it one trial at a time. It’s really

sentence, if convicted. ““We book people on 
it about a half dozen to a dozen times a year,” 
he said.

Hennessey had no idea why Bermudez 
would be charged with lynching, given the ac- 
count of the police report itself, which, if 
anything, would make her the lynchee. “I'm 
in the jail business, not the charging business, ” 
he cheerily informed me. 

So I called the tac squad. Officer Gamble 
said I'd have to check the penal code for “‘lyn- 
ching,” that he wasn’t about to offer a defini- 
tion. But he was willing to tackle N, I, Cand J. 

Hispanic is considered white. Then there's

Michelle Gilmer, an investigator at the Of- 
fice of Citizen Complaints, told me that the 
computer system at the Hall of Justice is stuck 
in the sdme time zone. “If you punch in 
‘Black, it says ‘invalid. You have to type 
“Negro. 

But in other respects, the police force is right 
up to date. And according to their accounts, 
protesters are too. 

‘During this incident,”’ a police report from 
the anti-Moral Majority protest asserts, ‘several 
demonstrators on the east side of Powell Street 
began throwing missiles at Officer Smith and 
I. Seargeant Hargens arrested one person who 
was throwing the missiles at us.” 

Ah! But where were those missiles siloed? 
The report concludes, ‘After the crowd was 
contained, we searched the area for missiles 
but apparently the crowd had already retrieved 
them.” 

Just like those missing Cubans in El Salvador 
we can't ever seem to find. Alexis X. Jetter 
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Does Saliva Transmit 
Suspected AIDS Virus? 


Fe: the last year, AIDS researchers and 
public health educators have advised that 
the AIDS agent, now almost confirmed as the 
HTLV-3/LAV virus, can be transmitted through 
the exchange of bodily fluids. Primary concern 
focused on blood, semen, and urine. Where 
saliva should be placed on the spectrum of risk- 
reduction guidelines has remained uncertain. 
Researchers may soon put an end to that 
uncertainty. 

Several AIDS researchers around the coun- 
try are known to be studying whether saliva 
constitutes a means of transmission for the 
probable AIDS virus. There are, at present, no 
results that confirm the presence of the 
HTLV-3/LAV virus in saliva, but one local 
researcher suggests that such a finding would 
not be unexpected. Paul Volberding, MD, Co- 
director of the AIDS/Oncology Clinic at San 
Francisco General Hospital, confirmed the 
speculation about the saliva tests and said on 
August 16th that he expected the announce- 
ment of results ““within the next few weeks’”’ 
from the federal Centers for Disease Control. 
When asked if he anticipated that the virus 
would be found in saliva, Volberding stated 
that he considered it a good possibility 

Holly Smith, Public Relations Officer for the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation, told Coming 
Up/ that the foundation staff first heard of the 
saliva transmissibility rumors “‘four or five 
weeks ago.”’ Smith said that she had also heard 
that ‘‘the highest concentration of the virus is 
in saliva.”’ “We tried to get specifics about this, 
but we weren't able to do so, ” Smith explain- 
ed. ‘We've been waiting for the results to be 
published.” In the meantime, the Foundation 
has stopped producing AIDS information that 
suggested the exchange of saliva or ‘wet kiss- 
ing’ was ‘‘probably safe.”’ “We no longer say 
that it is definitely not transmitted in saliva. We 
have instructed our hotline volunteers to tell 
callers that research is under way about saliva 
transmission.” 

One researcher working on the question of 
saliva transmissibility is Robert Gallo, MD who 
is credited with the discovery of the probable 
AIDS virus, HTLV-3. Coming Up! has been in- 
formed by one government source, who ask- 
ed not to be identified, that Gallo had found 
saliva to have the highest concentration of the 
AIDS virus. His study is said to be based ona 
very limited sample. Dr. Gallo could not be 


reached by press time. On the other hand, Dr. 


Jay Levy, an AIDS researcher and expert on 


cancer-causing viruses at the University of 
California, San Francisco, said that he knew 
nothing about such research findings. He did 
acknowledge that his laboratory staff is look- 
ing at th¢ role of saliva in transmission of AIDS, 
but that no conclusions could be made at this 
time. 

Mitch Bart, acting education director for the 
AIDS Foundation, cautions that the public 
needs to be aware of certain factors in the saliva 
discussion. “‘I think it is still very important to 
remember that AIDS would be a much more 
common disease if it could be transmitted by 
saliva.’’ Bart also suggests that it’s important to 
note what is found in saliva, whether it’s the 
AIDS virus itself or antibodies to the virus. 
‘People have to realize the difference between 
the active virus and antibodies to the virus.” 
A foreign body, in this case the AIDS agent, is 
called an ‘‘antigen”’ when it enters the body; 
a normally functioning immune system will 
respond by recognizing the foreign body and 
creating antibodies to combat it. Bart notes, 
‘Antibodies aren’t contagious; they are not ac- 
tive viruses.” 

If research shows the presence of the AIDS 
agent itself in saliva, then the question remains, 
“How infectious is the saliva?’’ Volberding 
believes that if AIDS can be transmitted in 
saliva, ‘‘then the effect is still much less than 
by transmission through semen.” Studies of 
the characteristics of hepatitis B are often used 
as a possible model for understanding the 
transmission of AIDS. Hepatitis B can be 
transmitted through the exchange of bodily 
secretions and excretions, and the hepatitis B 
virus can be transmitted through saliva. 

Questions about the transmissibility of the 
AIDS virus in saliva parallels the current state 
of controversy over blood tests that sometimes 
reveal the presence of the HTLV-3/LAV virus 
and sometimes the antibodies to that viral 
agent. At this point it is not known whether 
simple exposure to the suspected AIDS 
virus—as noted by the presence of 
antibodies—will trigger an eventual diagnosis 
of “full-blown” AIDS. Dr. John L. Ziegler, a 
cancer specialist and associate chief of staff of 
San Francisco’s Veterans Administration 
Medical Center, noted during an August 16th 
news conference, that “‘if ever there was a 
disease with co-factors, it’s this one.”’ Ziegler 
suggests that an already-impaired immune 
system—resulting from stress, alcohol or drug 
use, or other diseases—may be necessary for 


AIDS Foundation | 
Receives Complaints 
About Kaiser Patient Care 


Tr San Francisco AIDS Foundation has 
received an increasing number of com- 
plaints from people with AIDS about insuffi- 
cient and insensitive patient care at Kaiser- 
Permanente Medical Center in San Francisco. 
Kaiser representatives acknowledged rumors 
of complaints but said there have been no for- 
mal charges from its health plan members. 
Nevertheless, Kaiser officials have begun an in- 
vestigation into the alleged dissatisfaction. 

Lyn Paleo, coordinator for Information and 
Referral for the San Francisco AIDS Founda- 
tion, explained to Coming Up! that two general 
categories of complaints have been registered. 
“There are reports of unsatisfactory medical 
treatment and unsatisfactory psychological 
treatment. Men have said they receive negative 
attitudes about their conditions and that they 
have trouble receiving enough information 
about their care.”’ Paleo also commented that 
these individuals believe they may jeopardize 
their future care at Kaiser if they file formal 
charges. 

Paleo observes, however, that ‘‘Kaiser 
doesn't receive any public money. The only 
body they listen to is their users, so we need 
to document these complaints.” She advises 
any Kaiser health plan users with a complaint 
to write to Kaiser and to send copies to the San 
Francisco County Medical .Society (250 
Masonic, San Francisco) and to the AIDS Foun- 


dation (54 10th St, San Francisco). 

Bob Hughes, Kaiser’s Associate Director of 
Public Affairs for Northern California, told 
Coming Up! ‘‘We have not received any for- 
mal complaints about AIDS services at the San 
Francisco hospital. We have received informal 
feedback about concerns from individuals and 
from the AIDS Foundation. There seems to be 
confusion about services that are available.”’ 

Hughes noted, ‘“‘Rumors about dissatisfac- 
tion have concerned us a great deal. We form- 
ed a subcommittee to examine if indeed there 
are problems and, if so, what can be done 
about them.”’ According to Hughes, the sub- 
committee has met and has developed a set of 
recommendations which will be submitted to 
the Kaiser administration. Hughes declined to 
comment on these recommendations until 
the administrators had reviewed them. 

There are presently five to seven AIDS pa- 
tients in the San Francisco Kaiser Hospital. 
Hughes observed that one patient had asked 
to be transferred from Kaiser to Pacific Medical 
Center because ‘‘he wanted to be under the 
care of a former physician.” 

Hughes concluded, “It appears to us that 
most of the problem is with communication.”’ 
Like Paleo of the AIDS/Foundation, Hughes 
suggested that if a Kais¢r health plan member 
has a concern, the hospital administrator 
should be notified. He suggested letters about 
the San Francisco facility should be sent to Mr. 
Alva Wheatley, Adminstrator. Kaiser- 
Permanente Hospital; 2425 Geary Blvd., San 
Francisco.

Francisco AIDS Foundation is in need of 
canned and packaged food donations to con- 
tinue serving the needs of clients who are low 
on funds.

great. Forget about the patriotic 

controversies, the boycott, the 
commercializaton, and Jim 
Mc(ZZZZZZZZZ)Kav, it was all about athletes 
and the most exciting competition in the 
world. 

The coverage was impressive right from the 
start, and if I had to list a deficiency, it would 
be the lack of coverage of the athletes interact- 
ing with each other inside the Olympic Village. 

Within the various “‘venues,”’ there was 
enough drama to glue everyone to their televi- 
sion sets for weeks. Even such an unpreten- 
tious sport as rowing found the audience grit- 
ting teeth and pumping arms in concert with 
the straining athletes. The tension in all the 
sports was palpable, and yet it was a tension 
void of bias. Certainly there was favoritism; 
after all, the Olympics are for mere mortals, 
and magnanimity has its human limits; but a 
good performance was acknowledged by 
everyone regardless of nationality. 

A number of topics concerning these super 
athletes are particularly fascinating to me, and 
those topics derive from my perspective as a 
former competitor in the Olympic Games and 
as an openly gay man. Unfortunately I was not 
both simultaneously, and that is what prompts 
me to ask questions about the 1984 Olympic 
athletes. 

When I competed in Mexico City in 1968 it 
was a period of social and political confusion 
in the United States, and that confusion was 
reflected on the team that year. The Black 
Power movement was about to peak at the 68 
Games and then begin its decline; the anti-war 
movement was about to unseat Lyndon 
Johnson and bring Richard Nixon to power; 
and the amorphous search for peace through

love by the hippie movement was giving way 
to anew pragmatic and career-oriented youth. 
The United States Olympic team that vear was 

,represented by a polyglot of social and 
economic tendencies, to say nothing of the 
racial schisms. There was a great deal of disuni- 
ty among the team members. It was definite- 
ly not the best time to add the issue of male 
homosexuality to the boiling pot. I emphasize 
‘male,’ because the male Olympic athlete at 
the time, and for all the preceding Olympiads, 
was the quintessential embodiment of all that 
was purely heterosexually masculine. Women 
athletes, with few exceptions, who competed 
up to then were considered somewhat 
anamolous and sexless creatures. Olympic 
competition represented aggression and 
power and noble patriotism, all of which have 
been traditional masculine attributes. It would 
have been inconceivable that a homosexual, 
who by definition was less than masculine, 
could compete at that level. 

It is safe to assume that out of the seven 
thousand athletes in 1968, at least 10% would 
have been primarily homosexual. That’s 700 
athletes, and I know, too, that in certain sports 
the percentage is much higher. 

Most of thg male candidates for the “club” 
were those athletes who continually ridiculed 
queers by going into elaborate camping 
routines, particularly lisping and walking with 
mincing steps and hand on hip. I later learned 
that one of the best all-around athletes in the 
world, who was always making fun of queers, 
was in fact being kept by a wealthy sponsor in 
Arizona. The camping charade seemed to be 
saying ‘‘I wouldn’t be able to clown this way 
if it were really true.’ At least that was the 
message we were supposed to get. 

Another closet type was the athlete who was 
obsessed with the appearance of his body as 


much as his performance. I had just assumed 
that what this type was saying was that he lov- 
ed masculinity. Interestingly, this group spent 
a lot of time together talking about their ex- 
periences with women. Rarely, however, did 
they leave the gym or the company of their 
colleagues to date women. 

It is difficult for me to comment on'the 
women athletes in 1968 because they were 
always kept separate from the men. The few 


“ women athletes I did get to know felt very put 


down by their male counterparts, a situation 
that has changed dramatically in recent years. 
But I do believe that a high percentage of the 
women athletes were homosexual because it 
was such a safe place in 1968. Interestingly, the 
male athletes were intimidated by the women 
and privately scorned them for being lesbians, 
whether they knew this to be so or not. 

So, there we were in 1968, at least seven 
hundred of us in the Olympic Village in Mex- 
ico City, and I could not identify a single other 
person as gay. The closet doors were closed 
and locked. It wasn’t until years later that I met 
a few members of that team who had comfor- 
tably come out and others who were rumored 
to be gay but would not come out because of 
” What about 1984? What are the athletes that 
we've just watched become national heroes 
really like? Their collective pulchritude has cer- 
tainly left many a heart fluttering, and there are 

a number of individuals who are definitely 
destined for stardom. I have also been hearing 
lots of wishful thinking from men and women, 
gay and straight, about amorous fantasies over 
the likes of Greg Louganis, Mary Lou Retton, 
Daley Thompson and a host of others that fit 
particular tastes. All of this is quite natural, and 
the only difference from other sporting events 
has been the terrific close-up coverage of these 
heroes. There’s no way one can get as close as 
the television camera did during these games. 
Wrestling was exciting, not only because of the 
talent and the nationalism, but also because it 
was erotic to many, just as the diving was to 
others. Anyone who did not enjoy some 
voyeuristic pleasure was either dead or prac- 
ticing self-deception. And I am not suggesting 
that there is anything basically sexual about 


organized sport, Iam only suggesting that part 
of the pleasure of viewing sport goes beyond 
the athlete’s achievement and hits us 
somewhere in the groin. 


Regarding homosexuality among the 1984 
athletes, there hasn’t been any confirmation 
from the athletes themselves, but the rumors 
are sure flying about some prominent names. 

The Olympic Athletes in 1984 are no more 
dedicated to their goals than in previous Olym- 
pics, but they are certainly more sophisticated. 
They command more media attention. They 
command some rather lucrative salaries for 
their appearances. They are required to be 
more sophisticated socially and they travel a 
great deal. They also interact independently of 
their parents and their coaches. 

Gender separation is a thing of the past, and 
intimacy is a fact of the present. Acceptance of 
alternate styles, including sexual preference, 
will be the set of the future. 

Women are enjoying their greatest prom- 
inence ever in sport and particularly in the 
Olympics. They have been willing to battle for 
equality, and we saw the results in these recent 
games. Black athletes have always been prom- 
inent, and they are now beginning to enjoy 
greater economic success, if not social equali- 
ty. Sport has become an important means of 
upward mobility for oppressed groups, and 
that is why the Gay Games are important. 

I know that there are several Olympic 
Athletes this year who are openly gay to their 
teammates, and they are tacitly accepted. That 
is good news for the movement. 

Even better, wouldn't it be great if some of 
the finest athletes in the world were to com- 
pete in Gay Games II in 1986? I’m not sug- 
gesting they declare themselves gay; after all 
one doesn’t have to declare oneself heterosex- 
ual to compete in the Olympics (though it is 
implied). At the Gay Games, we never ask. 

One hopes that in the future a gay athlete 
could come out and no one would care, even 
to the point of being offered endorsements to 
advertise some breakfast food or some 
feminine hygiene products.

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The Race Down Castro Street 
To Sacramento

n the race for the California Senate, can 
challenger Lia Belli brand Senator Milton 
Marks a vulnerable Republican and 
herself a viable Democratic alternative in 
the next 60 days? 

It will be an uphill climb, because the enor- 
mously popular Marks has garnered so many 
endorsements and backers—of both parties— 
that many political observers are already 
checking this election off as another Marks 
shoe-in. Outside certain Democratic and 
feminist circles, Lia Belli is a political unknown. 
But the former president of the California 
Democratic Council may be effective in 
holding up the mirror to Marks’ lesser-known 
Republican face: the one he showed in his 
bitterly fought Congressional campaign against 
the late Phil Burton in 1982. 

“This race will be more of a vote on how 
people feel about Milton Marks than about Lia 
Belli,’’ said David Binder, political analyst and 
writer for the Pettit Report. ‘Either they want 
to reward him for his outspoken support of 
gay rights and other issues, or punish him for 
his race against Phil Burton.”’ 

That view is shared by many Democratic ac- 
tivists, who believe that Marks’ progressive 
credentials were permanently tarnished by the 
corporate PAC money and conservative 
Republican support that he enlisted in his fight 
against the liberal titan. 

But Milton Marks doesn’t believe his consti- 
tuents feel the same way. ‘‘People are going to 
look at my record,” he says. ‘“And I have a very 
good one--on labor, on women’s issues, On 
gay rights, and on the environment. I don't 
know what she [Belli] is going to campaign 
on.” 

‘“Milton’s lack of effectiveness and con- 
sistency,” says Belli. In so doing, the 34-year- 
old Belli will be taking on more than just a 
man—she'll be challenging a venerable institu- 
tion. Marks’ folksy approach to constituents 
and legendary attendance record at communi- 
ty events have been hallmarks of the senator’s 
over 20 years in office. 

‘‘He’s probably the most accessible politi- 
cian in San Francisco,’ admitted a rival’s 
staffer. 

In fact, the longstanding Milton Marks joke, 
according to David Binder, is “if there are peo-

ple standing around in the city talking politics, 
Milton will be one of them.” 

“You can’t be two places at once,” Belli 
charges. “Uncle Miltie couldn’t get AB-1 [the 
gay jobs rights bill] passed. A vote, a hand- 
shake, showing up to all the events, is just not 
the way to get bills passed. We need full-time 
effective leadership in Sacramento,” she says. 

Marks shrugs off the criticism. “If she knew 
my record, she would be supportive of it—as 
she was four years ago when she and her hus- 
band [flamboyant civil liberties lawyer Melvin 
Belli] supported my candidacy for the state 
senate.” 

Marks points to his proudest ac- 
complishments. ‘‘I was responsible this year 
for getting $1 million into the state budget for 
AIDS,” he says. When Deukemejian scrapped 
the community outreach and education 
funding for AIDS (‘‘because he said the straight 
press was doing such a great job,’ says Agnos 
aide Cleve Jones), Marks introduced a bill in the 
Senate Finance Committee to allocate 
$900,000 for outreach/educational programs. 
When that failed, he urged Assemblyman Art 
Agnos to ask for the same amount in his House 
Finance Committee. Instead, Agnos asked 
for—and got—$1 million for the programs. 

But Agnos’ action would not ultimately have 
been successful, Marks believes, without a final 
push from Marks. “I went to the governor and 
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Lia Belli and fan at a Democratic Party et ent. 


urged him to keep it it, and I was successful.” 

“Lia Belli could not have done that,”’ con- 
cludes Marks. “‘She couldn’t have gotten to 
him [Deukmejian] to get that extra money.” 

‘Marks’ influence on the governor?” Belli 
hoots. ‘“Gee, I wonder where he was on AB- 1? 
I wonder where he was on the anti-peripheral 
canal?” 

“T did talk to the governor on AB-1,”’ the 
senator asserts. ‘‘Not too much, a little bit. | 
think he eventually will sign the bill.”’ 

Belli, the first non-gay on the National AIDS 
Foundation Board, takes credit for securing 
AIDS money on the federal level, three years 
ago. She used Republican channels opened to 
her by the retiring Senator Hayakawa (‘‘I told 
him, ‘Senator, the last piece of legislation you'll 
be remembered for is a bill on nuts and 
apricots. Here’s a chance to do something for 
people in your state who are dying.’ *’) Accom- 
panied by former Sentinel publisher Charles 
Morris, Belli conferred with Reagan’s Secretary 
of Health and Human Services for 45 minutes. 
Ultimately, the administration released a $2.2 
million research grant for AIDS. 

In the AB-1 fight, both Marks and Belli claim 
to have been ambassadors to the right wing. 
Marks contends that his friendship with Ed 
Davis, the former law-and-order Los Angeles 
police chief, turned Davis’ head around on the 
bill. ‘‘I was prepared to dislike him intensely, 
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and Gay Rights. 


because of some of his past statements. I found 
him, much to my pleasure and surprise, to be 
a very good person on human issues. Largely 
because our relationship grew, I was helpful 
in getting him to support AB-1,’’ says Marks. 

Belli claims that that’s what she did. ‘‘Art 
Agnos’ office assigned me to Ed Davis,’’ she 
says, and points to his metamorphosis on the 
issue with some pride. 

Both have taken their claims to the lesbian 
and gay community. Demographics alone dic- 
tate that step. According to David Binder, 
roughly 75% of the city’s 75,000- 100,000 gay 
voters live in the 3rd District. 

Those statistics haven't been lost on the two 
contenders. “The gay vote is important to me 
obviously by numbers, but that’s not the prin- 
cipal reason,” says Marks. “They're an ex- 
tremely important part of my constitutency.”’ 

How are Belli and Marks going to fight for 
the gay vote? “I’m going to ask them to look 
at my record,”’ Marks maintains. “Starting way 
back, when Harvey Milk ran for office, I was 
the only politician to support him, when all 
those Democrats were against him. I was the 
first [politician] to attend the Castro Street Fair. 
A symbol perhaps, but an important one. And 
I was the first person in the Senate to introduce 
a bill similar to AB-1 [in 1978}.”’ 

Belli’s credentials are more far-flung. She 
was the first non-lesbian/gay to serve on the 
statewide anti-Briggs initiative. She addressed 
the Save Our Human Rights rally in Houston 
and lobbied against the Dade County anti-gay 
Anita Bryant initiative in 1977. 

Belli has received the support of the Harvey 
Milk, Alice B. Toklas and Stonewall lesbian/gay 
Democratic clubs. 

Marks’ endorsers in the lesbian/gay com- 
munity include the first Emperor, Hector 
Caceres, and the current Emperor, Rich Carl. 
He’s also been endorsed by David Sarathane, 
President of the California Motor Club and 
former Dignity co-chair Tom Carroll. 


The Democratic Establishment 


Tr Democratic establishment is not of one 
mind on the race, although publicly the 
city’s major Democrats have endorsed Belli. In 
addition to the city’s Democratic legislative 
delegation (Burton, Boxer, Brown, Agnos, and 
Foran), Belli has been endorsed by Mayor

Dianne Feinstein, and Supervisors Harry Britt, 
Carol Ruth Silver, Nancy Walker, Doris Ward, 
Richard Hongisto, Louise Renne, and Willie 
Kennedy. 

There are some notable holdouts. Super- 
visor Molinari was ‘‘very unhappy,” according 
to Belli Press Director Bud Lembke, to find his 
name listed on Belli campaign literature as an 
endorser. He called the Belli campaign and 
demanded a retraction, which he got on short 
order. 

On the state level, David Roberti, President 
Pro-Tem of the Senate, hasn’t endorsed Belli 
either. ‘“She’s been in and out of the office a 
lot trying to get that endorsement,” said Rober- 
ti aide Stan Hadden. The scuttlebutt in 
Sacramento is that Roberti gets all the votes he 
needs from Milton and doesn’t want to an- 
tagonize him. Roberti said, however, that he 
plans to meet with Belli after the session. 

Even among the endorsers, some of Belli’s 
commitments are said to be “‘soft.’”’ According 
to one well-known political analyst, who 
prefers anonymity, ‘‘a lot of Democrats think 
Milton’s going to win anyway, and they don't 
want to alienate him. They've given Lia a 
public endorsement, but privately they ve let 
him know they won't push it.” , 

That charge makes Belli bristle. ‘I’ve heard 
that said about Dianne [Feinstein], because 
Senator Marks does control the possibility of 
purse strings,’’ she says. (Marks chairs the 
Senate Local Government Committee, which 
oversees the allocation of millions of dollars to 
the city each year.) 

“But Dianne endorsed me _ before the 
primary, her husband raised money for us, she 
has sent a letter to every commissioner, and we 
are going to be involving her in press con- 
ferences,”’ Belli says. ‘That, to me, is not ‘soft.’ 
But he [Marks] has been using her name in clos- 
ed circles.” 

That “softness” may not be tied to simple 
pursestrings. Democrats are divided on 
strategy for the future. According to one local 
Democratic activist, “Lia is always bouncing in 
at the right moment to take her bow, but she 
isn’t a tried-and-true, trustworthy Democrat. 
Milton Marks has plateaued. It might serve the 
community better to launch a strong candidate 
in the future and let Milton continue caretak- 
ing the seat.”’ 

Amongst Republicans, the Senator says he’s 
gotten some ‘‘begrudging support. I think they 
preter me:to: Lia.” 

The real battles, however are being waged 
over Organizational endorsements, with non- 
endorsements sought as gleefully as the real 
thing. 


Labor 


Mi whose strong voting record on 
labor issues has won him the AFL-CIO’s 
endorsement, appears to have labor support 
sewn up. His campaign staff includes Califor- 
nia Labor Federation president John Henning. 

But Belli’s not taking it sitting down. For 
one, she claims that a deal was cut two years 
ago betwen Marks and COPE, the AFL-CIO 
Committee for Political Education, to pave the 
way for its endorsement this year. “COPE 
made a deal with Milton, that he would get 
their endorsement two years from then if he 
didn’t run against Sala Burton,’ who at that 
time was seen as politically vulnerable, accor- 
ding to Belli. 

“T can tell you without any qualification. 
That was never even discussed,’ Henning 
retorts. ‘‘That’s an old charge,’ says Michael 
Ganley, Field Coordinator for the Marks cam- 
paign. ‘In making it, she is inumating that the 
rank and file doesn’t like Milton Marks. I can 
tell you that’s just not true,” he says. 

Still, some labor unions don’t like the 
senator, and Lia Belli is counting on their sup- 
port. International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union president James Her- 
man is still seething about Marks’ attacks on IL- 
WU's ‘treasured friend” Phil Burton in 1982. 
He penned a poisoned letter to the Marks’ cam- 
paign in February to let them know that “‘it is 
absolutely inconceivable that this organization 
will extend any support to you, now or in the 
future. ~ 

That is not the only scar from the 1982 cam- 
paign. Friends of Sala Burton say the Con- 
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gresswoman holds Marks and the aggressive 
campaign he waged against her husband 
responsible for bringing on his untimely death. 
The vendetta carried by Burton intimates and 
staff is enduring. “The word was going around 
for awhile that Sala Burton had forgiven Milton 
for helping to kill her husband,” ILWU veteran 
David Jenckins said. ‘‘When I told Sala about 
it, she said, ‘itll be a cold day in hell before I 
forgive that sonofabitch.’ ”’ 


Environmental Groups 


Tes Sierra Club was, along with labor, the 
“key element” that reelected Burton in 
1982, Marks contends. This year, Marks has the 
Sierra Club endorsement. Lia contends that 
Marks won that nod by promising to introduce 
emergency legislation banning logging in 
Marin County. The bill would have reversed 
earlier legislation—supported by Marks and 
most other legislators—that gave the final word 
on logging operations to the state, rather than 
the counties. ‘That [Marks] bill was in a quag- 
mire for four months, and now it’s dead,”’ Belli 
asserts. ‘‘That’s influence? A vote is all he gave

good as Marks will be appointed to that com- 
mittee,’’ Greenberg says. Even if Lia were to 
be appointed to the panel, “we'd have a net 
loss of one vote.” 

Friends of the River has also endorsed 
Marks. 

Belli has won the endorsement of the S.F. 
League of Environmental Voters, and is lobby- 
ing the League of Conservation Voters as well. 
Her trump card? Marks’ received a 45% rating 
on a Hazardous Materials Score Card compil- 
ed by five of the state’s major environmental 
watchdog groups. 


“Women 


Mies has raided territory deemed ‘‘safe”’ 
Belli turf. He scored a major upset in 
August by stopping Belli a few votes short of 
endorsement by both the Marin and SF Na- 
tional Women’s Political Caucus. Belli, who sits 
on the NWPC’s National Advisory Board and 
has spent much of her political life inside 
NOW, NWPC and other feminist circles 
‘‘didn’t translate that into power in the local 
chapter,’’ commented SF NWPC Endorsement

on this. There was no leadership. It never hit 
the floor for debate.” 

Alvin Greenberg, member of the California 
Legislative Committee of the Sierra Club, says 
the logging bill was certainly a topic of discus- 
sion among club members—' ‘the Senator did 
not do very well with it,’ he says—but denies 
that the issue ever Came up in club endorse- 
ment sessions. The club’s endorsement, he 
said, really had very little to do with Belli’s 
record. Belli, who as President of the Califor- 
nia Democratic Council helped coordinate the 
fight against the Peripheral Canal, and is a fre- 
quent testifier on hazardous waste issues 
before legislative panels, would ‘“‘be an ex- 
cellent candidate,’ he says. 

“But it’s very critical to have a good vote on 
the Senate Natural Resources Committee,’’ and 
as amember, ‘Milton has given the Sierra Club 
many votes.” 

“The pure reality is that, if Milton Marks 
goes, another Republican who will not be as 


Chair Carole Migden. ‘Milton outfoxed her. He 
called up most of the members and called out 
all the favors. A lot of paper members came out 
to vote,’ says Migden. 

Belli, no slouch on the phone herself, admits 
she mounted a similar campaign, but when the 
votes trickled in, she had missed the endorse- 
ment by 4 votes in Marin and by 10% in San 
Francisco. ‘Everyone was stunned,”’ Migden 
Says. 

The fight for women’s support has seen 
some of the campaign's earliest dirty-pool ac- 
cusations. Marks has charged Belli with buy- 
ing ten memberships for supporters to attend 
the Marin NWPC endorsing session August 
10th. Belli flatly denies the charge, although 
she concedes that ‘‘I can think of four people 
we talked to [who joined that night]. But they 
paid their own way.” 

The battle for the SF NOW endorsement 
may be as hotly contested. Marin voted to en- 
dorse Belli. “San Francisco could definitely 


come out for Marks,’ warned a SF NOW 
member, “and that would set the stage for 
Golden Gate turf wars, because the State NOW’ 
PAC would then have to decide.”’ 

Another local NOW activist, who also 
declines to be identified, had a newer scoop. 
‘One week ago, I would have said no position 
was likely. But Ginny Foat [former California 
NOW leader] has been lobbying hard for Lia, 
and she has been very convincing,’’ she asserts. 

Marks has apparently done himself in a bit, 


“as well. ‘“‘He sent out a letter to NOW three 
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months ago listing legislation he authored that 
would help women,” says Catherine Dodd, SF 
NOW president. “‘It was all inactive except 
one. The rest of it has gone down the tubes.” 

The quandary for women’s groups is real. 
One feminist activist summed it up this way: 
‘Milton Marks is harmless. He’ll vote the same 
way whether you endorse him or not. In that 

sense, you can’t lose. But I’m afraid of when 
we do need him for a vote. I want him to owe 
us some favors—not endorsing [Belli] would 
do that.”’ 

Marks told Coming Up! that ‘‘the gender 
issue will not be an issue in my campaign. | 
think women are too intelligent to vote pure- 
ly on sex.” 

But according to Dodd, the Senator express- 
ed concern to her that the Ferraro ticket will 
hurt him in San Francisco. “‘And it’s true,” she 
says. ‘‘We’ve registered over 11,000 
Democrats in the last two months, and they're 
all going to vote for Mondale/Ferraro. About 
52% of the city’s population is female. If we 
vote a women’s ticket—it may well be true.’ 

Marks’ campaign manager, Clint Reilly, 
agrees. “If you can get Democrats to vote as 
Democrats, they'll vote for Lia.”’ And so Belli’s 
greatest challenge is to cast Marks as a 
Republican. 

Not an easy thing to do with Marks’ voting 
record, which is progressive even by 
Democratic standards. And in 1984, the vear 
Ronald Reagan has proclaimed for making the 
Republican Party the American party, Marks 
staved as far away from Dallas as he could get. 

But Belli is busy hauling Marks’ skeleton out 
of the closet: the money he sought and receiv- 
ed from anti-labor, anti-environmental, pro- 
defense corporate PACs in his run against Phil 
Burton. 

According to a printout sent to the Belli staff 
by State Treasurer March Fong Eu, Marks 
received corporate PAC money from Bechtel, 
Exxon, Ford, Crown-Zellerbach, Mobil Oil, the 
National Forest Products Association, Shell Oil, 
Dart Industries (the late Justin Dart was a big 
Reagan contributor), Union Oil, Fluor 
(chemical and nuclear), Union Oil and 
Weyerhauser, amongst others. According to 
the printout, Marks received $10,000 overall 
from the logging industry, and $22,000 from 
the big oil and chemical firms. 

Marks concedes he took the money, but 
resists the implications drawn from it. “Yes, I 
got some money from oil companies. But I’m 
also the author of legislation they bitterly op- 
posed, prohibiting oil drilling along the coast. 
So that proves I’m not subject to their domina- 
tion,”’ he said. Timber interests? ‘Well, hell, 
I'm endorsed by the Sierra Club. ’ Defense 
contractors? ‘There wasn’t very much [from 
them]. Some defense contractors probably 
gave me money because they didn’t like Phil 
Burton’s position on defense—which isn't 
necessarily. different from mine. I think that’s 
what that was from,” he concluded. 

Belli’s staff has copies of an April 1982 let- 
ter that lays bare the reasons for the contribu- 
tions. The letter, written on Marks’ Senate let- 
terhead and “‘sent mostly to business PACs, © 
according to Marks staffer Chris Bowman, 
assails Phil Burton’s stands against the B-1 
bomber and the MX, his opposition to capp- 
ing food stamp programs, his support of San- 
dinista Nicaragua, and his votes against defense 
increases and social program cuts. 

Marks, contacted on the Senate floor in 
Sacramento, said the letter ‘“‘sounded familar. 
It was sent to everybody—all PACs, labor, 
business, left to right,” he said. ‘‘In retrospect. 
if 1 had known how the issue would be used, 
I might have done it differently. But I didn't 
do anything wrong.”’ 

Marks’ political consultant, Clint Reilly, was 
a little more combative—or less. ‘“‘He’s also 
taken a lot of other money as well,”’ he said. 
Marks aide Chris Bowman asserted that PAC 
funds from the 1982 campaign ‘‘amounted to

very four years, Americans and the 

world experience a catharsis 

through the eves of our national 

media of the time-honored or dis- 

honored institution of the National 

Conventions. At these spectacles, Republicans 

and Democrats choose their candidates for 

President and Vice-President, define or 

redefine their ideologies, and set rules and pro- 

cedures for governing their internal operations 
and winning at the polls. 

Myself and two other members of Con- 

cerned Republicans for Individual Rights—the 


oldest predominantly gay Republican 
volunteer organization in the nation—went to 
Dallas primarily for four reasons. We wanted 
to provide a visible gay presence to other par- 
ticipants and to the media, to report back to 
the gay community about the status and direc- 
tion of the Republican Party, to network with 
out gay brothers and sisters from all over the 
country, and to ensure that the gay agenda re- 
mained part of the agenda of the moderates 
and liberals of the Party. With me were former 
presidents of CRIR, Bob Bacci and Duke 
Armstrong. 

Also attending from San Francisco was 
Bruce Decker, a 34 year old, well-to-do gay 
man who has had a varied career, having serv- 
ed in the Ford White House, raised money for 
a number of Republican causes and candidates, 
founded Coming Home (a gay hospice) and 
Beginnings (residences for homeless people 
with AIDS, administered by the Shanti Project 
and the City), and recently appointed by the 
Governor to the state's AIDS Advisory Panel. 
Decker, who views himself as a Republican 
first and gay second, also created Foundation 
Cornerstone—the immediate predecessor for 
Concerned Americans for Individual Rights. 
CAIR is a not-for-profit organization designed 
to counter the effects of the religious right in 
the Republican Party and to educate 
Republican office-holders about gay rights. 

Decker came to Dallas to block efforts by 
Falwell and company to place anti-gay 
statements into the Republican Party Platform 
and to raise money from CAIR by well-heeled 
gay Republican Dallasites. 

The following are my observations 

About Dallas. 

The city’s skyline has been completely 
changed since 1968, when I stayed one night 
enroute to my Active-duty Service in Georgia. 
Zoning isn’t as helter-skelter as in Houston, but 
satellite development of high-rises is occuring 
in various parts of the metropolitan area and 
is threatening to disrupt the Cedar Springs area 
which serves as a quasi gay ghetto (two blocks 
in length). Asked where the Dallas Gay 
Alliance, handful of gay bars, porno book 
stores, and businesses would move, no one 
seemed to know. 

Dallas gays, contrary to gays in California 
and particularly in San Francisco, are conser- 
vative. This explains the fact that the DGA’s 
leadership assiduously distanced themselves 
from the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, who 
performed an exorcism at City Hall to rid the 
Republican Party of Falwell and his followers, 
and who felt it was inappropriate to hold even 
a vigil or an informational picket at Falwells’ 
Family Forum in Dallas. Indeed, even gay 
Democrats, who represent the minority of 
gays in Dallas, are more conservative than the 
average member of Concerned Republicans 
for Individual Rights. Only a handful of the 
members of the Dallas Gay Alliance are liberal. 

Another aspect of Dallas’ gays is that they are 
friendly, young (most leaders are between 30 
and 35), affluent or comfortable, and that they 
feel they have little to learn from the ex- 
perience of gay activists from San Francisco, 
New York, or Los Angeles. There is a basic sen- 
timent among Dallas gays that they are the 
wave of the future, and-that the focus of power 
in the gay movement will move to the Sunbelt 
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from the Coasts in the next few years. They 
may be right. 

AIDS has not hit the consciousness of Dallas 
gays to any degree as it has gays on the Coasts. 
Texan gays that I talked to dismissed the pro- 
blem as one faced by highly promiscuous in- 
dividuals. Most had not personally known 
anyone with AIDS. They dismissed some of 
the “horror” stories and fears for the future 
civil rights of our movement as just so much 
flakeyness, which they expected to hear from 
San Francisco. The Dallas Gay Alliance, 
however, does have an AIDS Committee 
which provides education and counselling, but 
that’s nearly the extent of their efforts in that 
regard. 

The Convention was held in a hall next to 
City Hall and about % mile south of 
Downtown Dallas. Adjoining the Hall was the 
Arena in which about 3,000 observers watch- 
ed a giant screen of gavel to gavel coverage. 
Two levels of corridors surrounded the Arena. 
On each floor, vendors set up their wares. 
Booths included political buttons and 
paraphernalia, including Reagan/Bush mugs, 
cowboy hats, and tote bags, computer/direct 
mail specialists, Republican groups, and right 
wing interest groups. Unlike Republican Con- 
ventions in California, the moderates were not 
in sight. 

Some of the souvenirs which caught my fan- 
cy were buttons stating: ‘Christians for 
Reagan;”’ “‘No Way, ERA,” “Reagan— Victory 
over Communism—for President,”’ ‘Let Coors 
be Meese” (asking that Joseph Coors be ap- 
pointed to take Ed Meese’s position on the 
White House staff); and ‘‘Reagan—’84, 
Kemp—’88."" One bumper sticker of note 
stated, “If Mondale is the Answer, it must have 
been a pretty stupid question,” the National 
Black Republican Council was selling a book 
entitled ‘the wit and wisdom of Fritz Mon- 
dale” for $2.95. Inside the pages were blank. 
The most sexist of the buttons read ‘“Wally and 
the Beaver in '84.” 

The Right-to-Lifers put out some rather slick 
propaganda which was fairly factual as far as 
they went. I talked at length with their staffers 
to probe their stances, and they conceded lit- 
tle. Lasked if they could condone the State tak- 
ing the life of someone convicted of murder. 
They said they had no problem with that 
because we have the fairest justice system in 
the world, the defendant is given all the 
safeguards necessary, and if one commits a 
crime against society, one should be willing to 
forfeit one’s life—but a fetus is “innocent.” | 
inquired further if they advocated having 14 
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year olds give birth, even if they are victims of 
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rape or incest, and a woman replied that given 
the trauma of a rape or incest, pregnancy was 
unlikely, and even if it occurred, an abortion 
would be more traumatic than giving a live 
birth. 

As far as debating with the fundamentalist 
Christians, even this reporter isn’t that stupid. 
In reading through their material, however, | 
came across an interesting tract. It is called the 
Congressional “Report Card” which rates 
members of the House and Senate on the 
following issues: cutting federal spending to 
public education; supporting a 6.5% real in- 
crease in defense spending; reducing the 
federal deficit (spending) by $23.5 billion; sup- 
porting the Human Life Amendment, pro- 
hibiting the Export-Import Bank from giving 
loans to Communist nations; killing school 
busing; opposing the nuclear freeze; opposing 
the funding of abortion; opposing taking away 
tax exemptions from Christian schools which 
discriminate on the basis of race; supporting 
tuition tax credits for private elementary and 
secondary schools; supporting the balanced 
budget; censure of Congressmen Dan Crane 
and Gerry Studds for sexual misconduct with 
a minor; requiring that literacy tests be given 
before issuing high school diplomas; suppor- 
ting voluntary school prayer; allowing the 
President to fire members of the Civil Rights 
Commission who favored affirmative action 
quotas; and opposing the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 

Another indication that the religious right 
was having its heyday in 1984 was the 
presence of anti-gay fundamentalists on the 
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Busing, per se, is not mentioned in the plat- 
form, although the platform states, ““No child 
should be assigned to, or barred from, a school 
because of race.” 

Moderate or forward-looking provisions in- 
clude the Party's support of the hospice move- 
ment, that the elderly confined to nursing 
homes or hospitals be treated with dignity and 
full medical assistance, Opposition to man- 
datory retirement, increased child support col- 
lections, elmination of architectural, transpor- 
tation, Communication and attitudinal barriers 
to the disabled, defense of Native Americans 
in other Western Hemispheric countries, and 
designation of Native Hawaiians as Native 
Americans. The strongest plank of the Platform 
is the one on the environment—tying today’s 
efforts to those of Teddy Roosevelt who 
founded the Conservation movement. 

Other progressive ideas contained within 
the platform include encouraging the private 
sector to provide on-site childcare facilities, en- 
suring that Americans are never again depriv- 
ed of their rights as was the case with Japanese 
Americans, opposition to National Indentifica- 
tion Cards, and support of equal pay for equal 
work. 

The most forthright statement in the Plat- 
form dealing with civil rights declares: ‘’The 
Republican Party reaffirms its support. of 
pluralism and freedom that have been part and 
parcel of this great country. In so doing, it 
repudiates and completely disassociates itself 
from people, organizations, publications and 
entities which promulgate the practice of any 
form of bigotry, racism, anti-semitism, or 
religious intolerance.”’ 

Finally, the Platform points with pride that 
the ‘Equal Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission has recovered record amounts of back 
pay and other compensation for victims of 
employment discrimination.” 

So much for the good news. Some of the 
more obnoxious provisions of the Platform in- 
clude the following: (1) equal access to school 
facilities by student religious groups; (2) volun- 
tary prayer in the schools; (3) the Voucher Pro- 
gram; (4) reevaluation of sex education pro-

program of the Convention, including 
Reverend Jerry Falwell and Reverend Criswell. 
Criswell, whom some observers view as being 
senile for a number of years, built a fundamen- 
talist church in Dallas which seats 25,000, and 
inveighed against the Sodomites at a reception 
for delegates, alternates, and guests at the man- 
sion of H.L. Hunt. 

What this far-right presence means, 
however, is unclear. No political speakers at 
the Convention spoke against gays, and near- 
ly half of the speakers at the podium were 
moderates. The Platform is a conglomeration 
of moderate, conservative, and extreme right- 
wing views, but by content, the religious right 
filled less than 5% of the platform pages. On 
the issue of gay concerns, the platform is silent. 
The closest it comes to discussing AIDS is to 
say that the Republican Party favors the con- 
tinuation of federal research combatting 
“cancer, heart disease, brain disorders, men- 
tal illnesses, diabetes, Alzheimer’s disease, 
sickle cell anemia, and numerous other ill- 
nesses which threaten our nation’s welfare.” 


grams; (5) opposition to comparable worth; (6) 
Opposition to the Federal Election Commis- 
sion; (7) support of the Human Life Amend- 
ment and opposition to the use of any public 
revenues for abortion or for organizations 
which advocate or support abortion; and (7) 
opposition to cable TV pornography and 
phone sex. The Platform remains silent on the 
Equal Rights Amendment. 

Generally, the Platform was more conser- 
vative than the views of the delegates to the 
Convention, and much more conservative 
than the views held by Republican voters in 
general. Thus, 61% of all Republicans consider 
themselves moderate or liberal; 53% of the 
delegates support the nuclear freeze, but less 
than 25% of the platform committee sup- 
ported the ERA and abortion rights (not to 
mention gay rights). The reason for this is that 
membership to the Committee was based on 
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Republicans... 


each state receiving an equal number of votes. 
Thus, the smaller and more conservative states 
held an undue influence. Nevertheless, 
because the Platform was developed by sub- 
committees, some of which were dominated 
by moderates (the conservatives generally 
migrated towards committees dealing with the 
economy, foreign policy, and defense), many 
moderate planks were incorporated into the 
final package. 

On the floor of the Convention, Maureen 
Reagan and liberal Senator Lowell Weicker of 
Connecticut voted against the Platform in-a 
voice vote. The prospect arose that the Texas 
delegation was going to introduce an anti-gay 
plank, but they couldn’t get 25% of the Plat- 
form Committee to agree nor receive the ma- 
jorities in five other state delegations, so the 
matter wasn't raised. 

So what were the moderates and gays do- 
ing during and around the Convention? As I 
stated previously, Lowell Weicker led the bat- 
tle of the Platform and had some success. Con- 
gressman Jim Leach of Iowa, who heads the 
liberal Ripon Society and who founded with 
former Republican National Committee Chair 
Mary Louise Smith the National Republican 
Mainstream Committee, spent most of his time 
out of committee and off the floor of the Con- 
vention. Mainstream sponsored a play written 
by pro-nuclear freeze delegate Paul Zimmer- 
man from Bucks County, Pennsylvania entitl- 
ed ‘‘A Day in the Life of the President.’’ The 
play, attended by about 125 people (20 of 
which were from the media), was a farce con- 
sidering the prospects for nuclear war. Later 
that day, Mainstream held a reception at the 
Plaza of the America’s, attended by 150 peo- 
ple. Notables included Mary Louise Smith, the 
Pillsbury's of Minnesota, the Saltonstall’s of 
Massachusetts, and Senator Charles Mathias of 
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Concerned Republicans for Individual Rights Gary Myersough, Filante, Bruce Decker and Kyle 


Ozter. 


Maryland. 

Unfortunately, Weicker’s peo,.ie and 
Leach’s weren’t speaking to one another. 
Mainstream staffers accused Weicker 0! being 
alone wolf, whereas Leach was trying to build 
the basis for a moderate movement within the 
Party. This reporter, in contacts with Weicker’s 
staff, felt a certain distance and was unable to 
meet with the Senator, whereas he found the 
Mainstream people more accessible, but 
something of a side attraction. 

The gay effort centered around the activities 
of the Dallas Gay Alliance, CAIR, CRIR, the Log 
Cabin Club of San Diego, and the host 
Metroplex Republican Club of Dallas. The 
Dallas Gay Alliance prepared a Convention edi- 
tion of their newsletter, but was unable to 
distribute it at the Convention Hall. A con- 
ference slated to counter the Falwell Family 
Forum by a Southern Californian failed to 
materialize and Bob Bauman (former Con- 
gressman from Maryland) and Larry Bush, who 
were to have spoken at the Conference, were 
left high and dry. The organizer was to have 
paid their expenses. 

Bruce Decker held a number of interviews 
with the media about his organization, but en- 
countered resistance from the highest levels of 
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the Party to publicize the public reception 
CAIR, CRIR, DGA, Log Cabin and Metroplex 
were sponsoring for Tuesday night. Not- 
withstanding the lack of support, the reception 
was a phenomenal success. Between 200 and 
300 people, 80% of whom came from Dallas, 
attended. The media was everywhere, in- 
cluding the L.A. Times, Washington Post, the 


_two dailies of Dallas, ABC Radio, the New York 


Native, the Washington Blade, the Advocate, 
and National Gay News. It was a unique op- 
portunity for media queens, including this 
author, to spill their spleens to whomever 
would listen, and to network with gays from 
across the country. 


Gay Republicans were in attendance from 


California, Alaska, Indiana, Pennsylvania, one 
Southern state, Hawaii, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, and Washington, D.C. 

There were two openly gay alternates to the 
Convention who attended the reception. They 
were T. Edward Page, a prosecutor in Crown 
Point, Indiana, and Jim Shields, a restauranteur 
and bar owner, from Kittanning in western 
Pennsylvania. Page, beyond being extremely 
handsome, was outspokenly liberal— 
commenting that the only thing he really had 
in common with the Republican Party was its 


economic policy. Shields had been active in 
Republican circles for a number of years, was 
disliked by the local County Commitee but 
was urged to run in an adjacent county by par- 
ty moderates when it was discovered that all 
the slots had not been filled. 

On Wednesday night, CAIR held a private 
reception for the well-heeled Republicans of 
Dallas and closeted gays (at least four alternates) 
at the Convention. Many of the same people 
attended. A few Latinos were present, but the 
crowd was generally white and in their 30's. 
The ensemble chatted while the hard-core 
politicos watched Goldwater talk of defense 
and Deukmejian nominate Bush. During 
Goldwater's remarks, everyone in the room 
booed resoundingly when Falwell flashed a 
smile to the camera. An hour later, Decker and 
supporters talked about the aims of CAIR and 
Assemblyman Bill Filante, the key vote in the 
California Assembly in favor of AB-1, spoke 
briefly. Decker, as a result of the evening, 
received pledges in excess of $5,000 for his 
organization. 


In conclusion, I missed Reagan and Bush's 
speech as I was on Braniff Flight 209 enroute 
to San Francisco, but most of their remarks 
reiterated the rhetoric of the previous three 
days. Gay Republicans are indeed on the move 
nationally, and we may see a National Associa- 
tion of Gay Republican Clubs in the next year, 
as well as a successful CAIR organization. Most 
observers agree that whatever the outcome in 
November, there will be a full-scale fight bet- 
ween moderates and conservatives for the soul 
of the Republican Party. If the rules can be 
changed to ensure that those who attend the 
convention in 1988 truly represent Republican 
voters as a whole, the tip will go the the 
moderates. 

Whether affirmative stances on behalf of gay 
rights will occur in 1988 or later remains to be 
seen, but the groundwork has been laid both 
through creating a gay network and ensuring 
that gay concerns are part of the agenda of 
moderates and liberals of the Republican Par- 
ty. Ifeverything goes as planned, we may even 
find a shift between obeisance to the 
Democratic Party to a two-party strategy for 
the gay movement. Hard work and luck will 
be the primary determinants.

So-Secret Report’) ap- 
peared in the July issue of 
Coming Up! and provided 
the first gay-identified look 
at the San Francisco bathhouses, and the 
changes they have undergone to cope with the 
AIDS crisis. This report focuses on the other 
gay sexual institutions in San Francisco. We 
hope to inform the public about the sexual ac- 
tivities that occur in these facilities, to reflect 
upon the role of these sexual institutions in the 
lives of gay and bisexual men, and to report up 
efforts taken by sex businesses to promote 
low-risk sex play among their customers. 

In early August we visited eleven sex 
bookstores, four sex theaters, six clubs, and 
two safe sex social groups. Our research took 
us to the Tenderloin, Polk Street, South of 
Market, and the Castro. Most visits occurred 
during the evenings, but the all-day populari- 
ty of some businesses required daytime visits 
as well. Conversations with customers in 
bookstores and theaters were infrequent. Talk- 
ing is not the rule in such facilities and we 
chose not to be intrusive. 

As in the earlier article, ‘Beyond the Baths” 
includes graphic language, in the belief that sex 
institutions need to be talked about in sexual 
terms. We have again tried to capture the erotic 
aspect of these places without resorting to sen- 
sationalism. We decided to have sex ourselves 
in these sex facilities and felt our activities 
would provide greater insight into the nature 
of current behavior. We had already establish- 
ed our own individual standards for minimum 
risk in our sexual behavior. 

We do not encourage or discourage men 
about their frequenting of these businesses and 
social groups. We do advise gay and bisexual 
men to inform themselves and adopt standards 
of risk reduction based on guidelines provid- 
ed by the San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 


Averted Glances 


ocated in a few of this city’s neighbor- 

hoods—the Tenderloin, Polk Gulch, 

and South of Market mostly—are what 
might be considered the mainstays in the 
world of sexual businesses. They're known 
simply as ‘“‘adult bookstores,’ but might bet- 
ter be called ‘sexual emporiums.” In these 
storefronts are racks along the walls which 
often feature hundreds of gay and nongay 
magazines and paperbacks. Titles as well as 
photos and stories are variations upon predic- 
table themes of sexual enticement and sexual 
acts. Many of the gay magazines are glossy 
reproductions with very attractive, well-built, 


often well-hung men engaged in various sex 
acts: jacking off alone or with others, sucking, 
fucking, rimming, or S&M adventures. 

In display cases is a potpourri of what were 
once known as “‘marital aids” but are now 
directly called “sex toys.”” These include dildos 
of all shapes and sizes, cock rings, tit clamps, 
leather halters and restraints, inflatable dolls for 
sex play, condoms of all textures, lubricants, 
and ‘sensual lotions.’’ Many bookstores now 
also carry the hottest commercial item, video 
cassette packs. 

These businesses have managed to survive 
the years and years of police raids, political at- 
tacks from elected officials, crusades by church 
groups, and charges of sexism by many anti- 
pornography feminists. Although the cultural 


merits of the bookstores are frequently © 


debated, the historical significance for many 
gay men has been considerable. 


I hadn't been to one of these bookstores for 
years. My pursuits for sexual contacts had long 
since focused on the baths, the bars, sometimes 
the clubs, and most frequently in relationships, 
those lasting from several months to several 
years. | immediately remembered my first ten- 
tative forays into the ‘adult bookstores” of my 
hometown. They were located in the older 
downtoun district, areas that would be 
called “sleazy.” For me at the time they were 
the true embodiment of dens of iniquities, and 
I was interested. 

I never entered the bookstores of my youth 
for real sexual contacts. Just to be in there look- 
ing at magazines of muscle men posing in Jock 
straps and less seemed a pretty bold sexual 
assertion on my part. I would be nervous, bop- 
ing to appear simply intent. I would leaf 
through one magazine and then another, 
always nonchalantly perusing the nongay porn 
before “happening upon” the gay section. | 
was curtous about the apparatus in the display 
cases. The dildos seemed self-explanatory, but 
my inexperience left me wondering about the 
other devices. 

1 would never look at anyone directly; most 
of the customers were much older men. I saw 
men go into the back room and I understood 
that movies in little booths were shown there 
1 also understood that I wasn't ready for that 


world of exploration. After a_ respectable 
time—or what I thought was allowable without 
getting accusations of loitering—I left the 
bookstore, nervously wondering if my parents 


just might be driving by outside. 


Now many years later I was standing in a 
very similar bookstore again. This time I had 
walked directly to the gay section of the por- 
nography. I realized how crucial a role these 
storefront operations had pleyed in my initial 
“coming out''—not so much as a gay man, but 


mostly as a Sexual person. 


Most bookstores offer more than glossy 
magazines and sex toys. Usually a back room 
features a video arcade with individual booths 
and screens for viewing selections of sex films. 
These, of course, are available at a price, usual- 
ly 25 cents. One arcade has a posting of rules 
for customers. These state that Customers must 
keep moving at all times, stopping only to con- 
sider the films advertised on the door of any 
given booth. Once a customer enters a booth 
and closes the door, he must keep feeding the 
slot machine that regulates the movie clips. 
Management also warns Customers against any 
‘lewd behavior.’ What the rules advise and 
what many patrons seek are often two dif- 
ferent things. 


I step from the sidewalk and into the store- 
front, where 1am met by a turnstile. There is 
no free admission. At the counter to my left, 1 
give the clerk a dollar in exchange for four 
brass. tokens. There are no words exchanged; 
he appears indifferent at best. One token to 
pass through the turnstile, and I look beyond 
the display cabinets with the stacks of dildos 
and beyond the magazine racks with the 
familiar titles, beyond these to the back room. 
At the entrance of the video booth ared ts a 
poster on the wall: “You Can Have Fun (And 
Be Safe. Too.) That, 1 realize, ts the only 


acknowledgement by the management that 
there’s an epidemic in our midst. 

It’s darker in the back room, but my eyes 
readily adjust. Two dozen booths are lined up 
next to each other following the contour of the 
room. Two rows of booths form a corridor. 
Each booth has a TV size video screen with a 
slot for the tokens. The newer machines have 
a six-button selector for choosing which video 
clips you want to watch: man with man, two 
women with one man, man with woman, etc. 

A dozen men walk about. This is a small 
space and there’s a continual shifting of post- 
tions from walking a few steps to the end of the 
corridor, leaning against the wall, walking to 
a booth, and standing. The presence of most 
of the men outside the booths belie any thought 
that men come here just to watch the video clips 
and jack off alone. 

There's an avoidance of glances, and eye 
contact is uneasy. Connections are infrequent, 
but if a glance has been met and held, the next 
step will usually be for one man to walk into 
a booth, leaving the door open as an 
invitation. 

| had been standing and walking about for 
a half hour. A short blond man wearing a tight 
navy blue sweatshirt and 5O1s stepped back in- 
to a booth—waiting. I was leaning against the 
wall across the him. We had exchanged glances 
earlier; now he nodded at me. I walked over 
and stepped into the booth. It was so small that 
we had to position ourselves in the corner to 
swing the door closed. It was then almost com- 
pletely dark. 

We stood close to each other. There was that 


familiar sexual charge of two men about to 


have sex. He felt for my crotch, rubbing against 
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my levis. He reached for my shirt buttons, un- 
did them, and pulled aside my platd shirt. He 
rubbed his palms against my chest as I began 
to massage his cock through his levis. He reach- 
ed to the top button of my levis, Iudsened it and 
all the others to free my erect cock. He held it 
in his hand and began to jerk on tt. 

By now he had unbottoned his letts as well 
and had pushed them to his ankles. Now 1 
could reach and feel his ass as tt contracted 
with the attention paid to his cock. He wanted 
to suck my cock and began to bend down. | 
caught his chin and interrupted his descent. He 
seemed a little puzzled, but I touched his head 
gently and started jerking on bis cock, now 
moist with pre-cum. He leaned back against the 
door and breathed heavily as I continued. He 
came with several moans, and then he kept my 
hand away from his cock; it had become so 
sensitive. 

We relaxed and leaned against each other. 
He pulled up his levis. | rebuttoned my shirt. 
We hugged briefly, and he spoke the only two 
words that had passed between us, “Thank 
you.”

These charts aren't meant to be a con- 
sumer’s guide with observations about best 
sexual ambience or best quality video por- 
nography. Instead they are a comparison 
related to the encouragement of safe sexual 
practices at some of the sexual facilities for 
gay and bisexual men in San Francisco. 


The six measures used to compare each 
facility are the following:

desires for sex with men; this is especially true 
for those who do not identify themselves as 
gay men. Wherever they are located in the ci- 
ty, nearly every bookstore provides both gay 
and nongay magazines and books. Whatever 
the commercial reasons for this combination, 
it means that a man could frequent the 
bookstores without a challenge from others 
about his sexual orientation. With the gay and 
nongay video clips in the backrooms, the same 
could be said about a man who is seen in tne 
video arcades. For married men and for others 
who choose not to be open about their 
homosexuality, the bookstores provide a real 
outlet. 

However busy the action outside the 
booths, there were some men who would go 
into a private booth alone (one without a 
gloryhole into the adjoining booth), close and 
lock the door, and watch several video clips 
by themselves. After perhaps ten or fifteen 
minutes the door would open and the man 
would walk out of the arcade area and out of 
the store. Some men do use the bookstores for 
solo masturbation with the stimulation of 
video pomography. For some men we suspect 
this is a convenience and a preference, for 
others there appears to be a likely issue of

economics. Some customers clearly cannot af- 
ford to own an expensive video home 
recorder for their private viewing of video 
porn. Instead they can see some of the same 
features for a dollar at the bookstores or a few 
more dollars at the sex theaters. Bookstores are 
generally located in poorer areas of the city, 
and their customers are presumed to be less af- 
fluent men. The sexual activities at the 
bookstores are no different from those that oc- 
cur elsewhere in town, yet public attitudes 
about lower economic status seem to prejudice 
notions about the quality of sex. 

Before city officials, supervisors, medical 
doctors, and gay leaders rush to close sexual 
institutions, some thought might be given to 
the needs of that group of men who find that 
the bookstores, the theaters, and sometimes 
the baths provide their only opportunity to be 
in asexual environment with other men. Due 
to the dictates of a culture clearly focused on 
youthful attractiveness, men who are older and 
who are less attractive frequently find 
themselves coping with very few sexual op- 
portunities. Orgasm may not be their ultimate 
pursuit. Watching other men have sex, 
touching other men, and being even minimally 
affectionate can maintain and affirm one’s own

At The Movies 


hat characterizes a sex business as 

a bookstore, a theater, or a club? 

The distinctions often blur. The 
Jaguar Bookstore, for example, is known as 
much for its two floors geared to sex play as 
it is for the selection of gay magazines for sale. 
The Circle J Club resembles a theater of sorts, 
with two small video screens. Savages offers 
a maze of glory holes, orgy rooms, full-screen 
films, and live performances. Granting the con- 
fusion over the categories, there are never- 
theless a few businesses that do provide full- 
length sexual features. 

Generally the theaters provide a relatively 
sedate environment for customers to view sex 
films. The videos or films may play for 45 to 
60 minutes each, with actors—mostly men in 
their 20’s and 30's, usually white but 
sometimes Black or Hispanic—engaged in the 
usual repertoire of sex acts. During a visit to 
one of the largest theaters, twenty men sat 
apart from each other throughout the seating 
area. Some men cruised those nearby. Some 
jerked off during the screening of the ‘fuck 
films.’’ The more restless and sexually am- 
bitious men stood in the back of the theater 
cruising each other and members of the au- 
dience while keeping an eye on the screen. Eye 
contact would sometimes prompt one man to 
leave the theater area for more private space 
to await his prospective sex partner. 

Patrons were of all ages, from early 20's 
through late 60's, and of all races. A number 
of men sat and watched the films and then left 
the building after they had seen enough. 
Restrictions against sexual activity would be ir- 
relevant to these customers. Closure of the 
facility would effectively prevent them from 
watching films in the presence of other men, 
an activity that hasn’t appeared on the risk 
reduction lists. 

Many customers do engage in sexual ac- 
tivities at the theaters. All the facilities provide 
glory holesand orgy rooms. The owners and 
managers provide minimal, if any, educational 
messages about AIDS or risk reductions. Free 
condoms are provided by only a few 
businesses. The number of AIDS diagnoses in 
San Francisco continues to increase at an alar- 
ming rate, but for several sex business 
operators, promotion of AIDS prevention re- 
mains at ground zero. 

Some men do go to the theaters and get 
what they want: a sexual adventure, 
sometimes in the company of other men 
directly, sometimes from the feature film. In 
a few theaters eager audiences await the 
scheduled live entertainment: erotic male 
dancers. 


I couldn't wait for the hot dancer I had heard 
about. It sounded like a different sexual ex- 
perience. The theater had a crowd of about 30 
men. The film showed the tedious acts of an 
amazingly unfriendly group of men. Behind 
the screen I discovered a hallway with glory 
hole booths on either side and a dark space at 
one end. Nothing was posted about hygiene or 
safe sex. Before I could explore any further, I 
heard the music begin for the dancer, and | 
rushed eagerly to find a seat. 

The front row filled up first. The man on 
stage was nothing short of beautiful, with 
bronzed, smooth skin, and well-developed 
muscles. At first be wore a pair of gym shorts 
and a tank top. He began dancing to some 
Bolero-type music while rubbing chest and 
stomach and crotch. He teasingly lifted bis shirt 
upon his chest while flexing his pecs, and then 
he pulled it over bis head and threw it to the 
floor. His skin was shining with sweat in the 
bright lights. He began to tease the audience 
even more as he turned his back and lowered 
his shorts over his ass. When he faced the ex- 
pectant audience again, I could see that be was 
hung like a little donkey. 

Within a few minutes everyone in the first 
two or three rows was masturbating with eyes 
focused on the glistening, gyrating dancer. He 
strode up and down the stage, stopping to pose 
or stretch for dramatic effect. Standing to one 
side his profile revealed a lean, taut body and 
a jutting hard-on. He slowly stroked his cock 
to work the audience into a frenzy. At the 
climax of the show, three men in the first row

came while the others cheered. After a few 
minutes the lights went down, several men fil- 
ed out, and the same tired film played again. 

I returned to the hallway behind the screen 
and went to find out what was going on in the 
dark space at the end. Upon entering, half a 
dozen hands approached me from several 
directions. Unable to see where they were com- 
ing from, but sure where they were headed, | 
backed out of the room. A large naked man 


fairly covered with lubricant got me in his 


grasp. I slipped through his greasy fingers and 
hurried to wash up in the restroom, the only 
clean place in the theater besides the lobby. 

Determined to know what happened in the 
dark room, I walked back and entered ag- 
gressively and defiantly. I kept the hands at bay 
long enough to realize that there was a lot of 
sucking and jacking off going on. A 
passageway connected one dark space with 
another. Each led to nondiscriminating hands 
and mouths. My pants had been unbuttoned 
and pulled to the floor within 30 seconds, 
despite resistance on my part. I escaped un- 
compromised, but flustered. 

One man followed me out, pressed his card 
into my hand, and told me hed love to be my 
boyfriend. I graciously accepted his phone 
number and said perhaps I'd meet him again 
at the theater. I moved out to the area in front 
of the screen and pulled my pants and my 
thoughts together.

Business and Responsibility 


he city’s gay and bisexual men con- 

tinue to support business that pay 

little attention to the role they might 
play in encouraging safe sexual behavior. And 
the city licenses these businesses without 
stipulations for posting even the most basic risk 
reduction guidelines. 

Businesses, their Owners and managers, 
have sole discretion over whether or not to 
post AIDS awareness and risk reduction 
guidelines, whether to provide hygiene 
facilities, or whether to clean the premises. 
Some are clearly more enlightened than others. 
One sex club advertises to gay men that it is 
a club intended soleiy for jack-off sessions. 
Another club has signs posted throughout the 
premises offering free condoms. And yet 
another posts “Shower After Sex” and ‘Use 
Condoms When You Play” signs near sexplay 
rooms. 

There are also bookstores that offer glory 
holes between video arcade booths, and yet 
there are no signs that relate to AIDS. Frequent- 
ly, warnings about pickpockets are the only 
risk reductions suggested. One major theater 
that prides itself on its high quality prints and 
clean premises, had but a few “Can We Talk?”’ 
brochures on an upstairs coffee table, un- 
noticed by the majority of customers. This

same business provides a clean bathroom, a 
dozen dimly-lit glory hole booths, and a very 
large bulletin board downstairs below the main 
theater floor. The only thing on the bulletin 
board was an 82 "'x14"’ flyer offering a reward 
for information about Kevin Collins, the San 
Francisco boy missing since February. To their 
credit, the management had blocked off a 
former orgy room. 

Bookstore owners might counter that their 
businesses offer sex toys, magazines, and video 
booths for individual viewing with possible 
solo masturbation. One visit to the arcade 
would expose this pretension. The dozen or 
sO men in any video arcade are not lined up 
waiting to watch a particularly popular video 
clip. The majority of the booths are empty at 
any one time. Most men are there for sex; they 
wait outside the booths for likely sex partners. 

Based on our visits it would be inaccurate 
to say that nothing is being done to discourage 
high risk activities. Changes have been made 
without government intervention, although 
the threat of action may have been a factor. 
Several business operators have closed orgy 
rooms, hosted risk reduction forums, in- 
creased lighting, promoted safe sex in their 
advertising, provided free condoms, 
distributed brochures, and posted safe sex 
signs. 

The variety of these responses parallels the 
different degrees of change gay customers 
have made in their sexual behavior. 


T he attendant checked’ my card number 
against those of the members who had already 
signed in. He handed me a condom, winked, 
and buzzed me inside. I gave my coat and beer 
to the hunky man smiling on the other side of 
the bar. A number of men sat on the barstools 
or stood chatting quietly by a counter against 
the back walls. It seemed to be a very friendly 
place. I noticed that one-time-use lubricants 
and poppers were available for purchase. 
There were several signs and posters encourag- 
ing safe sex practices. 

Rumor had it that the bathtubs had been 
removed and that there was no longer any 
watersports action. What was I going to do 
with my rubber ducky? I first walked to the 
area where the tubs had once been. The room 
was pitch black and I could not tell if anyone 
else was even in there wth me. I felt around 
blindly and discovered that the tubs were in- 
deed gone. On several later visits to this room 
I found only a couple of men there. It seemed 
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to be one of the only areas on the premises 
where one could enjoy privacy with a partner. 
Men didn't stand around watching in these 
rooms, because they couldn't see anything. 

One room tn the back had been blocked off. 
[ stepped gingerly up the back stairs. A bench 
at the top was a great place to watch the flow 
Of traffic, but I'm always too impatient to see 
what's happening to wait around just watch- 
ing others walk by. I walked slowly through the 
halls and rooms. Three of the rooms were un- 
furnished and were dimly lit. Each had a dark 
closet. Another had bunk beds without mat- 
tresses and one more was very dark with a cou- 
ple of stalls that functioned more as partitions. 

On my journeys I passed a tall, intriguing 
man several times. We exchanged glances and 
sexual energy in the bright hallway. I don't 
know who followed whom into a side room, 
but we retired to a small closet to avoid the eyes 
of others. 

We hugged, rubbed, squeezed, twisted and 
groped. The heat in his bands grew more in- 
tense as he felt my cock harden. I pulled his dick 
out of his pants. We pulled and jerked, all the 
while feeling the warmth and intimacy of each 
other's touch. Then a certain shyness came over 
me, and I began to wonder what be wanted. 
I moved to leave, but the big man would have 
none of that. He wanted to play with me, and 
he wanted to play safe. His actions made that 
very clear. 

His arms became a comfortable, secure 
refuge. I leaned against his broad torso while 
his anxtous hands brought me to a spirited 
orgasm. He held me tightly for several minutes 
longer as I relaxed and recovered from my 
dreamlike state. We parted with a generous 
hug. ; 

I walked into the bathroom and up to the 
toilet and pissed. A man who had been sitting 
there all evening knelt before me and tried to 
intercept my stream of urine. I stopped and left 
for the bathroom downstairs. 


The above scenario illustrates the dynamic 
of a business that actually encourages risk 
reduction in some ways (free condoms,

numerous signs and brochures), but not in 
others (very dark orgy rooms), and customers 
who insist on safe sex and those who continue 
with very high risk behavior. 

Mervyn Silverman of the Department of 
Public Health has suggested a perspective for 
analysis of the varying responses to the threat 
of AIDS. Silverman has frequently lauded the 
gay community for their major changes in sex- 
ual behavior. To city supervisors on August 
Oth, Silverman said, ‘‘It is clear that most 
members of the gay community have been go- 
ing to safe sex procedures. The community has 
responded incredibly.” At the same time, 
Silverman has faced what any proponent of 
behavior change must acknowledge: for 
whatever reason some people do not adopt 
the changes. In a published interview with 
Stephen Morin, a San Francisco psychologist, 
the DPH director observed, “‘...no matter what 
you do or tell them, no matter what, they will 
not change what they’re doing and will con- 
tinue to maintain a lifestyle at risk...It’s like with 
chronic smokers. They know all the problems, 
and they keep smoking.”’ 


Not So Serious 


t’s happening all across the country, and 

San Francisco has its own versions. The 

subject is jack-off clubs, and the largest 
such group is San Francisco JACKS. The club's 
recent monthly newsletter describes its pur- 
pose succinctly: 


The SF JACKS is a meeting of men who wish 
their primary sexual outlet to be masturba- 
tion in the company of other like-minded 
men. One of the hottest aspects of our club 
is the mutuality of interest that prevails. Pro- 
ud as we may be of our club, it is incumbent 
on us all to discourage visitors whose in- 
terest arises merely out of curiosity. If a 
member or a guest cannot be fully satisfied 
by j/o alone, then the SF JACKS is not the 
club for him. Checking of all clothes except 
shoes is mandatory. The use of poppers is

There’s a quantum leap in ambience, spirit, 
and enthusiasm from the averted glances and 
nonverbal sex of the bookstores/arcades/glory 
holes to a roomful of naked men talking and 
joking with each other, mixing their sex play 
with their visits. 

The SF JACKS and the SH CLUB, the other 
major group, are social organizations rather 
than facilities. Some members would claim that 
these clubs are really a state of mind. 

A phrase that appears to have settled on the 
early 80’s is “‘sex-positive.”” In our opinion, the 
activities that occur in the jack-off parties pro- 
vide a good example. 


Tr he weekly meeting was already underway 
by the time I entered the rustic barroom. I paid 
my $5 at the front window and was buzzed 
through the door. Before me were about 80 
men, nearly all naked, except for socks and 
shoes, Adidas and Nikes. ‘‘This could be a gay 
nudist colony,’’ I thought. Men were standing 
at the bar, drinking beer or Calistoga, talking 
freely. Others were walking about visiting, as 
well as checking each other out. 

I walked to the back of the bar, was given 
a paper sack and a number on a piece of 
paper. This was the basic clothes check—all 
clothes went into the sack which was also 
numbered. I returned to the front room, went 
to the bar, and asked for a bottle of beer— 
complimentary with the price of admission. I 
was a little nervous; I didn’t see anyone I knew, 
and momentarily thought I might be more ner- 
vous if I did see a familiar face—or body. 

The easy friendlines of the group had a 
relaxing effect. The mood was positive and 
upbeat. I felt a consensus asserting pleasure to 
be gay men enjoying each other's social and 
sexual company. 

Men of all sizes and shapes were there; ages 
probably ranged from early 20's to late 50 S: 
There were a good number of very handsome 
men with well-defined muscles and features. 
But not everyone had just come from the gym.

[had been told that tonight was going to be 
a ‘theme night.’ With East Indian instrumen- 
tal music playing and with several men part- 
ly dressed with Native American headdresses. 
loincloths. cloth bands, and feathers, I was 
somewhat uncertain of the geographical or 
cultural focus of the theme. But when I saw one 
very attractive man walking about antlers on 
his bead, I sensed that this was a “primal” 
night with a faerte/earth spirit/Druid influence. 
The whole evening I never quite managed to 
“get the spirit’ but others enjoyed the 
possibilities of mixing fantasy with their sex 
play. The room, in fact, was bristling with high 
and hot sexual energy. It didn't take long for 
things to get down to business. 


When Dr. Mervyn Silverman, director of the 
Department of Public Health, held his news 
conference in April and issued his proposed 
ban on “‘sex between individuals,” some of the 
nongay media people snickered at the tortured 
phrase. One TV reporter commented, ‘So 
what’s he want, ‘sex between groups?’ ” The 
sex play that occurs at jack-off clubs sometimes 
meets Silverman’s restrictions, but most often 
not. Usually the action is among individuals, 
and frequently it just might appear as sex bet- 
ween groups. 


T; be nature of the action in jack-off clubs ts 
one of ‘‘hot spots,’ spontaneous combustions 
that ignite between two men who are joined by 
others who, in turn, attract several more, all 
drawn together by the desire to be in the midst 
of hot sexual action. Such a hot spot was about 
to form when I entered one of the club's side 
rooms. : 
Two men had gone into the empty room 
together. Both naked, they sat close together on 
a bench, looking at each other's erect cock. Both 
cocks were jutting out several inches beyond 
average, one already had a little fluid gleam- 
ing at the tip. One man was blond, the other

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dark; both very attractive. The blond reached 
over and started pumping his companion’s 
cock. He followed this by leaning over and 
flicking his tongue against the man s extend- 


‘ed right tit. Both actions elicited groans as the 


dark man leaned his head back against the 
wall. Two men joined the scene, just watching 
at first, pumping on their own cocks. One ten- 
tatively reached to touch the blond’s unattend- 
ed cock. After a moment of silent permission, 
he began to pay more active attention to it. The 
other newcomer stepped over and gently slap- 
ped his own hard cock against the cheek of the 
dark man. The scene was getting very hot. 
Within minutes there were eight men in the 
room, and then there were a dozen all standing 
close together facing the two on the bench. 
Quickly the variations of body contact became 
too numerous to think of the group as anything 
less than an erotic energy force of male sexualli- 
ty. The peak moment came when both the 
blond and his darker friend climaxed together, 
spurting cum on each other's thighs. 


What is the risk involved among participants 
of these jack-off events? One gay doctor has 
suggested that mutual jack-off is not absolute- 
ly safe because a man may have a hangnail on 
his toe and some cum might splatter on it, con- 
stituting an “‘exchange of bodily fluids.” With 
an illness as serious as AIDS, extensive precau- 
tions are clearly in order. However, some com- 
mentators have placed such a narrow perspec- 
tive on AIDS risk reduction, that they have 
begun to advise that “if only one life is saved, 
then any action is worthwhile.’ This reason- 
ing has most recently been applied to 
bathhouse closure. It will be a very long time 
before the incidence of AIDS fatalities nears the 
terrible toll taken on the nation’s freeways, and 
yet no one would suggest that the highways 
be closed. Without anxiously gazing at 
toenails, the intent of the doctor's advice ap- 
pears to be an awareness of any open cuts on 
the body's surface. 

We consistently found that gay and bisex- 
ual men in the city continue to grapple with 
behavior changes required by the AIDS 
epidemic. 


Pie young man in the white T-shirt put an 
aggressive grip on my cock as I took hold of bis. 
For a few minutes we played, squeezing and 
stroking the slick, hard dicks. He was uncut 
and had a natural sheath for rubbing up and 
down. He jerked me with great relish and skill. 
We were right on the verge of popping when 
instinctively our hands dropped, not a moment 
too soon. Neither of us bad been there more 
than ten minutes, and we had the whole even- 
ing ahead of us. 

We separated, but a few minutes later I saw’ 
him sitting alone on a couch in the lounge area. 
I moseyed over rather nonchalantly and 
plopped myself down. 

“Come here often?” I asked. 

“1 beg your pardon, "be replied in a funny 
accent. He cocked bis bead forward and 
screwed up his face. 

“7 just wanted to know if this ts a place you 
frequent.” Then I told him my name, and we 
shook hands. 

“Well, mine's Richard. I came here last 
night, but I've only been in San Francisco two 
days. I'm visiting from England.” 

He bad been to half a dozen major 
American cities, and this bis was last stop 
before returning to Liverpool. He was having 
a terrible time, he said; be thought he would 
go home a week early. 

Richard had ruffled the feathers of my cit IC 
pride. How could anyone want to leave this ci- 
ty? Much less to return to Lit ‘erpool? 

“What don't you like abut San Francisco?” 

The sole concern of Richard's visit was men. 
He didn't care to see museums, parks, theaters, 
or anything except bars, baths, and clubs. He 
went to South of Market during British pub 


hours, 7 to 9 pm. Richard wanted to know if 


it was always so quiet. I explained that Folsom 
doesn 't get busy until after 10 pm and usual- 
ly later. His ignorance of proper timing made 
San Francisco seem like a ghost town. I gave 
him some suggestions about when to go to dtf- 
ferent places and advised that the sex scene had 
calmed down considerably over the last cou- 
ple of years. 

Richard looked around rather nervously. 
“My friends think I’m crazy to come to 
America. The pubs in England have these ‘‘safe 
sex” posters too. They say ‘Don't sleep with an 


American or anyone who's been to America in 
the last two years.’ ” 

“That seems a little harsh.” 

“It's true. If 1 go home with somebody here 
and he doesn't ask me to use a rubber, | just 
leave. | know the guy would use one if | 
asked, but I want to find out what his habits 
are. They're not safe as far as I'm concerned 
if he doesn't suggest it himself.’ 

“So you won't fuck bere without a condom. 
What about in Liverpool?” 

‘T think things could change in England too. 
But 1 know men will be afraid to sleep with me 
when they find out where I've been.” 

“What do you think of the club?” 

“I'm feeling very comfortable here. All these 
naked men running around, beating off 
together. It’s hot and I feel safe here. You'd 
never see anything like this in England. 
Everyone there expects you to fuck. There 
aren t many AIDS cases. No one uses rubbers 
and they'd get really insulted if you wanted to 
use one. The men there would have a really 
hard time changing.” 


Richard and I talked for awhile longer about 
things to see and do in the city and about hav- 
ing good, safe sex. We connected again later 
in the evening while standing in an excited 
group clustered to one side of the main room. 
Richard gasped as he pumped his cock, 
screamed in ecstasy, and collapsed into my 
arms. Happy to be together again, we sat down 
and just held on for a few minutes. Later I 
drove Richard back to his hotel. 


The men at the jack-off clubs say they have 
found a means of healthy sexual expression to 
help them live through these difficult times. 
One man, a recent arrival from the East Coast, 
explained that he used the club meetings as an 
opportunity to meet new friends as well as to 
enjoy safe sex. 

“T.S."’ an enthusiastic member of SF JACKS 
submitted the following letter to the club's 
March newsletter: “The JACKS have literally 
saved my sex life...I have been enriched by at- 
tending JACKS. I have learned much about the 
giving and cooperative nature of gay men, 
about freedom; I have experienced complete 
letting go, blending hot sex and happiness.”

businesses appear to have narrowed their sex 
play to jacking off and sucking cock. While the 
former is thought to bring very minimal risk, 
the latter, cocksucking, still poses a challenge 
to men trying to change their behavior and to 
educators trying to encourage that change. 

The darkened orgy rooms and glory holes 
offer a sense of mystery, intrigue, and a flush 
of excitement. Some men seek sex in these en- 
vironments for the thrill of it; others welcome 
the anonymity and privacy that darkness pro- 
vides. Our observations indicate that activities 
in these places have changed dramatically 
already. Not only does the current turnabout 
in sex behavior pose fewer risks, it potential- 
ly prompts a greater acceptance of shared sex- 
uality with other men. 


As 2 am drew near, more and more men 


filed into the club, Many of them had just left 


the closing bars. Most checked their Jackets, 
sometimes their shirts, but otherwise re- 
mained clothed. I walked to the upstairs and 
looked into the video room. It was a small, cozy 
room resembling a little den. Ten men sat on 
the carpeted, tiered platforms. Lighting the 
room was a small inset TV showing Sex videos. 
On the screen were two very muscular men 
grappling as if in a wrestling match, only to 
reach a point where one began sucking the 
other's cock. 

A slender, dark-haired, and very attractive 
man wearing levis and a white tank top sat at 
the center of the upper tier. The other men bad 
their cocks out and were slowly jacking them 
while watching the video. There was no talk- 
ing in the room. The attractive man began to 
rub bis crotch; he had become the center of at- 
tention. He appeared to be one of those seem- 
ingly “untouchable pretty boys” but he had a 
different air about him. His attitude seemed 
more inclusive than exclusive. He main- 
tained eye contact with the other men, seduc- 
tively pulling them into his sexual aura. He 
basked in the attention but also shared 1, sen- 
ding it back as well. His steady gaze brought 
one man from across the room to squeeze in 
beside him. Next he pulled out his cock; tt was 
hard and erect, not huge but average. He 
reached over to both men on either side of him. 
They already had their cocks out. Both were 
very large, probably 9 or 10 inches, and stood 
erect. Neither of them were exceptionally at- 
tractive, but they received full attention from 
the man between them. 

He pushed up his tank top, running bis left 
hand over his bairy chest, stopping to squeeze 
his tits. He reached to his left and felt the 
stomach, chest, and hard cock of bis one part- 
ner. When be lifted bis ass to shove bis pants 
down to his ankles, the other two men follow- 
ed suit. All tbe men in the room focused on the 
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action of the three. No one watched the video. 
The center of attention kept drawing the others 
into his scene, making everyone very excited. 

An older man, perhaps in his 50's, Rnelt in 
front of the younger, feeling bis calves and 
thighs, squeezing his balls. At one point the 
older one tried to go down on the other's cock, 
but was prevented from this attempt to change 
the nature of this group jack-off. It wasn't a 
rebuke from a younger man to an olde ‘man; 
just a commitment to the sexual scene be had 
established. 

The center continued to gaze around the 
room. The tension rose; one man Sitting on a 
lower tier came with a cry and a moan. The 
three men who sat together began to vigorously 
jerk on each other's cocks, knowing the time 
was near. The center man shifted to his right 
and squeezed the tits of the man on that side. 
The extra sensations carried him over the brink 
and he also shot his cum. The center man con- 
tinued to rub the throbbing cock. Then the man 
on the left began to breath heavily, gasping, 
and his cum shot straight up in spurts. 

Having waited for the others, the center man 
took his turn. He looked around the room, pull- 
ing the energy in. He let others squeeze his balls 
and play with his tits, and then he came, spill- 
ing bis cum on his hairy chest and stomach. 

The tension broke; the focus relaxed. The 
cute man grinned at the two on etther side. 
Seeming a little shy for the first time, he pulled 
his shirt down and his levis up, stood up and 
left the room. 


Not too long ago jack-off was generally 
dismissed among gay men as the “‘sex of last 
choice.’’ Now, in the midst of so many health 
advisories, jack-off has merited another look. 
The renewed interest has resulted in sex play 
patterns that suggest there’s more than one 
way to jack-off. Men who are into bondage and 
restraint and those who prefer S&M may con- 
clude a two-hour sexually charged session with 
solo or mutual jack-off. The psychological and 
physical foreplay for these men frequently 
equals or surpasses the excitement of final

orgasm. Our report does not include examples 
of such activities only because we did not 
observe them during any of our visits at the sex 
clubs, theaters, and bookstores. 

For some men jack-off has been their 
preference all along; they find their choice now 
to be all the rage. For most others, the adop- 
tion of jacking off as a low-risk activity with 
others is an adaptation to the times, easier for 
some than others. It has also become symbolic 
of gay men’s refusal to deny their enjoyment 


. of sex and an affirmation of bonds of 


camaraderie. 


Personal Conclusions 
And Recommendations 


(1) Owners of sex businesses that cater to gay 
and bisexual men have a long way to go before 
they can accurately claim that all efforts are be- 
ing taken to encourage low risk activities. 
Needed actions include increased lighting, free 
condoms, and safe sex signs and brochures. 

Whereas the San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
once took a more aggressive advocacy role to 
encourage changes by bathhouse owners, that 
Organization appears to have retreated from 
this position. To our knowledge no other 
representative from the Mayor’s office or the 
Public Health Department has filled this void. 
A commitment to preventive education and 
risk reduction must include, in our opinion, an 
ongoing dialogue with the owners and 
managers of the sex businesses. Only with 
some rapport established will the business 
owners be likely to implement stepped-up 
prevention’ and education efforts in their 
facilities. At the same time there is nothing 
stopping these businesses from taking the in- 
itiative to contact the health department or the 
AIDS Foundation to determine what more can 
be done. 


(2) However government officials choose to 
continue their public debate about sex 
businesses, substantial efforts to encourage risk 
reduction remain. Actions need not interfere

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with an individual's right to privacy and free 
choice. For example, Dr. Silverman could shift 
some of his attention to requiring sex 
businesses to post risk reduction guidelines 
and health advisories and to enforcing basic 
standards of hygiene. 


(3) Use of condoms should be encouraged at 
all facilities. Condoms should be given to 
customers directly along with the new safe sex 
cards upon registration or entry. 


(4) Businesses that do not provide toilets and 
sinks for cleaning up should provide these 
minimal amenities to their customers. Those 
that already do should keep them clean. 


(5) City government should be encouraged and 
challenged to bring Sexually Transmitted 
Disease testing and treatment on a regular basis 
to the city’s bathhouses and clubs. Very little 
has been heard from the public health depart- 
ment about the serious incidence of hepatitis 
B and parasites in the gay community. Several 
hundred thousand dollars has been budgeted 
for public service announcements about AIDS 
on TV and radio. There is no reason not to 
commit similar funds for the medical screen- 
ing and treatment that would bring an end to 
the parasite epidemic in the city. 


(6) Researchers and physicians now suggest 
that if ever there was a disease affected by con- 
tributing factors, it’s AIDS. They say it appears 
likely that a great number of gay men have 
been exposed to the AIDS agent, and yet a 
small percentage have developed “‘full blown” 
AIDS. An already compromised immune 
system—weakened by other illness, frequent 
STDs, substance abuse—may be a more deter- 
mining factor for contracting AIDS symptoms 
than exposure to the probable virus itself. 
The problem of substance abuse among les- 
bians and gay men is very extensive and 
serious. Ignored for too long by the communi- 
ty and recently overshadowed by the dramatic

presence of AIDS, substance abuse may 
ironically receive needed attention because of 
its possible contribution to AIDS symptoms. 

Whatever its relationship to AIDS, substance 
abuse is a serious problem demanding preven- 
tive measures, extensive education efforts, and 
community support for those personally af- 
fected. Local business groups—Golden Gate 
Business Association, the Tavern Guild, Bay 
Area Career Women, Eureka Valley Merchants 
Association—could take the lead to increase 
awareness and support of substance abuse 
programs. 


(7) During the last several months of debate 
regarding the baths and other sex businesses, 
very little attention has been paid to the sex- 
ual needs of those men who frequent these 
places without any genuine expectations of 
having a sexual exchange of any sort with 
another man. The lack of concern or attention 
granted to these men borders on callous 
disregard. 


(8) The development of safe sex videos re- 
mains problematic at this point. Producers are 
evidently uncertain of their marketability; the 
health department and its contract agencies are 
skittish about such a use of public funds. At this 
point, safe sex messages—in print or 
photographs—could be made and distributed 
to the city’s video arcades and sex theaters. 


(9) The San Francisco AIDS Foundation not on- 
ly receives considerable funding from the ci- 
ty for its formidable tasks; it also continues to 
receive donations from gay and _ lesbian 
businesses and individuals. The organization 
should continue to develop its bonds of trust 
and accountability with the lesbian/gay com- 
munity by regular reports of expenditures and 
income as well as detailed plans for community 
education and prevention programs. The 
Foundation last published such a public ac- 
counting of its financial standing and its pro- 
posed programs in December of 1983.

AIDS and Low-Risk Women 


omeday epidemiologists will have their 

answers about AIDS risk groups. Until 

then, the many pieces in the AIDS puz- 
zle will continue to be assembled and 
reassembled for likely fittings. Epidemiologists 
have identified six distinct risk groups: gay 
men and bisexual men, IV drug abusers, 
hemophiliacs, patients from Haiti and from 
Zaire, and their regular sexual contacts. 
Mystery pieces in the puzzle are the rare cases 
of AIDS that have occurred outside these risk 
groups. Physicians in France reported one such 
case in a letter to the medical journal The 
Lancet (July 14, 1984) titled, “AIDS in an Ap- 
parently Risk-Free Woman.” 

Physicians at Hopital de la Pitie in Paris saw 
a 37-year-old unmarried woman in November, 
1983. The patient presented with dyspnoea 
(‘air hunger”’ resulting from difficult breathing) 
and an increased blood sedimentation rate in- 
dicating the possible presence of an infection. 
She had no relevant medical history. Her 
dyspnoea began in September, 1983, and 
gradually worsened. There was no lym- 
phadenopathy (swollen lymph glands) but 
tests demonstrated mild obstruction and 
restriction in lung volumes. During the pa- 
tient’s first 10 days in the hospital, she also 
developed permanent cyanosis (a bluish 
discoloration of the skin), fever, and a dry 
cough. Oral candidiasis (thrush) appeared. By 
mid-December, lavage, a washing out of the 
stomach, yielded massive amounts of 
pneumocystis carinii pneumonia, one of the 
primary AIDS-associated infections. 

The physicians suspected AIDS and asked 
her about possible exposure, but, as they 
report, “‘she used no intravenous drugs, 
reported no regular contact with people at 
high risk of AIDS, and had received no blood 
products.’’ However, there did exist one possi- 
ble exposure to the infectious AIDS agent. Dur- 
ing a trip to Haiti 22 years earlier, the patient 
had had “a single vaginal sexual intercourse 
with a Haitian.” 

The patient’s condition and pulmonary 
status worsened, requiring artificial ventilation. 
Further doses of antibiotics, the drug pen- 
tamadine, and anticoagulants were not 
helpful. The patient died of respiratory failure 
in January, 1984. An autopsy revealed severe 
lung disease with the presence of two oppor- 
tunistic pathogens, pneumocystis and cryp- 
tococcus neoformans,a fungus infection. C. 
neoformans was also found in the ovaries and 
adrenal glands. 

The physicians reflected that the lung 
disease’s resistance to administered drugs may 
have been due to the C. neoformans, which 
is treatable but wasn’t found until after death. 
They observe, ‘The diagnosis of AIDS is very 
dependent upon laboratory methods.” 

The final conclusion of the French physi- 
cians should be noted by epidemiologists, the 
federal Centers for Disease Control, and by 
women who await more extensive studies of 
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their risk for AIDS. The doctors state, “This 
Case raises the possibility that AIDS with a 
rapidly fatal course can occur even in ‘low risk’ 
women, 212 years after a single contact with 
a member of the high risk population.”’ 
Note. As of early July there were 305 cases 
Of AIDS reported in individuals outside of the 
high risk group. These represented 6.1% of the 


total 5037 cases. Of these, 122 cases were 
women,

person newly diagnosed with a life- 
threatening disease will often focus 
immediately on gathering information. 
What is this disease? Can it be cured? What are 
the treatments? What are the side effects? All 
these and many other questions confront the 
patient. AIDS is one of the most recent diseases 
to prompt these questions. Presently there is 
no brochure or booklet available to the public 
in San Francisco that explains the different 
AIDS-related diseases, the treatments available, 
and the possible side effects of medications 
prescribed. 

Lyn Paleo, Information & Referral Coor- 
dinator for the San Francisco AIDS Founda- 
tion, explains that information about 
treatments and therapies is available via the 
AIDS Hotline and the People with AIDS 
Switchboard. Paleo comments, ‘‘My priority 
is to get that information out over the phone 
first. Conversations allow for more interchange 
about the exact information needed.’ Paleo 
agrees, however, that written information 
would be helpful. 

There is a need for this information in writ- 
ten form, and the San Francisco AIDS Foun- 
dation is the logical provider for it. A brochure 
could be helpful to many individuals as soon 
as possible. In the meantime, the following 
compilation of AIDS-related diseases, drugs, 
and side effects is offered as basic information, 
not only for people newly diagnosed with 
AIDS, but also for their families and friends. 
The more medical knowledge a patient 
possesses, the more likely are health care pro- 
fessionals to give full and detailed medical ex- 
planations. For those not so directly touched 
by an AIDS diagnosis, the listing of diseases, 
and especially the possible side effects of the 
drugs administered, might prompt greater 
understanding of the difficulties people with 
AIDS confront. 

AIDS therapies are generally in the ex- 
perimental stage. The beneficial and negative 
side effects may vary according to each patient. 
Side effects that have occurred are listed, but 
their incidence for some patients does not 
guarantee that others will be inflicted with the 
same results. Even the most commonly used 
drugs, such as aspirin, affect people different- 
ly. Side effects can often be minimized with 
lowered dosages of drugs and with counteract- 
ing drugs. Foreknowledge of possible effects, 
however, can prepare a patient for what might 
occur. Most patients prefer not to be surpris- 
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[ntegrative counseling, 
designed for you individually. Combines talking 
therapy, energy bodywork, healing massage, 
dream-symbol work, and guided meditation.

ed and confused about the effect of 
medications. 

Any questions about diseases, drugs and 
their side effects should be discussed with a 
physician. The following list was compiled 
from information provided by Steve Mehalko, 
MD and Linda Maxey, RN. Both have provid- 
ed treatment and care to people with AIDS. 


® Kaposi’s Sarcoma (KS): a tumor of the walls 
of blood vessels. Usually appears as pink to purple, 
painless spots on the skin but may also occur inter- 
nally, in addition to, or independent of, the skin le- 
sions. Death occurs from major organ involvement. 
Drugs and Side Effects: 

Vincristine—diarrhea, increased urination, oral 
ulcers, headache, vomiting, neuritis, constipation, dif- 
ficulty walking, hair loss, sensory loss, cramps. fever, 
weight loss. 

Vinblastine—decrease in white blood cells, depres- 
sion, rash, nausea, vomiting, constipation, diarrhea, 
loss of appetite, neuritis, headache. 

Etoposide (VP16)—chills, fever, rash, neuropathy, 
low blood count, nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, loss of 
appetite, hair loss. 

Doxorubicin (Adriamycin)—loss of appetite, diar- 
thea, tender injection site, bone marrow depression, 
heart failure, hair loss, nausea and vomiting. 
Bleomycin—vomiting, weight loss, loss of appetite, 
pneumonia or fibrosis of lungs, rash, skin tenderness 
and darkening, fever, chills. 
Ascorbic Acid (Vitamin C)}—diarrhea, gas. 
Alpha Interferon—fevers, nasal congestion, 
weakness. 

Gamma _ Interferon (Interleukin 2)—new ex- 
perimental drugs with unknown side effects. 


® Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia (PCP): a 
lung infection seen in immuno-suppressed people. 
It is Caused by a protozoa present almost everywhere 
but which is normally destroyed by healtt immune 
systems. The protozoa is airborne. Once a person 
develops PCP they are susceptible to reoccurrence 
of the disease, and the outcome may be fatal. 
Drugs and Side Effects: 

Septra—kidney damage, depression, loss of appetite, 
abdominal pain, hepatitis, diarrhea, headache, 
neuritis, insomnia, apathy, fever, chills, anemia, rash, 
light sensitivity, mouth pain, nausea, and vomiting. 
Pentamidine—decrease in blood sugar, decreased 
blood pressure; impaired kidney, liver, bone marrow 
function; irregular heart beats, local abscesses, 
flushing, weakness, rash, indigestion, nausea and 
vomiting. 

DFMOnew experimental drug)—gastrointestinal 
upset, possible nausea and vomiting, low platelet 
count, possible kidney problems. 


® Candidiasis (Thrush): A yeast-like infection 
caused by Candida albicans which affects mem- 
branes, the skin and internal organs. Oral infections 
are Called thrush and exhibit creamy, white patches 
of exudate on inflamed and painful mucosa. Com- 
mon sites are the nailbeds, axilla, umbilicus, around 
the anus, the esophogus, and the vaginal area. It may 
occur systemically (throughout the body) and affect 
the heart and the meninges. 

Drugs and Side Effects: 

Nystatin—rare diarrhea, gastrointestinal distress, 
nausea, and vomiting. 

Clotrimazole—same as above. 
Ketoconazole—hepatitis, nausea, vomiting, ab- 
dominal pain, headache, dizziness, fever, chills, sen- 
sitivity to light, diarrhea, increase in breast size, itch- 
ing (do not take with antacids). 


® Cryptococcosis: an infectious disease seen in 
AIDS patients which is acquired via the respiratory 
tract with a primary focus in the lungs and which 
characteristically spreads to the meninges but which 
may also spread to the kidneys and skin. It is due to 
the fungus Cryptococcus neoforms. 
Drugs and Side Effects: 
Amphotericin B—peripheral neuropathy, blurred vi- 
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sion, double vision, hepatitis, rash, nausea and 
vomiting, diarrhea, cramps, anemia, phlebitis, weight 
loss, irregular heart beat, fever, headache, chills, loss 
of appetite, body aches, low potassium, kidney 
problems. 

5 Flucytosine—change in kidney/iver function, 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, anemia, confusion, 
headache, sedation. 


@ Herpes Simplex/Zoster: There are no cures for 
any of the herpes viruses. One form of the simplex 
results in cold sores or fever blisters on the mouth 
and around the eyes; another form causes painful 
sores on the anus or genitals. Herpes zoster, also call- 
ed shingles, are small, very painful blisters on the skin 
that follow nerve pathways. 


Drugs and Side Effects: 

Acyclovir—inflammation at injection site, rash, 

sweating, decrease in blood pressure, headache, 
* nausea, possible kidney problems. 


* Toxoplasmosis: a systemic infection caused by 
a. protozoan parasite. Primary infection is usually mild 
or asymptomatic but can rarely cause fever, swollen 
lymph glands, and lymphocytosis. Congenital infec- 
tions may be severe. Only cats have been shown to 
secrete Organisms in the infectious state, but disease 
may also occur through ingestion of raw or under- 
cooked meat from infected animals. 


Drugs and Side Effects: 

Pyrimethamine—loss of appetite, vomiting, anemia, 
tender tongue, hair loss. 

Sulfonamides—mouth pain, hepatitis, headache, 
neuritis, insomnia, decreased hearing, kidney 
damage, fever, chills, anemia, rashes, light sensitivi- 
ty, joint pains, nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, loss of 
appetite. 


® Lymphomas: a general term for growth of new 
tissue in the lymphatic system. Included in this 
general group are Hodgkin's disease, lymphosar- 
coma, and malignant lymphoma. 


Drugs and Side Effects: 
Methotrexate—headaches, blurred vision, acne, 
anemia, diarrhea, vomiting, liver toxicity, blood in 
urine, decreased kidney function, pneumonia, mouth 
ulcers, decreased white blood cells, nausea, fatigue, 
fever, chills, rashes, light sensitivity, hair loss. 
Cyclophosphamide—blood in urine, hair loss, dark 
skin and nails, lung fibrosis, secondary cancers, 
decreased white blood cells, loss of appetite, nausea, 
vomiting, liver dysfunction, oral ulcers. 
Procarbazine—anemia, nausea, vomiting, loss of ap- 
petite, dry mouth, diarrhea, constipation, hair loss, 
rash, headaches, insomnia, nightmares, confusion, 
malaise, fever (avoid alcohol). 


® Idiopathic Thrombocytopenic Purpura 
(ITP): usually employed to refer to instances of 
thrombocytopenia (low number of platelets which 
are involved in normal blood clotting) associated 
with no apparent external causes. 

Drugs and Side Effects: 
Gammaglobulin—rash, hives. 

Lithium—irregular heart rhythms, loss of appetite, 
hair loss, tremor, nausea, increased urination, 
vomiting, diarrhea, weakness, confusion, blurred 
vision. 

Cyclophosphamide, Vincristine—(see lymphomas 
and Kaposi's Sarcoma.) 

Danazol—acne, increased hair, deepening voice, 
decreased testicle size, hepatitis, rashes, oily skin or 
hair. 


Note: This is not a complete list of AIDS-related 
diseases. Diagnoses of other diseases should be ful- 
ly discussed with a physician. These treatments ob- 
viously do not consider the options of alternative 
medicine. Several people with AIDS also pursue alter- 
native therapies.

n every oppressed community, members 

learn to be harder on themselves and each 

other than anyone else. A truism, maybe, 
but one I try to bear in mind as I witness the 
fighting and internal conflict which robs our 
energy and wastes our political focus. 

And, unhappily, the community of 
mothers/others involved with children engage 
in some of the same difficult miscommunica- 
tions. For, that’s how I see these failures to 
understand each other—as miscommunica- 
tions. And it’s no surprise, really, that those of 
us involved with children should come to our 
interactions ready to mistrust. First of all, we 
have a great shortage of time and space to help 
us relax and work out problems without a high 
pressure approach. Second, it is societally con- 
ditioned for nurturers, especially those called 
“mothers, to feel inadequate, defensive, con- 
tinually struggling to measure up. We Compen- 
sate by holding on to our methods, opinions, 
ete, tee wath Merce selfrightcous 
protectionism, 

Before | appear to overstate the case, | must 
emphasize that I get my highest quality and 
most irreplaceable support from other women 
raising children. The flip side of the pressures 
we feel to defend ourselves as mothers is an 
inherent understanding of each other's lives 
and an assumption that we will help each 
other, especially when it comes to Our 
children. It is not accident that I feel more com- 
fortable asking another mother for childcare— 
| know I will at some point return the favor. 
The ‘score’ stays even. And yet, the mistrust 
sull comes up between us. 

I've been thinking a lot lately, particularly 
about the apparent division between women 
who are having babies after coming out, and 
those of us who came out after already becom- 
ing mothers. Surely, we have much in com- 
mon. We share an oppression as lesbian 
mothers in a heterosexual, patriarchal world. 
We share an experience of children at various 
ages and have also experienced the profound 
impact children have on our lives. We know 
what it is to have children in a community 
which is barely beginning to really accept 
children. Then what divides us, and what can 
we do to overcome that division? 

As | began to think about this issue, | paused 
to remember how I related to mothers before 
| hada child. I recall my behavior with acom- 
bination of amusement and regreat. You can- 
not know what you do not know, but how 
| wish I had! I was typically inconsistent, 
though well intentioned, and clearly did not 
understand what the level of responsibility in 
a parenting relationship might cause that rela- 
tionship to become. When children are upset, 
it is usually the parent who soothes them, the 
parent who pays the consequence in sleepless 
nights and children’s acting-Out behavior. No 
wonder parents become resentful and protec: 
tive When we know that the child’s hurts will 
seldom be shown outside of the family. 
Children are often all bluster until they are 
home, where they are comfortable enough to 
feel their hurts. 

Iwas confused about the ways children are 
like adults and the ways they are not. Like us, 
they enjoy. social interaction and being

respected as full people with important things 
to contribute and opinions to express. Unlike 
us, they have not yet learned that who they are 
is separate from how others relate to them. So 
when I broke a date with my friend's children, 
or didn’t have time to see as much of them, or 
fought with them and didn’t really make the 
effort to clear up the problem, I can only im- 
agine now that my friend had to deal with 
children who felt rejected as people, and she 
became distrustful of well-meaning non- 
mothers who never seemed quite to know 
what was going on with her family. 

I even remember being seriously “‘in- 
terested” in a woman with a child and not at 
all realizing that they were a package deal. I was 
incredibly naive (bordering on downright 
stupid) when it came to understanding what 
it might mean to relate to a woman with a 
child. The “relationship” never got off the 
ground, but as we became friends, I slowly 
began to learn how central her child was to her 
life, that I could not consider one of them 
without the other. 

But what does that have to do with this 
elusive gap between these two parts of our 
community? I imagine, though I don’t know 
if it's accurate, that these women of older 
children find it hard to stomach when I com- 
plain to them about the inadequate attention 
to mothers and unfeeling reactions to children 
in our Community. Do they say to themselves 
“vou were one of them not so long ago’’? True 
as it is, | must remind myself that experience, 
not intention, often teaches. I can only accept 
and validate that I did not understand then, that 
I begin to understand now. 

Then, there’s the issue Of Community at- 
titudes towards women who had children 
previous to coming out. It must be particular- 
ly painful to them that having children is 
becoming, in some circles, the “in” thing to 
do, when they have dealt with negative at- 
titudes towards them and their children, par- 
ticularly if they are boys, for years. I have ac- 
tually heard rumors that some women were of 
fended by other women who had children by 
heterosexual sex (as if their children badged 
them as somehow “‘tainted’’), an attitude I find 
incredibly ant-woman and anti-child. Several 
mothers of older children have communicated 
to me that they felt lesbians expected them to 
be embarrassed that they had children or, even 
more, that they were glad they had children, 
In the slow process of learning what we want 
to keep and what we want to throw out, we 
seem unfortunately to hurt each other in 
almost irreparable ways. For these attitudes, 
not held by any mothers | know who had 
children after coming out, have nonetheless 
added to the distance between mothers. 
Because, some of us experience a differential 
oppression based not on having children, but 
on bow we have children. And, if other 
members of the mother Community in- 
advertendy make unfeeling or insensitive com- 
ments which reinforce these opinions, the 
alienation escalates, 

This goes the other way, too. Once, while 
I was having lunch with a mother by insemina- 
tion, a woman who had had a child previous 
to coming out said to us, “1 thought about hav- 


ing another child, but just don’t think I'd like 
to have achild without a father.” She seemed 
not to realize that she was sitting with two 
women whose children did not, in fact, have 
fathers. 

If we are to begin to understand and respect 
each other’s differences, I believe we need to 
begin to ask questions like, how do you feel 
about having a child without a father? What has 
been positive and negative about that ex- 
perience? Or, on the other side, what’s been 
hard about having children before coming out? 
What leftover feelings do you bring to this 
community, literally in its “baby” stages? We 
need to begin to listen and talk, to start from 
scratch and learn from each other. 

Perhaps it’s appropriate to think about why 
(or whether) we should work towards a sense 
of community. Are we all satisfied with the pic- 
nics where there are so few older children, 
meetings where mothers of older children are 
in the minority? (I, of course, don’t know 
whether there are other picnics and meetings 
where the opposite is the case.) Are the dif- 
ferences too great and the similarities too few 
to warrant our mutual education and com- 
munity development? I certainly don’t feel that

way. The concerns we share are many, and as 
more and more lesbians have children and the 
children already here become older, we can 
expect the differences will narrow at an in- 
creasing rate. Aside from that, I for one need 
the experience and support of women who 
have older kids, who have gotten through the 
things I'm beginning to face. Just as women 
considering children ask me what it’s like to 
have a young child, I want to develop a com- 
munity in which I can ask for information and 
gain the assurance that my three-four year old 
will get past this stage and on to another. I 
believe a sense of continuity and progress ts 
vital in the struggle to parent. I need to know 
that my situation will change as my child 
becomes more mature. 

Women have done this for each other 
through the centuries. Extended families and 
close communities have served as a4 Means to 
learn about parenting and children, to help 
each other. | imagine a community where we 
create these kinds of ties and “community” 
comes to mean “family.” 


Camp/Conference Retreat 
for Lesbian Mothers 


hen | worked on the Lesbian 
Inseminatton Conference this 
vear, | was disappointed that the 


energy and focus of the organizing group 
precluded an all-inclusive lesbian mothering 
conference. I chose to work on this one, tak- 
ing what I could get at the time, but also afraid 
that such a neo-lesbian mother focus would 
further alienate women with children through 
heterosexual relationships. I was excited by the 
feeling of community and real sharing I felt at 
that conference, but that made me even more 
acutely aware that I wanted a space to get 
together, all lesbian mothers, and begin to 
define the issues we have in common and how 
we Can get stronger together. 

How about this fantasy? I'd like to see a three 
day retreat for lesbian mothers and our kids, 
with an all:age camp, music for kids and adults, 
with discussion groups and workshops, inten- 
sive learning classes and fun. I'd like to see us 
get out of the fray and try relating to each other 
without all the pressures we experience every 
day. I'd like to see women who live with and 
relate to children in all kinds of capacities have 
an event that would really reflect our interests 
and concerns. 

Perhaps it’s far-fetched to imagine such a 
monumental undertaking. And yet, how many 
times have mothers been in the forefront in the 
planning of conferences which barely touch- 
ed our issues as mothers. Ironically, by the time 
we get to our political work, we often want a 
break from parenting. And so, many of the 
organizers of the Insemination conferences 
were not themselves parents. 

But I believe it would be incredible reward- 
ing to hold such an event. I want to know what 
other mothers feel about things, and I want a 
space where the needs of mothers and children 
are put first instead of added on as an after- 
thought, when every other detail has been 
worked out. Too many times, I’ve spent hours 
when I should have been learning about or en- 
joying something else, worrying that childcare 
was inadequare or fuming because of anti-child 
attitudes. How refreshing it would be to spend 
time enjoying other mothers and participating 
in a child-centered, parent-centered 
environment. 

Fantasy? Maybe. But that’s how things start. 
This winter, some of us held monthly forums 
just to talk about issues of concern to us, and 
to network together. On a small level, they met 
some of the needs | feel for contact and interac- 
tion. | want to see more of that, expanded and 
broad. I hesitate to suggest that we take on 
such a project, when I know that most (or all) 
parents are already overwhelmed, yet I believe 
the effort would pay off. One day of that com- 
munity feeling, during the last conference, just 
began to touch many of the things I wanted 
to share and learn about. There just wasn't time 
to make all the connections we wanted to 
make or explore our differences and 
similarities. But what I really want to do 
together is HAVE SOME FUN! 

Is it appealing to anyone else out there? Let 
me know if it is—maybe next summer would 
be a good time. I'm serious—don't laugh. Then 
later we can expand it to a summer camp, a 
retreat...the possibilities are endless. I feel the 
time coming when we'll be felt as the strong 
positive presence we've always been—we re 
ripe for some organizing. Get in touch if you 
think so, too. Pll be waiting to hear from vou.

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HERSTORICAL 
WANDERGROUND 


By LYNN FoNFA 


e all save mementos, even when 

we would just as soon forget 

both them and their meaning. 
Remember those letters you almost tore up, Or 
the flyers you worked so hard on, only to near- 
ly toss them into the nearest trash can? But you 
didn't. You put them in boxes. 

We've all put memories of our lives into 
boxes and neglected them. What happens to 
the letters in that box, folded and forgotten, 
is the story of this column. How can we 
carefully save these special mementos so that 
they do not, quite literally, fade away? 

Lesbians who have visited the West Coast 
Lesbian Collections or have read this column 
know that it is the scrapbooks of “everyday 
lesbians’ which make up the bulk of the 
WCLC archives and library. Everyone's per- 
sonal collection is important. Preserving our 
papers can begin with certain basic steps. 
We've put together a few suggestions so that 
your mementos will last for you, and hopefully 
for lesbians who someday will discover them 
in a lesbian archives. 

Don’t use staples, scotch tape or glue on any 
papers or photographs. The staples rust, the 
glue eats the materials and scotch tape leaves 
marks. Although a little more expensive, plastic 
staples and archival tape are much better to 
use. These tools of the trade will help you keep 
your things organized without further damag- 
ing them. 

Try to store your mementos in a place 
where there is little direct sunlight, water 
leakage or extensive heat. All these cause con- 
siderable damage, such as curling photographs 
and yellowing papers. 


Basements. This is the worst, yet most 
common place to store things. Basements are 
damp and cause mildew. It is very expensive 
to restore materials that have been damaged 
through mildew, but don’t through them out 
in despair—all is not lost. First, separate mil- 
dewed papers or photographs in order to pro- 
tect any materials which have not been af- 
fected. Second, make photocopies of the 
materials, making certain that you copy both 
sides. You should dispose of the originals. 

Papers. Unfold any papers and documents. 
Leaving them folded will likely cause tears in 
the creases. Personal letters are preserved bet- 
ter if they are taken out of their envelopes and 
unfolded. You can use a plastic clip to keep the 
pages together. If the envelope has special sen-

on the seal will fade the writing on the letter 
paper. 

For any papers or written materials from 
organizations or groups, you can attach addi- 
tional information. For example, you can make 
a note mentioning other lesbians involved, 
significant debates or events, any descriptive 
information, and any dates. 

Photographs. Photographs need special 
care. Again, keeping them out of direct sunlight 
and excessive heat or dampness is critical. 
Store them vertically, do not stack them. Col- 
or slides have a tendency to fade—you might 
consider making copies in black and white. 

Don’t mark on the back of your 
photographs with pen. Always use pencil. Pen 

marks seep through to the other side and ruin 
the image. Identifying the people in the picture 
is important. Be sure to indicate where 
everyone is in any group picture. But do it in 
pencil. Do not press hard or the pressure will 
hurt the image side. 

Newspaper clippings. A lot of us collect 
clippings or issues of periodicals and 
magazines. What we need to remember is that 
newspaper is likely to yellow or become brit- 
tle. The paper is highly acidic and often 
damages other materials which come into con- 
tact with it for any length of time. Be certain 
to separate Out newspaper clippings into their 
own foldr or box. The best solution is to make 
photocopies of articles—the photocopies will 
last longer. 

Tape recordings. Like paper, tapes are ex- 
tremely delicate. They need to be stored away 
from sunlight and heat. Do not stack them, try 
to store them vertically. Be certain to label 
them right away, otherwise you’re likely to 
forget important information. Label both the 
container and the tape, and mark the number 
of the tape if there is more than one in the 
series. You are better off with 60 minute tapes, 
and certain 90 minute brands, because these 
tapes are more durable and less likely to break. 
Tapes stay in better condition if they are re- 
wound on a regular schedule. Usually once or 
twice a year is enough. 

Dates. Even though dates are very impor- 
tant, many groups neglect to put the date and 
year on their flyers, posters or brochures. Try 
to go through any kind of handouts you may 
have saved and date them on the back—in 
pencil. If you are not positive of the year, just 
mark it and indicate your guess with a ques- 
tion mark or ‘‘ca.’’ Remember to date flyers 
you collect in the future.

t was an Event! It was a Happening! No, it 
was more like a Close Encounters landing. 
Actually, it was Glamor Rock...featuring 
Dexter DeVoe...in their rock debut at the Plush 


Room, 

But it wasn't your standard debut, and try- 
ing to get it down on paper is about as easy as 
picking up a drop of quicksilver. You had to 
be there. 

Glamor Rock’s fine band is headed by 
musical director and keyboardist Scott Singer 
and features Nate Pitts on bass, Mike Doyle on 
guitar (excelling on some solo parts) and Dan 
Fink on drums. They're a superb quartet of 
musicians and under Singer's lead they pro- 
duced a sound that fairly shivered the 
overhead stained glass window. 

DeVoe materialized on stage accountered 
(‘costumed” doesn't begin to describe the ef- 
fect!) in skin-tight black body stocking top- 
ped by white jacket with black epaulets, black 
shades, and white vachting cap. Song by song 
he peeled away jacket, silver vest, silver sleeve, 
cap, glasses, and finally arrived at a glistening 
bare chest under a black top slashed to below 
his navel. All the while he’s singing, dancing 
in place, using his body to invite and reject, 
and in general, raising hell. 

DeVoe opened with a frenzied melange of 
“Rebel ‘Yell “"Lers Spend: the Night 
Together, “Hot Girls in Love, and “White 
Wedding.” Then he ripped into “Hyper Ac 
tive’ with some pelvic action that makes the 
Tahitian hula look like slow motion, and kept 
up the body language through “Love Light” 
and a raging, defiant “Bull Shit.” 

And still moving. Flaring his nostrils. Toss: 
ing his head. Turning to flip a defiant derriere 
at the audience as he pours out the heavy 
message of “Doves Cry” from Purple Rai. 
Momentarily off stage, he’s back in a shim 
mery, glittery gold sequined top...then a 
leopard job with black feathers. Off with 
that...and on with a silver beaded jacket! But 
there’s not a break in the show 

You're in the presence of a persona, and 
DeVoe swings into his own composition, a 
good rock ballad called “No Way Back.” And, 
finally, a number / recognized, “La Vie en 
Rose.” But different. Haughty, insolent, total- 
Iv sexual. He followed with “Talk to You 
Later” and “Far from Over and was gone 
Disappeared, Silence, Applause. You begin to 
wonder: Did I really see it? Did T really hear it? 
Did IT imagine it? 

Somewhere inside DeVoe's dancer's body 
there’s a voice with quality and range, but 
Glamor Rock overpowers with volume, tem- 
po, prancing, strutting, glitter, and an an 
drogynous sexual insolence that’s calculated 
to cause a riot. It was a wild and wooly emo- 
tional release for an audience that seemed to 
be caught in the throes of multiple orgasm. 
Like my grandma would have said, “He cer- 
tainly made a spectacle of himself”

K..R4.2y for Gershwin, the musical revue 
that opened at Fanny’s and then shifted to the 
Plush Room, has now taken over the Thur., 
Fri. and Sat. time slot at the 1177 Club for an 
open-ended run. Conceived and executed by 
Patricia Butler (book) and Scott McKenzie (ar- 
rangements and musical direction), it’s an am- 
bitious undertaking. Featuring 39 numbers in 
all, George and Ira’s words and music are 
loosely grouped around such themes as Tin 
Pan Alley, Broadway, musical comedy scores, 
and of course, Porgy and Bess. 

The ensemble features Ms. Butler, Wayne 
Harrell, John Lusk, and BethAnne McGuire. 
While continuity was effective throughout, the 
show was somewhat slow on takeoff. A bet- 
ter balance of energy levels—Butler’s was at 
high peak throughout—would have moved 
the revue at a brisker pace. 

I especially liked Wayne Harrelll’s soft, 
lullaby-like approach to “Swanee,”’ John Lusk’s 
romantic baritone on “Ive Got a Crush on 
You,” and both gentlemen's tossed off duet on 
“My One and Only.” 

But the serendipitous delight of the evening 
turned out to be the voice of the winsome 
BethAnne McGuire. Her face reveals a kind of 
1940's innocence, and when you add her ex- 
quistely modulated soprano to the lyrics of 
But Not for Me,” you've got something good 
going. Her duet with Harrell on “Who Cares” 
was a special high point, as was her lovely solo 
on “Someone to Watch Over Me.” 

Assigning herself a solo from Girl Crazy. 
Butler attacked “Sam and Delilah” with great 
fervor and, although the song is not particular- 
ly memorable, she slithered atop the piano 
with an abandon that revealed the handsomest 
pair of legs on the cabaret circuit. It was not 
until the Porgy and Bess segment that she came 
into her own. With “My Man’s Gone Now” 
she pulled out all the vocal and dramatic stops 
and took the ribbon for “best of show.” 


From the same opera, McGuire and the 
ensemble produced a beautiful “Summer- 
time.’ Harrell was impressive on “There's a 
Boat Dat’s Leavin’.”’ McGuire and Lusk paired 
on the sure-fire “Bess You is My Woman 
Now.” The quality of Mr. Lusk’s baritone is 
fine, but too often throughout the evening his 
delivery seemed to lack force and emotional 
convicuon. 

McKenzie’s irresistable arrangement: of 
“Strike Up the Band” closed the evening. 
Choreography by Marty Douglas. Gowns were 
by Christopher E. Thompsen and Patricia 
Butler's second act creation (jean Harlow built 
a career ona dress like that!) deserves a special 
bow. 


Whoreana King, one of the enduring legends 
of pop music, brought her remarkable talent 
to Mame’s for four sold-out nights. 

Vocally and stylistically, she is one of a kind. 
Opening with “You Stepped out of a Dream, © 
she spun out her pure, soft, high notes with ef- 
fortless control. She followed with the seldom 
heard ballad, **Time Was,” and then soared 
through a breezy rendition of “Love is Sweep- 
ing the Country.” 

King’s arrangements are so unique and her 
musical attack so special, you might get the im- 
pression that she is actually doing some warm 
up scatting before settling into the lyrics. Such 
was the case with ‘Send in the Clowns.”’ She 
was well into the song before I recognized her 
highly embroidered approach to that too- 
familiar melody. ‘‘The Lady is'‘a Tramp” was 
a delightful pastiche, and her delivery in Por- 
tuguese of the lilting “Corcovado” was a 
gorgeously phrased CXELCISE in 
understatement. 


I don't recall ever having experienced a 
more attentive audience in a cabaret. When 
King sang her a capella version of the wistful 
“When the World was Young,” every 
whispered note carried the room. She closed 
with a simple and exquisite reading of “God 
Bless the Child.” 

Her superb vocals were complimented by 
Don Haas on piano, Mario Suraci on bass, and 
Joe Rae on drums. The effect was like a quartet 
of instruments plaving off each other for the 
sheer joy of it. 

Unfortunately, the lighting was so subducd 
that from where I sat [could not quite bring 
her features into focus. Otherwise, a very 
special experience 


Logics Bergren and Jae Ross, mainstays of the 
cabaret scene, pooled their talents recently for 
a one-night stand at the Plush Room. 
Opening with the upbeat “Perfect Combina- 
tion, the duo sang half a dozen duets that in- 
cluded a very effective “He's Out of My Life.” 
a simple but delightfully choreographed “One 
Step: Fats Waller's “Handful of Keys” and the 


lovely Michelle Legrand-Bergmans’ ballad, 
“How Do You Keep the Music Playing?”’ 

La Bergman took center stage for a beautiful 
reading of Amanda McBroom’'s *‘From Where 
| Stand,” and among her other solo ballads | 
especially liked Janis Ian’s “In the Winter.” 
Ross's solo turns included Steve McKay's sam- 
ba “Still Love You;”’ a rousing audience par- 
ticipation number, “Go To Hell;”’ and a tender- 
lv sung, genuinely emoted ballad “Open 
Arms.’ 

For their encore, Bergren/Ross brought 
down the house with a medley of ‘La Cage” 
songs. Lynda was in the black boa, Jae was in 
the red. If you've always wondered what Jae 
would look like in a blond shoulder length 
page boy, you'll have your chance September 
{4th at Mame’s. They'll do an encore perfor- 
mance...with some new numbers added.

Bead Wong, a featured dancer in La Cage 
Aux Folles and a native San Francisco, made an 
auspicious solo cabaret debut at the Plush 
Room, before the show departed for its Los 
Angeles run. 

Bradd is a young, ingratiating performer 
whose relaxed approach created an ‘‘at home” 
ambience as he chatted with the audience bet- 
ween numbers. He has a strong, confident 
delivery and he can read a lyric with convic- 
tion and, when appropriate, with considerable 
Wil. 


Opening with “It's Gonna be a Great Day.” 
Bradd moved leisurely through a long program) 
that included a full range of show tunes from 
such masters as Coward, Sondheim and Cole 
Porter, as well as some contemporary pop 
numbers. Special hits were Coward's funny 
“Alice is atit Again,” and the rollicking “The 
Coconut Girl” and Porter's “Gigolo.” 

A group dedicated to his mother included 
two lovely melodies, “My Mother's Eyes,” and 
“Yellow Roses on Her Gown.” It was good to 
hear that old standard, ‘‘I’ll Tell the Man in the 
Street,” and two other effective ballads includ- 
ed “There Won't be Trumpets,” and Neil 
Sedaka's “The Hungry Years.’ Then among 
his numerous dedications to family, friends. 
and La Cage cast members in the audience, he 
dedicated a special Sondheim medley to the 
Cagelles. This charming showgirl send up in- 
cluded “Beautiful Girls’’ from Follies, “‘Pretty 
Lady” from Pacific Overtures, and °’ Pretty 
Women” from Sweeney Todd. A delightful 
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tribute. Bradd signed off with a touching, 
nostalgic “Danny Boy” dedicated to his father.

Dantene Popovic is a very funny woman. 
Now appearing in an open-ended run at the 
1177 Club on Thurs., Fri., and Sat. at 7 pm, she 
is a total delight. 

After a brief piano overture by accompanist 
Steve Binder (the theme from Looney Tunes), 
Ms. Popovic makes her entrance through the 
audience. She totes her own spotlight, a 
battery-operated lantern, and sings “Sweet 
Georgie Brown’ ina Slavic accent and in a tem- 
po that sets jazz back fifty years. She takes the 
stage and peers out, her bright eyes innocent 
but wary, ready to ward off any loose cabbages 
that may come her way. 

She talks a little about her family, her ethnic 
background, and the responsibilities of being 
the world’s first and possibly only Serbian 
Super Star.”’ Then she launches into her recent 
hit, ‘Never Hit Your Grandma with a Shovel.” 
Her marvelously facile face and her special 
brand of madness, now has the audience com- 
pletely under her spell. A razz-ma-tazz burles- 
que of a half dozen ‘“‘big opening” songs 
sounds suspiciously like Merman doing Mer- 
man. Her reverent, tasteful, sincere delivery of 
the ‘Ultimate Academy Awards Speech” (the 
one for which she received her Master's 
Degree from some correspondence school for 
the dramatic arts) was a special gem. 

Then, as the ingratiatingly charming Dee 
Dee Ditweiler, direct from every Elk’s Club in 
the country, she tells jokes (you'll laugh) she 
sings (you'll laugh) and she does impressions, 
including one of a cow being milked for the 
first time (you'll really laugh). Her delivery of 
“I Wish You Love,” with slightly altered lyrics, 
is a knock-out. 

Ms. Popovic lent her considerable comedic 


talents to the musical revue, With Relish, 
several seasons ago and from that show she 
reprised two numbers, the satiric “Keeping 
Kosher”’ and the even funnier ‘‘Chocaholic.”’ 

Popovic is a natural. She doesn’t just read 
funny material. She zs her material. Along with 
the rest of the audience, I laughed throughout 
her show. Not polite laughs. Belly laughs. This 
is the freshest, most polished comedy act I've 
seen in a long time. Go see it. Enjoy.

Leen Jiles made one of her rare appearances 
at Mame’s on Friday the 24th, and judging 
from her entrance singing “Come Back to Me,” 
she had new and old friends wired and turn- 
ed on. One of the finest (if not the finest) 
vocalist singing in the Bay Area, her musician- 
ship is a marvel to witness. 

Her first set of a dozen or more numbers in- 
cluded several pop and jazz standards, 
although she managed to bring to each one 
something new and personal. A tender “'So- 
meone to Watch Over Me’”’ set the mood for 
supercharged ‘‘I Was a Fool to Let You Go.” 
After her introspective reading of Billie Holi- 
day’s “You've Changed,” she whipped the 
crowded room into a frenzy with that cabaret 
cliche ‘Guess Who I Saw Today My Dear?” 
While I had hoped never to hear this song 
again, it was like hearing it for the first time. 
No namby-pamby cuteness about the Jiles’ 
version—she brought to it all of the rage of a 
lover done wrong. It was a unique instance of 
hearing a song done better than it was in the 
Original Broadway show. 

Jiles’ “Stormy Monday Blues’ had just 
enough gospel technique bubbling under the 


surface to bring the restless natives to a revival- 
meeting pitch, and a change of pace brought 
the Latin beat of “Mr. Melody,” stirring every 
bead on her white beaded dress. “I’m Glad 
There is You,” segued into “You and Me 
Against the World,’ and for the closing 
number we got her powerhouse version of 
“Who Can I Turn To?” 

Even before the wild applause, the wave of 
affection that swept towards her made you 
realize you were in the presence of someone 
special. 

“Sweet and sexy” (her words) Bob Bendorff 
was never better on piano, and Neil Heidler on 
bass and Jeff Bond on drums can take their 
share of credit for an exciting night.

An eclectic program ranged from the coun- 
try/western ‘Too Drunk to Remember,” to a 
Brenda Lee medley, to such “‘biggie’’ ballads 
as ‘Through the Eyes of Love,” and ‘Help Me 
Make it Through the Night.’’

Another original, ‘“You Can't Take 
My Love Away with You,”’ was given a coun- 
try reading, a somewhat arbitrary framework 
considering the universality of its first-rate 
lyrics. She was joined by Tom Anderson who 
lent his beautiful tenor to an impassioned duet 
of “Looking for a Sign,” another Maynard with 
“hit’’ potential. She closed the evening with 
her own ‘‘My Heart.” At the risk of being 
redundant, I can only say it was a happy mar- 
riage of theme, music, and words. 

Mark Brinkman handled backup vocals and 
the trio was headed by Sam Rudin on 
keyboards, with the brothers Barrios, Amadeo 
and Adrian, on bass and drums respectively.

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Cinderella II: A Fairy Story

ver wonder what happened after Prince 

Charming took Cinderella to wife? Dan 

Curzon did. So he whipped up a frothy 
sequel, Dan Turner contributed the music to 
16 songs, and together they co-wrote the lyrics 
for the current Angels of Light production. 

This joyous concept begins with a pompous 
voice-Over narrator (Gary G. Gach) who pro- 
jects some medieval illustrations on the scrim 
and attempts to tell the story of Cinderella. But 
the Angels cast will have none of it. They shout 
him down each time he begins the traditional 
story line and proceeded in their merrily 
perverse way to dramatize their own version 
of what really happened. 

The Prince, of course, is Rodney Price (star 
dancer and co-artistic director of The Angels 
of Light). He’s loaded with charm but bored 
with Cinderella (Frances Marie Sholly), except 
as a Sex Object. Cinderellla’s bored, too, and 
keeps popping out of bed at crucial moments 
to dust, scrub, and straighten up the place. 

Enter Charming’s brother, Prince Moe 
(Richard Pardini) who is said to have mo charm 
but who ¢s favored with a fine singing voice. 
He's hot for Cinderella. Enter Tickle (Tommy 
Janes) the jester. He's hot to dispose of both 
brothers and take over the throne and 
Cinderella. Now enter Fairy Godmother 
(Beaver Bauer), who is in a total snit because 
her wand keeps malfunctioning. Meantime, 
Cinderella runs off to her father’s house 
because she’s homesick for some of that good 
Ole’ S&M treatment from her stepsisters. 

Are you following? Doesn't matter. Father, 
stepmother, and evil sisters arrive to play the 
palace while the lovers, Tickle, and an assort- 
ment of animals and villains chase about the 
forest, stopping occasionally for a song, a tap 
dance, or a ballet. Fairy Godmother arrives to 
straighten out the mess, but her wand totally 
misfires. Prince Charming turns into a pretty 
Cinderella. Cinderella turns into Prince Moe. 
And charmless Moe becomes Charming 
himself. 

Still following me? Doesn't matter. It's a 
cross-dress situation, giving them all a chance 
to examine their lives and the roles they play. 
But it’s a fairy tale and when they're all turn- 
ed back into their real selves, they set about 
making amends. Prince Charming abdicates in 
favor of Cinderella and Moe; the stepsisters are 
converted into nuns and sent off with paddles 
to do their bit for Catholic education; Fairy 
Godmother retires (she was sick of 
everybody's ‘‘gimmie, gimmie” attitude); and 
the narrator gives up in a petulant rage because 
nobody followed his story line. 

The costumes are highly imaginative (Beaver 
Bauer at her creative best); sets were handsome 
(Ric Tringali) though now and then a little 
balky; the choreography was bright and flashy, 
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especially an exuberant tap number by Rodney 
Price and Tommy Hanes. But that ballet in the 
forest seemed interminable. 

As I said, the concept was joyous, but alas, 
concept ain’t enough. The sKow ran 2% hours 
and would have been much improved with a 
half an hour trimmed away. Director David 
Hillbrand needs to sharpen the pace con- 
siderably, pick up on the cues, cut dialogue 
once the point has been made, and revise some 
of the self-indulgent choreography. Less could 
be a lot more! 

Although the music is pleasant, a couple of 
stronger songs would help. Most of the 
numbers were ensemble pieces but the plot 
begs for a solo or two and another duet. I lik- 
ed the ballad “How Far Can Love Reach” and 
the finale ‘‘Magic’s Here,”’ but otherwise the 
score seemed somewhat repetitive. Musical 
direction was by Scrumbly Koldewyn, who 
also did most of the arrangements. 

The irrepressible Janice Sukaitis (stepsister 
Odia) again proved that she is one of the fun- 
niest people on our musical stage. With or 
without scripted lines, this one-woman cross 
between Imogene Coca and the Marx Brothers 
is a delight to watch. And with Sukaitis calling 
the shots, there isn’t much sister Gargola (Mar- 
tin Zero) can do except play straight man. 

Stepmother Jan Mauro’s role seemed less 
well defined. Visually she made a strong im- 
pression, but both she and Father (Walter 
Mayes) lacked strong characterization. 

Cinderella II has terrific potential, but right 
now it lacks focus, pace...and that aura of spon- 
taneity we've come to expect from the Angels.

arly in 1984, several theater people, 

including playwright C.D. Arnold, Alan 

Estes of Theater Rhino, and director 
Robert Pitman began to discuss a theatrical 
response to the AIDS crisis, something which 
might be taken to street fairs, parks and the 
then-pending Democratic convention. Pitman 
came to Estes with a proposal, and Estes was 
able to secure funding through the city’s Hotel 
Tax Fund and the Golden Gate Business 
Association Foundation. Estes’ tragic and un- 
timely death from AIDS and the theater's 
recovery from an exhausting past season Caus- 
ed the project to languish, until actor/director 
Leland Moss stepped in to save it. 

Moss looked to put together something 
tighter and more structured than 4a street 
theater type performance. Out of some thirty- 
five scripts submitted, Moss selected seven- 
teen, each no longer than ten minutes, and ar- 
ranged in a ‘‘modular theater” fashion. Though 
all the pieces: will be presented during eight 
evenings at Studio Rhino, Moss hopes that 
organizations and their audiences in and out- 
side the gay community will avail themselves 
of individual pieces to spawn. discussion, 
enlighten and help gays and non-gays deal bet- 
ter with the AIDS crisis. The idea, Moss 
stresses, is that Artists Involved with Death and 
Survival should educate and empower, as well

illed as a contemporary opera, this fine 
musical treatment of the life of Billie 


composer/lyricist/director/choreographer 
Danny Duncan. (Duncan's Generations which 
played at the Alcazar a few seasons back is 
scheduled for a Broadway opening next year.) 

From prologue to epilogue, Billie's Song 
sizzles at a fast pace through 17 scenes, 28 


numbers. Best of all, however, this musical 
drama introduces Cindy Herron, who portrays 
young Billie in the first act. A remarkable singer 
and an accomplished actress, Cindy's ex- 
pressive face carries all of the wide-eyed won- 
der of a young Lady Day. And when she does 
her big number “Only When I'm Singing,” 
magic happens. From an impressionalbe teen- 
ager (she loves that ho’ house music), she 
grows into the woman who becomes Billie. 
Cindy Herron reveals a natural grace and a 
talent that can only take her right to the top. 

Carmelita Herron (Cindy’s sister) plays Billie, 
the star in the second act. Due to the 
kaleidoscopic nature of the plot (Billie now 
ricochets from one unhappy affair to another, 
from drugs to hospitals to prisons, from star 
dom to ultimate tragedy), it’s a difficult role to

A sampling of material to be performed in- 
cludes Adele Prandini’s Mama's Boy, a story 
of how a mother from the Midwest deals with 
her son's illness and death, Reverend What's 
His Name by Daniel Curzon in which a 
Falwellian Sunday School teacher preaches on 
the evils of AIDS, two pieces by actor/come- 
dian Dough Holsclaw, a monologue entitled 
Spice Queen and a vignette /t's My Party. 
where four gavs discuss safe sex, a variation of 
the game show To Tell the Truth, and a 
monologue by director Moss, Murray, based 
on the telephone conversation of Arnold, a 
character from Torch Song Trilogy. The cast 
comprises fifteen men and three women. 

According to Moss, the production has been 
particularly demanding, given the proximity of 
the ‘real world” experiences of AIDS and the 
theatrical ones. Says Moss, “It takes a lot of guts 
for everyone involved to be in this when peo- 
ple are really dying around us.’ Moss recalls 
the very recent death of Bobbi Campbell 
which tore through the cast. He says the actors 
have been a tremendous support group for 
him and themselves. Moss is dedicated not on- 
ly to the artistic success of the pieces, but also 
to the hope that the project can be a forceful 
and illuminating teaching tool for gays and the 
public at large.

interpret. Since Billie never seems to be in con- 
trol of either her personal life or her career, the 
glimpses we're given of her roller coaster ex- 
istence are only external views. I'd have 
welcomed one quiet monologue or dramatic 
scene with Billie expressing herself. Why was 
she insecure? Why couldn't she handle her 
stardom? What went wrong? When? 

Bunted from one quick scene to the next, 
Carmelita Herron has little chance to develop 
characterization. In moments of crisis, she too 
often expresses deep emotion with a gesture 
of hand to the forehead. More subtlety would 
engender greater empathy. But when her big 
number arrives, the touching ballad ‘“You Are 
All | Have,” she gives it full vocal and dramatic 
justice, 

Oddly enough, most of the numbers in 
Billie's Song are ensemble pieces. Both young 
Billie and star Billie deserve at least one other 
solo aria. (Matter of fact, for a gut-wrenching, 
theatrical catharsis—and a socko final 
curtain—I'd like Billie to rouse herself from her 
hospital bed for a reprise of “Only When I'm 
Singing.’ Not only is this fine song a fitting 
coda for the story of her life, but there 
wouldn't be a dry eye in the house!) 

Over twenty singers and dancers tackle the 
multiple roles of reporters, whores, narcotic 
agents, judges, newsboys, nurses, lovers and 
relatives. Ella Jamerson as Billie’s mother is an 
accomplished actress who knows how to take 
charge of a scene. Her early number ‘Good

ecrets don't remain very secretive in San 

Francisco for too long, but when I found 

out that Lily Tomlin was going to be in 
town at Bimbo’s on Saturday, August 11th, | 
felt as though I was in on the mystery of the 
month. 

Before I go into Lily’s performance, I have 
to tell you how I found out about it in the first 
place. 

While sitting in the Baybrick one Sunday 
afternoon with seven of my closest friends, 
one of the seven, Esta Udinsky, went to the bar 
for drinks. She returned with a poorly-printed 
flyer proclaiming that the following Sunday 
Tomlin would be at Bimbo's. We couldn't 
believe it! Lily Tomlin!! Where was this adver- 
tised? Where is Bimbo’s? Is this the REAL LI- 
LY TOMLIN? Maybe it’s a Lily Tomlin imper- 
sonator, offered Esta. We all agreed that this 
could not be real, but I called the phone 
number on the flyer and made reservations for 
fourteen just to be on the safe side. A machine 
answered the phone, I left a detailed message, 
and really didn’t think too much more about it. 

By Thursday morning no one from Bimbo's 
had returned my call. Okay, this is a sham, | 
thought. But Thursday afternoon a woman 
called, identified herself as Tomlin’s manager. 
| asked her if the real Lily Tomlin would be per- 
forming; Yes, was her answer. Not a drag 
queen; No, was her answer. Fine. | upped the 
reservation to twenty, hung up with her, and 
called Esta. 

I went down to Bimbo's on the Saturday of 
the performance at noon to pick up the tickets. 
Nothing was ready, tickets, nothin’. So I 
cooled my heels and sort of irritatedly hung 
out. I glanced at the marquee, which read “LI- 
LY TOMLIN—TONIGHT—8:00 ONLY.” 

All was not lost, and my irritation subsided 
as a blue stretch limo pulled up. YOU GOT IT, 
TOYOTA! OUT STEPPED LILY TOMLIN HER- 
SELF. Did I have my camera? No! Tomlin of- 
fered hugs and kisses, which of course I ac- 
cepted, and off she went into Bimbo's. 

A few minutes later a man came out of Bim- 
bo’'s and changed the marquee to read ““WED- 
DINGS, BANQUETS AND DINNER PARTIES.” 
What the hell is going on here, I said to no one 
in particular. Why was there no major adver- 
tising? Everything was so sotto voce. 

Went back to see the show at 8:00, and the 
reasons were Clear. 

Lights came on. Tomlin came out (figurative- 
ly; I won't be the one who says that Tomlin 
is a lezzie). She explained that she was present- 
ing new material, some of which she would 
read from a book. Throughout the show, she 
directed both the lighting and sound people. 

No props, save the ‘‘book.”’ 

Material presented included “Crazy Lady,” 
a Character who “‘retused to be intimidated by 
reality.’’ She also ‘‘did’’ a teenaged runaway, 
a girl misunderstood by her parents who ends 
up at the home of her grandparents. At this 
point Tomlin was actually playing three

characters who interchange a non-stop 
dialogue among themselves. I’m sure that most 
people in the audience felt the presence of 
three actual people on stage at one time. 
The “‘Bored Rich Woman” was a piece so 
real that it was hysterical. Rich woman sitting 
in a very fancy beauty salon waiting for her 


‘hairdresser, a man who has totally fucked up 


her hair in the past. It didn’t matter that the 
hairdresser was a fool; what mattered was that 
this particular salon was the in place to be. 
Tomlin transformed herself into a very attrac- 
tive, very rich, very bored woman, and she did 
so with gesture and inflection, not props! 

As Bored Rich Woman, she spoke of having 
an affair, all the while flipping through a 
women’s magazine, a la Mademoiselle, cer- 
tainly not Ms. She spoke of how her life is filled 
with beauty salons, lunches at Lutece and en- 
nui. The piece made me feel sorry for rich, 
bored women, which is exactly why it was so 
funny. The way Tomlin can create humor out 
of derisiveness and pathos is, in my mind, very 
funny. I'll admit that you have to be a little sick 
to enjoy it. 

She also did what she described as the 
‘Feminist Piece.’ She took the audience

y first visit to Panos’ was some seven 

years ago. At that time it was 

primarily a Greek neighborhood 
restaurant. Today, Panos’ has changed. The ap- 
petizers are still primarily Greek and very good 
indeed. The entrees have changed to become 
more of a seafood grill with some Greek 
influences. 

I was greeted by Kim Kelley, who acted as 
hostess. She was bright and friendly, and very 
efficient. My name was taken, and I was told, 
“No more than a ten minute wait.”’ This pro- 
ved to be the case. While there were places at 
the counter, I preferred a table, and this was 
set and shortly I was seated. 

By the way, if you like to eat early or are on 
the way to a play, opera, or movie, you will 
receive 20% off if you eat between 5 and 6 
p.m. 

Shortly after arriving at my table, Elizabeth 
arrived with a basket of warm pita bread and 
sweet butter. Elizabeth Scott has worked here 
for 6 to 8 years counting time off for trips and 
tours. She is a striking woman, with a mod 
hairdo, that I have seen at the Stud. I ordered 
the dolmadakia and taramosalata combination 
in order to sample both appetizers. The former 
was a delight, with a sprinkling of fresh lemon, 
the grape leaves being tender and redolent of 
good quality olive oil. The taramosalata was

oza Albert! is a play and fantasy 

about the consequences of the Se- 

cond Coming to South Africa by 
Morena, the Saviour. 

The play begins with two Black musicians 
plying their trade, when a white policeman ap- 
pears and arrests them because they don't have 
work permits. They are sent to prison. While 
in prison one musician becomes infuriated 
when another fellow prisoner constantly 
thanks Morena (Jesus) for his lot. Later the 
prisoners meet again and begin to fantasize 
about what would happen if Jesus (Morena) 
came to South Africa. 

In South Africa every Black person over the 
age of sixteen is forced by law to carry with 
them at all times what is known as a passbook. 
The passbook contains information about age, 
background, employment, etc. If caught 
without a passbook, immediate arrest! The 
passbook is one of the many ways in which 
Black people are controlled in South Africa, 
and it symbolizes the major component of 


through a history of part of the feminist move- 
ment. Several characters were presented, and 
again she went back and forth through 
character and voice with what appeared to be 
little effort. 

During the ‘Feminist Piece,’ Tomlin went 
from being heterosexual to lesbian to bisexual 
back to lesbian back to heterosexual. She was 
butch, she was femme. She was happy mother 
of twin boys and a murderous mother of same 
twin boys. In this work Tomlin took the 
crowd through tie-dye and tofu, from EST to 
submersion tanks to geodesic domes to 
radicals to Shirley Chisholm to Mother Earth 
magazine. She covered everything from about 
1965 to present. She was one person working 
the stage and the audience! 

Tomlin got a few boos and hisses from a few 
people as she did “Feminist Piece.” These peo- 
ple obviously don’t understand satire. 

A great percentage of the audience was 
gay and lesbian, which I'm sure is the reason 
Tomlin played this material to San Francisco 
in the first place. Personnel at Bimbo's said the 
audience was about 620. 

I’m glad I found out about Tomlin, because 
she was well worth the effort. 


their oppression. 

What would happen if Jesus came to South 
Africa? While watching the play | thought 
about a Dylan song, “With God on Our Side.” 
Whose side would Jesus be on? Would he be 
on the side of the white minority? Would he 
be on the side of the Black majority? The play 
raised several issues, one of which is: why pray 
at all when your condition is so inhuman? The 
entire world is watching South Africa, and the 
only real action taken has been to disallow 
South Africa to participate in the Olympic 
Games... 

Jesus does come to South Africa and meets 
the Prime Minister, who labels him a com- 
munist before the major television networks of 
the world. He then meets with several Blacks 
and asks them what they want. The people tell 
him that they want the right to be human. 
They want decent food, housing, the right to 
work and the right to be treated like everyone 
else. 

Of course the government gets wind of this 
and throws Jesus/Morena in jail (Robbin Island, 
a high security prison surrounded by the Atlan- 
tic Ocean off Cape Town, where political 
prisoners are held). Jesus gets out of jail and 
walks across the Atlantic Ocean to Cape Town. 
The government officials find out about this 
trip and immediately dispatch bombers to the 
sight of this miracle and attempt to blow 
Jesus/Morena out of the ocean. The Prime 
Minister goes on television to explain that this 
Jesus was an imposter, and a communist to 
boot. 

Later we see Jesus in a cemetery asking the 
Black keeper if all of the graves are in 
alphabetical order. He asks the keeper where 
the L’s are located, because he is looking for 
another Lazarus. The keeper tells him that no 
Lazarus is buried in this cemetery, but plenty 
of other people are buried there and to get 
about the business of resurrecting them. 

With the help of the keeper, Jesus/Morena 
resurrects people who have been killed by the 
repressive South African government. The first 
person he raises from the dead is Albert 
Luthuli, (hence the title, Woza Albert/ a Zuli 
chief who organized the 1952 defiance cam- 
paign in which thousands of Blacks 
demonstrated against apartheid. Luthuli, 
Steven Biko, Robert Sobukwe, Lillian Ngoyi 
and several others eventually help 
Jesus/Morena restore order in South Africa. 

The entire play is performed by two men, 
Percy Mywa and Mbongeni Ngema. They 
switch roles from musicians to white 
policeman to the voice of Jesus/Morena, and

too garlicky. I passed up the slice of red onion 
that garnished the plate in case I got lucky later 
that evening. 

This is definitely an urban setting, noisy and 
exciting, with people to watch passing outside 
and inside. I noted that the chairs used here are 
the sarne as used by Alexander Girard in the 
Compound in Santa Fe and La Fonda del Sol 
in New York. 

The clientele here is very mixed. A straight 
couple at the next table were talking about the 
neighborhood, and I heard the man say, ‘‘Noe 
Valley, is this a gay neighborhood?” She 
replied, ‘‘Well, there are lots of women, and, 
well, it’s a mixed, very mixed, neighborhood. ”’ 
He replied, ““Oh, well, 1 love Berkeley. You 
know, just great.’’ Panos’ is that kind of place. 

Now, the food: the lemon soup was terrific. 
Fresh and smooth. Very well made. The Greek 
salad is large and very typical, as it is full of feta 
cheese. One is enough for two. 

The specials this night were mostly fish. 
They ranged from grilled swordfish at $11.95, 
to Egg Pasta Linguine at $3.95 with dinner, or 
at $8.95 with soup and salad as an entree. 

Here, I would avoid the house wine. The 
red changes from time to time, and the white 
is currently a Master Cellars Chablis. At this 
time they are serving a North Coast Burgundy. 

The wine list is adequate and priced from 
fair to high. I ordered the Chardonnay La Gian 
Cheneau ’82 at $6 for a half and $10 for a full 
bottle, and must admit that this is a very good 
wine for the price. Don’t tell anyone else, 
Okay? 

My order tonight was the Seafood Saute, 
which was a mixture of squid, scallops, shrimp 
and fillets of seafood. Frankly, mine was a bit 


overcooked. The squid and scallops were on 
the tough side and the shrimp a bit rubbery. 
The fillet was falling apart. If you order this 
dish, ask for it rare or only slightly sauteed. 

The vegetables are al dente and change with 
the season. I felt the broccoli tonight was not 
very well seasoned. The rice pilaf was fine. 

Panos’ is more of a women’s cafe where 
men are welcome, and frankly, made to feel 
quite comfortable. Paige, a DJ. at Amelia’s, and 
a friend were having dinner at the next table. 
Upon noticing that I was taking notes, Paige 
said, ‘‘Give it a Four Star, well at least three.”’ 
I agree. 

The employees here have fun. They seem 
to work well together and enjoy their jobs. The 
chef is Jay Boudinot. Steve Reiner helped 
develop the menu here, though he is no longer 
at Panos. The owner is John Gianaras, who is 
also known as Panos or Pete. 

If you are a single diner or duo, you may 
wish to try the counter, as it is usually available. 

This is a great little neighborhood place. | 
couldn’t help but think that I didn’t see 
anything in Athens as clean and well ordered 
as Panos’! 

Elizabeth urged me to try the chocolate 
espresso cake and coffee. Both were a delight. 
The coffee here is very good, and I failed to 
find out from whom the desserts come, but en- 
joyed the cake very much. 

Whether you are straight, a married couple 
with children, lesbian or gay, I think you will 
enjoy the friendly ambience here. I did. 
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An Imaginery Tale 
of Incest Survival

nce upon a time there was a hand- 

some young man with a lame horse 

(read broken car) who stumbles un- 
wittingly into a kingdom (read a 4,000 acre 
New Zealand sheep ranch) ruled by a 
malevolent despot. His queen is speechless and 
confined to a wheelchair as the result of a 
stroke. Her daughter, the luminous princess 
Kathy is similarly silent because of her father’s 
brutal sexual victimization, Within the first 
moments of this film, we see the explicit and 
horrifying abuse by the king and the rigidly 
held face of the princess who stares unmov- 
ingly at the far wall as he tears at her flesh. 
While the fallen queen knows of the in- 
cestuous activity, she is literally unable to save 
her child and is shown silently wheeling her 
chair past the sounds of her daughters chamber 
where we can hear the sounds of the abuse. 
The king, in addition to being an incest of- 
fender, murders stags for a hobby. We see him 
in his study fondling his extensive collection 
of guns and watched by the baleful stare of the 
mounted stag on the wall over his desk. (Got 
it?) We then see a lovely young stag moving 
freely over the countryside thereby putting the 
last of the necessary cliches in place. 

The story plods forward with the entrance 
of our hero, the new hired hand. He is perfect: 
warm, open, likeable, friendly, intuitive and 
sensitive. Inexplicably, he is invited to the cas- 
tle for a dinner with the king that the lovely 
princess prepares and serves. She is not per- 
mitted to respond to our hero's efforts at con- 
versation and keeps her eyes lowered, causing 
our hero to grow concerned. We know that 
because his eyebrows furrow. After dinner, the 
king warns our hero to “‘leave my stags alone” 
as he looks first at the retreating back of his 
daughter, at the stag mounted on the wall and 
back at our hero. ‘Don’t worry,” assures the 
young man, ‘I don’t hunt.” (Got it?) 

Kathy appears to have been awakened by 
our hero’s interest and goes to her room in the 
castle where she appears to have accumulated 
an extensive complement of makeup. Just how 
or why that happened in the New Zealand out- 
back is never made clear. Nevertheless, she 
liberally applies this paint to her eyes, her 
cheeks and her lips, becoming (to me at least) 
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increasingly grotesque and garish. Gazing in- 
to her looking glass at what is, I suppose, the 
face of a ‘“‘real’’ woman, she sadly smears the 
paint all over her face so that she resembles the 
stroke-altered face of her mother, the queen. 
So now, in her despair and her mother’s 
powerlessness, we understand it is only going 
to be the love of our hero that will set her free. 


gallop off into the fields with joy, abandon and 
all the other appropriate responses in such 
tales. She tells him of her close and loving rela- 
tionship with her mother but cannot speak of 
the horrors in the kingdom for fear he will 
never believe her. Instead they splash and play 
in the breathtakingly beautiful lake near an en- 
chanted hut. It is only when he reaches out to 
touch her that she freezes and runs away. 
Our hero furrows his forehead again and 
persists in finding out what is wrong. Several 
days later, after the king becomes drunk and 
makes advances to all the women who labor

Next we see the king and our hero hunting 
the stag. But our hero, of course, has no gun. 
He comes armed with love, and only wants to 
“shoot” a picture of the animal (Got it?) The 
king doesn’t know he is in the forest, and near- 
ly kills the foolish fellow, and again warns him 
to keep away from what is not his. 

While the king is widely hated in his 
kingdom and we see the smouldering rage of 
both the queen and the princess, coupled with 
possibilities for causing an “accident” to befall 
the king, it never materializes. Just a lot of weak 
sighing. Mother cannot get into the locked gun 
case because her fingers cannot unlock it; 
daughter cannot bring herself to “hurt” her 
father when she has the chance, the workers 
in the kingdom don’t want to risk their 
jobs...so the king’s power appears absolute. 

We next see the princess going to our hero’s 
house with wine and food, finding him (guess 
what?) naked in his tub having a smoke. They

in his fields, she tells him that she has been sex- 
ually abused by the king since she was a child 
after her mother had the stroke. He wonders 
why she has not spoken of this before and she 
describes her priest's response to her 
disclosure as one of encouragement to say 
three Hail Mary’s. She never spoke of it again 
and despairingly tells him that nothing will 
ever change and that he should leave the 
kingdom. 


But our prince will not be so easily banish-, 


ed. ‘‘Trust me,” he says, “I'll take you away,” 
he promises. And guess what? She believes 
him. 

They make a hasty plan to leave and I strain- 
ed for some mention of the immobilized 
queen, but no. She was to be left to the clut- 
ches of the king. So much for woman- 
bonding. 

Late that night (could it be any other way?) 
the king is again drunk. Lurching and stagger- 
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ing he pounds on his daughter’s door and finds 
her preparing to leave. But just at this very mo- 
ment, silently, and with the resolve she has 
struggled for, our queen rolls up behind him 
and with her withered hands beats at him. Im- 
patiently, he pushes her chair away, it hits a 
wall, she falls over. Dead. 

Enter our hero who gathers up princess 
Kathy, without a backward glance at poor 
dead mom, who surely knew she was risking 
her life, and they gallop off just a heartbeat 
ahead of the king, into the sunset. But 
wait...stupidly they don’t go into the sunset but 
return instead to the magical hut. They fall 
asleep in each other’s arms until sunrise 
when...here comes the king on a murderous 
rampage. He with his rifle and our hero with 
his handy camera. “Hide in those trees and 
wait for me,” he instructs the princess and goes 
off to do battle with the king. They run and 
climb and hide and seek, but just as the king 
has our hero in the sights of his rifle, the stag 
appears and the stupid crazed king cannot 
decide who to kill. In his moment of indeci- 
sion he is vulnerable (you have to be decisive 
to survive, I suppose) and is impaled (got it?) 
by the stag. 

Our princess emerges tremulously from 
behind a rock (disobediently she didn’t climb 
the tree and wait) and her eyes lock with those 
of our hero over the slain body of the evil king. 
Does our hero inherit the kingdom? You bet 
he does. Cut to a gorgeous shot of sunset and 
a stag in silouette. The end. 

Does this movies help the viewer to unders- 
tand the dynamics and dimensions of incest? 
Not even close. Every cliche, every stereotype, 
every theme of female dependency and 
powerlessness is shown in this film. The abuser 
had everything in his favor. Isolated kingdom, 
physically disadvantaged wife, power and con- 
trol over his environment, his daughter’s youth 
and ignorance at the time of his wife’s stroke 
all permitted him to add an adult sexual dimen- 
sion to his relationship with his child. /n ex- 
tremis, much of these dimensions are true. 
Mother's stroke is an uncanny metaphor of a 
paralysis of will some mothers of incest victims 
exhibit. They are literally struck dumb. Unable 
to protect themselves (often as a result of their 
own early abuse), they cannot imagine 
themselves in the role of protector of another 
and only attach themselves to someone who 
may, if they are very careful, allow them a small 
place to live in. Silently. This too, is im extremis, 
a fair portrait of some mothers in incest 
families. But here, mother is such a non per- 
son, she never even has a name. She is not a 
damaged and oppressed woman, she is a 
cipher and a cardboard character. There are 
also the “‘others’’ who know, but don’t want 
to get involved. In this film it is a ranchhand 
who loves our heroine from afar, knows 
something is very wrong, but doesn’t want to 
lose his job. A useful echo for some of us, I’m 
afraid. 

While the range of characters. is somewhat 
plausible, the fairytale quality of the interven- 
tion and solution is ridiculous. And more im- 
portantly, it is a disservice to the tens of 
thousands of women who have fought their 
way free from tyrannical and domineering 
abusers and the mothers who are able to in- 
tervene in loving and protective ways in the 
lives of their children. It is, finally, a disservice 
to the women who have learned that the love 
of one good man is NEVER a substitute for the 
love of one good woman. Ourselves. We can, 
with the help of other women, move from vic- 
timization to living strong and powerful lives 
as Survivors. Our princess, sadly, is an engag- 
ing but ultimately foolish girl. She believes that 
abuse comes from the outside and that rescue 
will come from the same place. She cannot ef- 
fect any changes in her own life. But no prince 
charming (or even princess charming) is going 
to drop into our kingdoms and “‘save”’ us. It 
is a fairy tale, and a dangerous one at that. 

But while it is lurid make beileve, it is a 
lavishly and well presented visual. The 
cinematography is lush and the camera work 
is well paced and skillful. The acting is uniform- 
ly good and believable. Let’s hope director 
Michael Firth and the gifted performers find 
themselves in a better vehicle next time.

Women in Music: Part III 


ight off the top let’s settle a potential 

issue about Joni. Mitchell. She may 

have started out in the folk idiom but 
she soon branched out into so many other 
areas that she belongs as much to rock as to any 
other idiom. 

When I saw her for the first ime-in concert, 
the first thing I noted was the fact that the 
chord changes were so sophisticated and 
complex that they required her to re-tune her 
guitar between each song. Thus, even at the 
outset, she was dissatisfied with the standard 
pop-rock sounds available to her. The in- 
fluence and influx of the jazz sound in her 
work was very gradual and took until *‘Hiss- 
ing of Summer Lawns,” for it to come 
dramatically to the surface. She even departed 
from her usual confessional mode on that 
album. That album along with “Hejira”” and 
“Don Juan’s Reckless Daughter” form the 
trilogy of albums wherein here greatness as a 
musician, singer and songwriter lies. Her voice 
developed beautifully from the bird-like twit- 
ter to a deeper sensuality, and her music 
gained new depth as well. 

But what were the critics and “‘fans”’ saying 
during this development? They were, in many 
cases, more interested in which famous or in- 
famous rock star she was sleeping with at the 
time, and instead of concentrating on what was 
happening with each album, they spent a great 
deal of time speculating as to which lost love 
each album was directed to. So when, with 
“Summer Lawns,” she focused on a more 
universal problem of spiritual isolation and 
poverty in the suburbias of the country, she 
lost some of her following and some of the 
critics. It is considered ultimately appropriate 
for a woman to bemoan the loss of her man 
but uncomfortable when she begins to crab 
about political matters which are supposedly 
none of her concern. 

When you look at the kind of loss-of-love 
songs she wrote for “‘Hejira’’ we see that they 
are songs more about the woman torn be- 
tween settling down and wanting to travel and 
experience other lives and other men. To 
many, life on the road when you're a woman 
simply means you’re a tramp. Oats may be 
tenderly cultivated by women and brought to 
nurturing fruition, but they must certainly not 
be sown indiscriminately in the wind as that 
is a man’s perogative (or right?).

rancesca Dubie sings of lesbian life and 
love, mocking our harmonies and 
discords. She tickles our funny bone 
and brings out our romantic feelings. I caught 
her act at the Valencia Rose. She and Blondie 
(her new guitar) are in very good shape. 
Dubie’s performance juggles lines of com- 
edy with the pathos of her songs. Her whim- 
sical observations about lesbian life (“I always 
wanted to be Ozzie and Harriett, except a 
working class, politically left version” or 
“Snow White and the Seven Dykes: Trendy, 
Flakey, Leather, Definitive, Stoned, Denim, 
and Grumpy”’) make the audience laugh with 
recognition. Dubie has a real flair for comedy; 
I wish her jokes were more abundant. 
The “‘every-lesbian”’ material has songs like 
“Honey, I Want You,” “I Am So Angry at 
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You" and “Heat.” This last is a sexy song: “Go 
ahead, get out of here/I got a move on, I got 
a heat under me/My heat passing through me 
like a mission/And I know, some pretty baby 
gonna help me.” 

My favorite song was about Francesca’s 
mother, who died. Her mourning isn’t a ballad, 
but the most angry song in her set. She is 
furious at the loss, a healthy reaction to grief: 
‘Mother, | want you, Mother, | need you/But 
vou are dead and gone.” This song stayed with 
me, haunting me. 

Francesca Dubie has a real musical talent 
coupled with a talent for comedy. It’s a 
winning combination that makes for a great 
night's entertainment. x

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Out From Under: Sober Dykes and Their 
Friends; Jean Swallow’, ed.; Spinsters Ink, 1983.

ut From Under is consciously a book 

about recovery—‘‘This is a book 

about how we go on living...No, this 
is not about drinking. And it’s not about dy- 
ing,’ writes Jean Swallow in the introduction. 
And in the book’s four sections, weaving 
together stories, poetry, interviews, and essays, 
we arrive at complex images of lesbians’ dif- 
fering lives as they struggle to discover and ar- 
ticulate feelings once lost to alcohol and drug 
abuse, co-dependent behavior, and their roles 
in non-functioning alcoholic families. In many 
parts the book is radical, not only because it 
gives us rarely heard stories of lesbians in 
recovery, but more because it reaches out to 
new definitions of recovery informed by an 
understanding of working and living within 
communities which have been affected by 
alcohol and substance abuse. Celinda Cantu in 
her interview speaks poignantly to this point: 
‘“T view alcoholism as a community addiction. 
Individuals may manifest it, but the communi- 
ty supports it...Once you become a certain 
level of drunk and you can’t maintain your 
own addiction, you have to have support for 
it. You need to have co's... A co-alcoholic (co) 
by definition is someone who is dependent 
upon the alcoholic as the alcoholic is depen- 
dent upon alcohol.” (p. 85). The interview 
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Jean Swa 
with Marty Johnson and Mary Bradish: ad- 
dresses the issues faced by lesbian couples 
when one woman is a recovering alcoholic 
and the other is dealing with co-alcoholism: for 
both women there is a recovery process. 
Margot Oliver in her essay talks about how 
many women are involved in both addiction 
and recovery whether or not they themselves 
are alcoholics. 

With the knowledge that alcoholism and 
substance abuse is part of a large percentage 
of lesbians’ lives, most lesbians are affected by 
that abuse in some way. We all need 
‘recovery,’ although the recovery process dif- 
fers according to the different relations to 
alcohol and drugs, and to the ‘lesbian com- 
munity’ itself: recovery must be a communi- 
ty issue. Yet, to the pain and dismay of many 
lesbians in recovery from alcohol and 
substance abuse, the denial and ignorance 
among lesbians makes community recovery 
difficult. On the other side, the recovering 
world seems to defy all the politics we have 
built up over the years, and for a lesbian who 
is a woman of color/Third World, or Jewish, 
and/or working class, the lack of models and 
the sense of invisibility is multiplied. The book 
speaks to the contradictions of being a lesbian 
in recovery: ‘‘ For me sobering up in A.A. is 
necessary since I do not want to do it alone, 
but it is, at times, difficult. As a lesbian and a 
feminist coming into A.A., I was to run into 
ideas and institutions that I had abandoned ten 
years previously. Unfortunately, the lesbian 
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feminist community does not always unders- 
tand alcoholism or how to help. And all too 
often the alcoholic is ostracized without ex- 
planation, and once sober, never quite 
forgive.” (p. 154) “... There just did not seem 
to be any place where I could fully be myself: 
alcoholic, lesbian, feminist and sometimes, ac- 
tivist’’ (Aldrich, p. 159). 

Alana Schiling, in ““A Way to Fundraise that 
Works,” also addresses recovery as a com- 
munity issue when she writes about how 
Lyon-Martin Clinic had become sensitized to 
recovery in dealing with medical histories, but 
had sold alcohol at their events for fundrais- 
ing. This is not an isolated case; all too often 
we hear that alcohol must be sold in order to 
make money, and so the community colludes 
in the cycle of addiction and co-addiction. 
Schilling says that after a woman in recovery 
suggested that events be alcohol-free or that an 
alternative to the alcohol bar be provided, 
Lyon-Martin changed their policy for com- 
munity events. She notes that they made more 
money from the sale of non-alcoholic 
beverages than from alcohol; and, yet, we see 
that with recovery, as with many issues in the 
lesbian community, it was left to a recovering 
alcoholic herself to educate non-recovering 
women. 

Out From Under serves as a life-giving and 
self-affirming force to women in recovery, but 
it is also a resource for self-education among 
all lesbians, and can serve as a foundation for 
each woman to understand her part in 
recovery. To this end, also, the book breaks 
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from traditional analyses to a more political 
understanding of alcohol and substance abuse. 
Margot Oliver in ‘Killing Us Softly”” reminds 
us that ‘‘...we can make the mistake of think- 
ing of “oppression” as some abstract notion. 
We forget—we are supposed to forget—that 


it’s literal. Depression kills, drugs kill, the soul: 
if not the body” (p.142). And she tells us that ° 


both alcoholism and co-alcoholism come 
“from a fundamental lack of self-love and self- 
worth” that we have learned from living in ‘‘a 
woman-hating society.’ Several pieces point 
out that alcohol and drugs are part of the op- 
pression that keeps us from rebelling, and even 
further, that keeps us ina state of dying: ‘‘The 
politics of addiction are painfully simple. 
Women in this culture are encouraged to kill 
themselves, and dope and alcohol do the job 
quite thoroughly...Dope and alcohol make us 
more manageable” (p. 124). We are told 
through all the stories and words that ‘‘alcohol 
equals death”’ (p. 89), and recovery is living. 

From this political perspective, we can, at 
least, begin to understand that approaches to 
recovery must be geared to the different ex- 
periences of the people in recovery. Balcer 
puts it well when she says, “Often in 
alcoholism and addiction rehabilitation pro- 
grams, all symptoms are attributed to the 
substance...Low self-esteem, depression, 
anger, isolation, paranoia, self-hatred. For the 
lesbian, these are also symptoms of social, 
cultural, class and racial oppression... A good 
program needs staff who are sensitive to these 
issues and more than that, the program needs 
to provide role models who are recovering and 


able to join women in their struggles because 
they have been there themselves”’ (p. 80). 
Taking on the label ‘alcoholic’—even as a 
recovering alcoholic—is difficult, not only 
because of the denial that acoompanies all 
alcoholism, but also because it entails a new 
kind of oppression, given all the myths about 
alcoholism. Through the lives and words of 
women in Out from Under, we can come to 
a more compassionate and educated view of 
alcohol and substance abuse and a more 
realistic image of recovery. Understanding the 
political context of such abuse is not an excuse 
for drinking or using, or for supporting prac- 
ticing alcoholics and addicts, but it can lead us 
to see also that recovery itself is both a political 
and personal activity. All of the women 
represented in the book are opting for 
recovery and life. Because ‘“‘soberness is about 
having it all, staying with and going through. 
Having the passion, the nakedness, the often 
painful vulnerability... Discovering, repeated- 
ly, ina momentary pause that it is indeed safe 
to want again” (Thomas, p. 224); facing a 
world in which there is real oppression 
without alcohol or drugs in their body, is, 
sometimes, the most difficult thing these 
women have to do in their lives. But ultimate- 
ly, we hear again and again, there is no other 
choice than to be clean and sober, and to learn 
how to live without drowning all our feelings. 
Throughout the book we see that recovery 
is a process that sometimes begins with first 
tries that do not work, but really which begins 
with the first clean and sober day and con- 
tinues through the rest of one’s life. We are 
reminded that ‘not drinking or using’ is simp- 
ly that—‘not drinking or using;’ what we do 
after that is what recovery is all about. For 
some this means re-claiming one’s own culture 
without seeing alcohol as part of that culture; 
for others this means being able to create with 
the physical and emotional sobriety that leads 


Saul’s Book by Paul T. Rogers, Penguin Books,

aul’s Book, Paul T. Rogers’ first novel, is 

raw and vile and malicious. It’s an 

assault, really; a novel that serves up the 
scum and crud of 42nd Street boy-prostitution 
and heroin addiction and smears it in the 
reader's face. It is viciousness, treachery, and 
betrayal in concentrated form: a seductive 
voyage, a lurid dream-like journey into New 
York City’s Times Square world of hustlers, 
peep shows, bathhouses, bus terminal urinals, 
S&M sex clubs and fleabag hotels, into a world 
of crime organized and unorganized and every 
form of human degradation imaginable. 

In short, Saul’s Book is a novel of con 
siderable power, certainly a minor masterpiece 
destined to become one of the classics of the 
underworld on the order of Genet’s Our Lady 
of the Flowers or Burroughs’ Naked Lunch. 
And, despite its controversial subject matter 
and sleazy setting, Rogers’ book has attracted 
nothing but favorable notice and garnered a 
new and curious literary award, the Editors’ 
Book Award. 

The book’s success rests not only on its 
riveting and accurate portrayal of the sexual 
underseam of Times Square, its impressive 
craftsmanship and use of language, but also on 
its probing for Truth (with a capital T). The 
novel’s two main characters, Steven (known 
as Sinbad the Semen around Times Square), a 
Puerto Rican hustler whom we meet at various 
ages from 11 to 30, and Saul, a middle-aged 
fence, lawyer, ex-con, ex-social worker, lover 
of young boys, and Sinbad’s mentor/lover, are 
convincingly preoccupied with the big 
philosophical questions of our age: Sinbad 
agonizes Over whether God exists, and if he 
does indeed exist, why God must be a cruel 
and capricious god, or at best, an indifferent 
one. 

Here is Saul lecturing Sinbad on the nature 
of reality: ‘Remember that, boy, and you'll go 
far in life. Things are always as they seem, 
Saul’s first law.’ Two pages later he expounds 
his second law, ‘“Then remember Saul’s sec- 
ond law, my boy, and you can’t go wrong: 
Things are never what they seem to be,” 
which is to say that the nature of reality is such 
that you can trust nothing and doubt 
everything—the key to survival. 

Saul and the boy love each other fiercely, yet 
they continually reject that love, test it, probe 


us to the clarity of vision necessary to create; 
for others it entails being able to break the pat- 
terns of alcoholism and alcoholic relating that 
began with childhood, but for each woman, 
recovery is a path to health, self-discovery, and 
hope. 

Out From Under is only a beginning, and as 
a beginning, leaves many gaps. At the end of 
each piece every woman gives her vision of 
what a ‘clean and sober community’ would 
look like. Many of these visions seem idealistic 
and forgetful that even with sobriety our so- 
called lesbian community is not simply united. 
Such visions seem to reflect the fact that the 
majority, although not all, of the women 
writing for the book are white and middle- or 
upper-class. The gaps that need to be filled can 
come with an understanding of how both 
alcohol and substance abuse and recovery dif- 
fer for lesbians coming from different cultures 
and from working-class backgrounds. The 
book takes us to the border of this by con- 
tinuously pointing out how addiciton is 
political and recovery is choosing not to 
cooperate with systems of oppression. But we 
still need to hear more from women of col- 
or/Third World women, Jewish women, and 
working-class women to understand fully the 
political and personal implications of recovery 
in the lesbian community. As Celinda Cantu 
points out in her interview, “In the Sobriety 
We Get Life,’ this can occur only as more and 
more lesbians in recovery are willing to take 
the risk of speaking out. I believe, too, that we 
will hear more stories when all lesbians make 
it safe enough for women to speak out about 
our recovery without giving us another label 
against which we have to defend Ourselves. 
Our lives depend upon this.*

it to see if it is in fact possible to sustain love 
pure and unalloyed in a society that most often 
measures the value of human relations in 
dollars and cents. 

The book consists of five chapters, entitled 
Summer, Autumn, Winter, Spring and La Bru- 
ja.

Through a series of intricately related vign- 
ettes, we travel with Sinbad through what the 
theology of the novel defines as Purgatory. We 
witness his first seduction at 11, a poignant, 
mildly humorous sexual initiation in the

| man. We watch him grow street-wise and 
| disillusioned. From the age of 12 through 16, 


he’s hooked on heroin, often strung Out and 
hustling on the Deuce (Times Square).

| wonder about those individuals who 
would attack us verbally and physically, maim 
and even kill us.

ty in their school classrooms. Demystifying 
Homosexuality: A Teaching Guide about Les- 
bians and Gay Men is a positive and practical 
response to these needs in our society and 
deserve a place on every educator's bookshelf.

alcolm Boyd, Episcopal priest, wri- 

ter, celebrity and spokesperson for 

several social causes, including 
peace and civil rights, spent a lot of his life 
hiding from his gay identity. Take Off The 
Masks is Boyd's autobiographical acc yunt of 
how he suffered the crushing oppression of 
church and society and how he came to accept 
and celebrate his gayvness 

Many of us will find ourselves on common 
ground with Boyd as he relives his discovery 
of sexual attraction and his denial of it, the 
neurotic Charades he plays trying to socialize 
himself “normally,” and the loneliness that 
engulfed him—in short, the myriad of ways he 
sacrificed his life rather than living it proudly 
and openly gay. 

After dabbling in several careers which 
brought him to Hollywood and the friendship 
of such notables as Mary Pickford, Boyd was 
drawn to the seminary of the Episcopal Divini- 
ty School in Berkeley and then to Union 
Theological Seminary in New York for 
graduate work. As he studied for the 
priesthood, he encountered many closeted 
gays, each with their own anguish and 
strategies for a life in the shadows of Christian 
reproach. Again and again, Boyd immersed 
himself in priestly duties, social activism, talk 
show circuits and writing, and continued to 
deny what was gnawing at him. 

Finally, unable to quell the torment within, 
Boyd came out in 1975 and has since been ac- 
tive as a spokesperson for gays, in and out of 
religious institutions. Boyd’s message to the 
world is clear: only by coming out and 
challenging oppressive institutions and 
parochial attitudes can gays begin to live their 
lives openly, decently, and lay claim to full 
equality in society. 

Take Off The Masks is not a long book; it is 
highly personal, often anecdotal, with some 
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parts better written than others. Above all, 
Boyd is honest and clear about the hypocrisy 
of Christianity when it is used to beat people 
down, yet quick to speak for those Christian 
values which promote justice, compassion, 
liberation and the openness to change hearts 
and minds.

onny Wainwright has given us a gift, one 
which we need so badly now. Sonny, a 
lesbian poet and activist, has been 
battling cancer since 1974. She had two 
mastectomies, and in 1983 was told that the 
cancer was in her blood. In Stage V: A Jour- 
nal Through Illness, she shares with us her 
latest fight against the disease, her griefs and 
fears, her joys and strengths. Most important- 
ly for me, she shares her community. 
As soon as it was known that Sonny was ill 


again, women came together to take care of 
her, to keep her outside life together while she 
was in the hospital, to deal with the medical 
establishment when she felt she couldn't, to 
donate blood, to see Sonny through the long 
nights, to celebrate the victories. | know this 
is NOt a unique Occurrence; we've all heard 
similar stories or have been part of a friend's 
support group. Still, each time a story like this 
is told, I feel renewed hope: we can survive— 
we who are women, who are lesbian, who are 


gay —because of our community. This is our 


family, the people who will come to us when 
we need them, no matter what has happened 
in the past. Here are people who will give 
everything they have before we ask for it, who 
will gratefully accept what we offer in return,

Perhaps, like so many people, ‘you were 
busy this summer being blissfully depressed. 
If not, in September you can catch up with 
your trendy friends and go to the opera. This 
summer I felt very philosophical, actually. Last 
month I wondered what Mary Decker thought 
when she read that the Olympic eagle, 
Bomber, was tripped by the L.A. smog and 
died.

[Marga:] I think it will be good exposure but 
sometimes we have bad luck and I’m concern- 
ed that we'll just read announcements and 
identify poisonous plants. 


{Monica:] Itw¢l/ be good exposure and I'm sure 
to get a tan. I’m looking forward to the train 
ride down there. 


[Marga:] I’m looking forward to meeting Cris 
Williamson. 


[Monica:] I already had her. 
How was she? 


[Monica:] Conservative yet haunting. 
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Too much like you? 
[Monica:} Yeah...not enough contrast. 


{Marga:] My goals when I came out, at 21, were 
to sleep with Lily Tomlin, Rita Mae Brown and 
Cris Williamson. Cris will be the first one | 
meet. Rita is off the list because too many peo- 
ple have been with her, and Lily...well, [just 
don’t like the way she’s dressing. I’m also wor- 
ried because I can’t imagine sleeping in a tent. 


[Monica:] We don’t even have a tent. I'm not 
worried about attracting a crowd but I do think 
it would help if we served hors 
d’oeuvres...chips, salsa...1 like to be authentic. 


How are you staying real? What are you work- 
ing on now? 


[Monica:] I’ve been going to the straight clubs 
and saying things like ‘I’m gay”’ and, believe 
it or not, the response has been good. 


{Marga:] I’m working on my memory. Recently 
I performed at the Santa Clara County Fair and 
it was a disappointment. The line Monica and 
I get is, “Gee, I don’t know what happened. 
Last time it was really packed. It’s usually not 
like this.” They had a Latin night at the fair and 
I was supposed to do a comedy set and MC a 
break dancing contest. There were lots of peo- 
ple for the break dancing and every kid was 
in the contest. Finally I had to pick the win- 
ners so I picked the girl and the two biggest 
boys. Then everyone left. They sent me home 
in a cab from San Jose and the driver looked 
like Lenny from Of Mice and Men. He was.an 
old skin head and I felt sorry for him and he 
asked me to sit in the front seat, and I did, and 
I was very uncomfortable. 


I guess that wasn't as funny for you as tt was 
for us...What kind of humor do you like? 


[Monica:] Exaggerated stories work best for 
me...they crack me up. 

[Marga:] I like comedy sketches best. And 
slapstick. The funniest thing I ever saw was this 
Marine in the subway. He was all dressed up 
in a shiny suit and he started walking up the 
steps and he fell down. And then Mary 
Decker...that was funny. 

{Monica:] Oh look! There’s Zola Budd...oops. 
[Marga:] I have nightmares about falling down. 
{Monica:] That always gets a laugh. 

[Marga:] Psychologically, | guess that means 
failure or falling from an ideal, which I think 
is pretty funny. 

Are there any famous people with whom you'd 
like to work? 

[Marga:] I'd like to work with Elizabeth Taylor. 
I feel sorry for her now. 


[Monica:] Oh, brother... 


[Marga:] She's a slob and I'm a slob...it would 
be perfect. That way my mother would get to 
meet her. 


{Monica:] Charo would be a good thing for me. 
Even though my mother doesn’t like her that 
much, she’d go wild. My mom likes Lee 
Remick. If she met Charo it would change 
things...she’d move to Vegas. 


{Marga:] I think we'd all like to sing in a rock 
band. 

[Monica:] Yea... 

When did you decide to do comedy? 


{Marga:] My father was a comedian so I figured 
I'd do it. Maybe it was a way to get my mother. 
Since then I've put my sights on other women. 
Specifically, one’s that don’t like me, one’s in 
relationships. Of course, anyone with a Car is 
good, and anyone who doesn’t live in town. 


[Monica:] | decided in Oth grade. That's when 
I first started being funny. I also had my first 
boyfriend, Jesse, and I thought that was fun- 
ny. He even gave me aring. We didn’t kiss or 
anything. People said, ““Hey—you're funny!” 
I liked that. High school was great too. | went 
to St. Patrick’s, an all-girls school where I could 
hang out with all the girls and be funny. 


Where you a dykette at the time? 


[Monica:] NO WAY!...not then. [ was a 
jock...basketball...always sweaty, hanging out 
with the girls. 


[Marga:] | hated sports. I always had dirty 
socks. 
Did they ever cut your feet? 


(Marga:] No, but they got hard. | wash them 
now unless I’m pretty busy. 


Let's delve into the real girls behind the women 
and find out where you're going with your 
comedy. 


[Marga:] Um...well, you know I change my 
mind often... 

[Monica:] Every day. 

{Marga:] Yeah, I change my mind every week. 
[Monica:] Every day. 

Is it every day or every week? 

[Monica:] It’s every day she changes her mind. 
I don’t even ask her questions anymore. 
[Marga:] Usually, if ] have a good show I'm go- 
ing to keep doing comedy, and if I have a bad 
show I’m going into acting or retail sales. I like 
to do characters, but it’s more ego gratifying 
to do stand up. When doing stand up comedy 
you can be obnoxious and tell people what 
you think and why would anyone care what 
you think? So, it’s pretty amazing. Actually, | 
don’t have a very good memory. I’m working 
on my memory. 


You said that already. 


[Marga:] That’s my goal and to get about two 
(2) laughs a minute...1 know that’s pretty old 
fashioned, but... 


Monica, how many laughs do you like to get 
a minute? 


[Monica:] Oh...100 and it’s been pretty good 
for me. I've been oh, 95, 97 but 100...I'd like 
that. 


Why don't more women do comedy? 
[Marga:] Easy, we don't have dicks. 


[Monica:] If you have a dick you're in. 


(Marga:] Most club Owners are men and en- 
couraging tO men. Stand up comedy is the 
most sexist, homophobic art form, if you can 
call it an art form. It’s the last frontier for 
feminism and sexual politics. 

Do you have any advice for new comedians? 


(Marga:] Don't put yourself down. Go out 
there and when your jokes don’t work pretend 
they're really funny. 


[Monica:] Never say youre sorry. 

{Marga:] Don't do cocaine. 

[Monica:}] Wear makeup. 

(Marga:] Don't listen to anyone's advice. 

Is there anything you d like to complain about? 


{Monica:] My PMS. lam so PMS now, I'm feel- 
ing cramps from my last period. 


(Marga:] I was worried about the Olympic 
athletes. I think they might get what a lot of 
Vietnam vets had; delayed stress reaction. Mary 
Decker’s going to have it. She might knock a 
lot of people down. I also hate people with 
tight little smiles. And people who say “Thank 
you much” instead of “Thank you very 
much,” I want to say “You come”. Basically 
the only thing I enjoy is complaining. I like to 
complain about most of my friends...all of my 
friends, actually. 

[Monica:] She’s good at whining. 


You ve both told me that working at lots of 
clubs helps you develop your material, that 
talking to the audience and dealing with 
hecklers are important skills to acquire. What 
are some good techniques for dealing with 
hecklers 7 


{Monica:] “Shut Up!” works. 


In closing, could you share some of your 
fashion tips for performers? 


{Monica:] If your wear turquoise you have to 
live up to it. Live your colors. Live your Out- 
fit. The first rule is: No Birkenstocks. Your ac- 
cessories have to match. 


[Marga:] Trim your nose hair, and big 
shoulders intimidate audiences, which is good. 


{Monica:] Earrings make things happen. At least 
wear lipstick. 

[Marga:] Cut your fingernails really short, you 
never know who you'll meet. 


[Monica:] Underwear and socks should match. 
It’s a nice touch if you fall down in a skirt. 


[Marga:] Pantyhose are not good on 
stage...they re too hot. 


[Monica:] Black garters and crotchless panties 
are better. 


How many Marga’s does it take to screw in 
a lightbulb? One, but she falls down a lot. 
Monica doesn’t worry about lightbulbs, her 
rhinestones light up any room...she lives her 
jewels. Both of these comics will be perform- 
ing at the Brick House with Danny Williams on 
September 27.

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espite growing up in a family of 

show biz ‘‘never-wasses,’’ New 

York actor/playwright Charles 

Busch was blessed, at an early 

age, with an insight into the 
theatrical illusion and how to create it on stage. 
His father owned a music store and was a 
frustrated opera singer. ‘My father used to sing 
with all those tacky, third-rate opera com- 
panies; you know, the kind where all the 
scenery was painted on the backdrops, the 
chandles, the food, the extras even were 
painted on the backdrops—the kind of thing 
[ just love! In an odd way, what I loved best 
was afterwards when my father would take me 
backstage and I would meet the singers. Here 
would be the woman who I had seen on stage 
as the beautiful heroine and she would turn out 
to be some dowdy school teacher. Tather than 
being disappointed, I just thought it was 
fabulous that she could transform herself into 
this beautiful creature. I guess, in a way, I’ve 
realy be affected by those operatic transforma- 
tions because my solo show is a series of trans- 
formations—I become whoever I want and I 
don’t rely on costumes or makeup—I say I am 
something and hopefully you will believe it.” 

For the past six years, audiences from New 
York to Los Angeles, from San Francisco to 
Washington, D.C., have believed it when 
Cahrles Busch has played five misfit kids 
meeting a strange old woman in the woods, 
who just might be an axe murderess (Escape 
From Camp Kitchiwamee( or when Charles 
vamped it up through a gallery of characters 
with origins as diverse as Jean Harlow and Billie 
Holliday (After You're Gone) or when Charles 
is pursued by a Hitchcock-like nightmare of 
mistaken identity, as a group of Neo-Nazis from 
the Yorkville section of Manhattan mistake him 
for Nazi spy Shotesy Van Allen, disguised as a 
man (A Dream) or Charles in a recent incarna- 
tion as Theadora the She-Bitch of Byzantium, 
with ‘‘the not ready for prime-time players” of 
New York’s Limbo Lounge. 

The role of Theodora has represented 
Charles’ at least temporary return to ensemble 
acting after years of hoofing it alone in his one- 
person plays. (Charles Busch will be perform- 
ing his solo act here in San Francisco through 
September 30 at Theatre Rhinoceros). The 
Limbo Lounge players (named after the 
popular New Wave club they appear in on 
Avenue B in the East Villagle) are performers 
Charles has been “‘camping it up” with, in 
some cases, since his college days. ‘““We put on 
this play I wrote called Vampire Lesbians of 
Sodom, and surprisingly, it’s sort of taken off. 
I’m sort of jealous—here I have been killing 
myself doing the solo show and this little play, 
which I wrote in about two hours, is sudden- 
ly getting all this attention—we even had our 
picture in People magazine.”’ 

Charles Busch is used to the fickle fads and 
fashions of the media. He remembers the 
‘“Degeneracy Reigns at Northwestern”’ 
headline in’ the college newspaper, the 
weekend he and some school friends staged 
his play Sister Act for the campus ‘‘Midnight 
Madness” show. Sister Act depicted the 
misadventures of a pair of Siamese twin show 
girls named Hester and Esther, played, in a drag 
costume built for two, by Charles and his best 
friend Ed. ‘‘We were sold out for both nights. 
It was my first show of this kind and it gave 
me a taste of where I wanted to go.”’ 

Like the creator of Torch Song Trilogy, 
Harvey Fierstein, Charles Busch was lured 
away from a more conventional career in the 
theatre by the work of New York avante-garde 
artists Charles Ludlam and his Ridiculous 
Theatrical Company. Taken by his aunt to a 
steady diet of Broadway shows, the young 
Charles Busch was, at first, taken aback by the 
sight of Charles Ludlam and company pranc- 
ing around stage ‘‘doing these wild, sort of 
Operatic, burlesque-type pieces, with men per- 
forming female roles and women doing male 
roles in a very flamboyant grand style that ws 
kind of a cross between nineteenth century 
theatre with the most filthy kind of scatological 
modern stufft”’ 

Charles was shocked, but also fascinated by 
the nudity, the display of dildoes and other 
wild stuff by the Ludlam troupe. “‘Ludlam has 
toned down since, but the first play I saw was 
called Eunuchs of The Forbidden City, a wild 
epic which really turned me around on my 
whole approach towards theatre. Suddenly | 
was more aware that here was a person writing 
and creating. his own pieces and roles for

himself and his company and it was his creative 
imagination that was on stage before us and all 
those new possibilities were open to us.” 

After this brush with genius, Charles Busch 
admits to launching a series of Ludlamesque 
parodies: shows with titles like Old Cooztes, a 
take-off on the Betty Davis film Old Acquain- 
tances. Charles Busch now feels he has evolv- 
ed his own special style of writing and solo ac- 
ting with the result “kind of like a living movie, 
where I play a dozen different characters in 
one complete play, telling a full story with a 
beginning, middle and end.” 

Like with a more conventional play, actor 
Busch is put through his paces and helped to 
find the meaning of writer Busch’s play by a 
diréctor who tries to translate the elaborate 
comic melodramas into stage action that can 
be executed by one androgynous performer, 
shifting quickly and seamlessly from male to 
female characters. 

Early on in his solo career, Charles realized 
that his bent for wild costumes and makeup 
would have to be sacrificed to the needs of his 
more spartan medium. His early performances 
sometimes resembled ‘‘a wild animal act”’ as 
the wigs and fur went flying. “I learned that 
it was best to simplify things, and I now use 
no costumes, props or special makeup. It’s just 
me and it seems to work best because I’m deal- 
ing with illusion and I like the audience to use 
their imagination to picture in their minds what 
the characters !ook like.”’ 

Charles finds his recent work at the Limbo 
Lounge to be a refreshing change of pace from 
the neutral dress and look of his solo shows. 
With a play like Vampire Lesbians of Sodom, 
you can’t do it just wearing black shirt and 
pants—we have costumes and head dresses— 
it's wild kind of stuff!” 

The recorded voice of Ruth Draper played 
a crucial role in fashioning the quick change 
artistry of Charles Busch. Charles says he 


discovered Ruth Draper after becoming a fan 
of Lily Tomlin. Desiring to hear one source of 
Tomlin’s inspiration, Charles found some 
records cut by Draper at the public library. ‘I 
was younger than springtime when Draper 
died in 1957, but her records bring back these 
entire worlds she could create for her au- 
diences through the remarkable flexibility of 
her voice, a voice that has you believing she’s 
a young girl, an old farm woman, or a society 
lady. It is my dream to someday be a virtuoso 
like Ruth Draper. The main piece that I per- 
formed last time in San Francisco, Phantom 
Lovers, was an attempt to seriously stretch my 
talents in her direction.” 

Charles Busch has a memory bank full of the 
kind of Hollywood handkerchief movies like 
Wuthering Heights, whose romantic, weepy 
sensibility forms the emotional core for pieces 
like Phantom Lovers. Busch makes it clear that 
Phantom Lovers was not intended to be a 
spoof or parody of Wuthering Heights. “I just 
love wallowing in that kind of romanticism 
and I hope the audiences will love wallowing 
in it too and not think of it as a spoof. The 
danger of doing this kind of material is that 
usually we see it done in parody form on 
television. I take these things very, very, very 
seriously; I love a real good cry!” 

Charles would be the first to admit that his 
taste in movies can be a trifle overwrought. *' 
like anti-Nazi propaganda films, the kind that 
take place in those phony European villages 
where the Nazis are so horrible and they take 
the little children and take their blood out to 
use for Nazi soldiers. Also, I like religious epics; 
I love anything with a miracle or a leper, it just 
slays me! I have an idea for a play I want to do 
in New York, with other people, and even if 
| have to do it for just one night in my living 
room, I’m going to do it. I want to play this 
courtesan who has an affair with a Christian 
and becomes a leper and then when Christ is 


on the cross, all of a sudden, all of her leprosy 
falls away and she gets beautiful. I think I 
would need a technical expert for the Chris- 
tianity part, to know what was going on. It 
reminds me of my favorite part in Ben Hur. | 
just wept-buckets when his mother and sister 
get cured at the end and the blood of Christ 
is on the ground. Oh, God! I just want to cry 
right now!” 

Charles Busch has a varied menu of one per- 
son theatre, with about nine pieces that he still 
likes enough to perform in public. Charles 
notes that one of the trio he’s performing the 
month of September at Theatre Rhino is A 
Theatrical Party, ‘which is I guess the favorite 
piece that I have in my extensive repertoire. 
It's a very old fashioned, romantic piece, kind 
of across between All About Eve and Upstatrs, 
Downstairs. It takes place in a very glamorous 
cocktail party in London in the romantic Past. 
It’s being given by a famous British matinee 
idol and he’s searching desperately for a 
leading lady to play opposite him in his season 
of Shakespearean plays. This one actress has 
to play Cleopatra, Juliet and Ophelia. 
Throughout this party, I play all the guests and 
all the servants, and everyone at the party has 
their very special reason for being there, in- 
cluding three actresses, who are each desperate 


is a very young American, Lily Marbanks, and 
she’s sort of like the young Katherine Hep- 
burn, like in Morning Glory, and she arrives 
with her luggage at the party, fresh from the 
boat. Then there's Madame Solange, who's the 
first lady of the French stage, and even though 
she speaks no English, she’s determined to 
make her English language debut. I guess the 
main character is Dame Beatrice, who used to 
be the matinee idol’s great stage partner and 
lover and she’s now fat and fading and rather 
alcoholic and desperate to make a comeback. 
It’s a very old fashioned piece where each per- 
son is looking for something at this party and 
either they find it or somehow learn something 
about themselves. 

“The other pieces are very different, very 
contemporary. One piece is brand new; it’s 
called Reed. It’s a dramatic story about a young 
man who has done and seen just about 
everything, and he is at the end of his rope. He 
answers a personal ad to be the mail order 
lover of a farmer in rural South Dakota. Once 
he gets there, it’s quite evident that he’s not 
what this farmer is looking for and vice versa, 
and it’s a terrible disaster, with them sort of 
coming to terms with each other. 

The third piece is called Apres Mot, Le 
Deluge, and it’s about a high school drama 
teacher in Indiana. His name is Erwin Lang and 
he is a very flamboyant, controversial figure. 
He’s singlehandedly taken the National Thes- 
pians Drama Club and put them on the map. 
Due to certain political machinations, Lang has 
been deposed as head of the theatre group, and 
he arrives at the first play done by his successor 
and my play takes place during the fifteen 
minutes of the intermission of this school play. 
All his coterie of adoring students are all 
gathered around him and each wants to know 
exactly what he thinks of what's happening. ” 

Ironically, Charles Busch got to try his back 
home in Indiana piece out on the folks in In- 
dianapolis. ‘‘Indianapolis was a little weird. | 
had some chilly audiences...sometimes I'd see 
them staring at me, because a very conser- 
vative, older crowd came to this place. I could 
sort of see them saying, ‘Ah, Ward, I think he’s 
playing a woman.” You know, just a litde freak- 
ed out. Then I went to a gay bar one night and 
it was very strange. Everybody was like 
mutants from 1974. I wanted to ask people if 
they had heard that the president had ab- 
dicated.

picks up the tricks of the trade: how to beat 
a john out of his money, how to fake an 
ejaculation in a trick’s mouth, how not to get 
pinched by the cops, and so on. But he suffers 
a great deal. too: beatings and torture from 
some of his sadomasochistic johns, psychic 
abuse from New York’s judicial system and 
Byzantine social services bureaucracy, and 
emotional abuse from the many betrayals of his 
lover, Saul. “An act of love ordains an act of 
betrayal,’ is one lesson of survival among 
many Sinbad comes to learn in this intense 
love/hate entanglement. 

Saul manages to lift him up out of the sewer 
of drug addiction and prostitution from time 
to time, and they live together off and on, yet 
Sinbad, try as he might, never knows Saul. Saul 
is capricious and whimsical, a player of prac- 
tical jokes, an inveterate punster, a puzzling 
mixture of erudition and low-life, of compas- 
sion and treachery, of great personal loyalty 
and utter crass betrayal. A man who knows 
how to work every scam and fraud ever in- 
vented and resourceful enough to come up 
with quite a few on his own. A cynic yet a 


as bleak in outlook as Ferdinand Celine’s Death 
on the Installment Plan come when Saul and 
Sinbad are cradled in each other's arms, rapp- 
ing about why it’s impossible for them to be 
together. 

Sinbad never comes to truly know Saul and 
that’s why at age 30 he sits wrapped in his 
lover's favorite, old, shabby kimono trying to 
properly memorialize him. Rogers suggests at 
the end of the book that Sinbad has come to 
some sort of reconciliation with society, with 
the world, with God, but he also suggests that 
Sinbad’s teenage son is destined to take that 
same voyage through Purgatory his father 
traveled. The fourth chapter of the novel is en- 
titled “Spring.” Whether Rogers intends a 
spring of rebirth or a spring followed by sum- 
mer, autumn, winter ad infinitem is difficult 
to discern. But then again, life is difficult—and 
SO is art. 


A footnote: Paul T. Rogers and the Editors’ 
Award. Very little is known about the author. 
The jacket blurb says ‘the has been a 
schoolteacher and a social worker, and he 
knows firsthand the people and places found 
in his book,” and I might add that he apparent- 
ly shuns publicity. The Editors’ Award, the 
brainchild of Bill Henderson of Pushcart Press, 
is given to a work of high literary merit that for 
some reason or another has been rejected by 
just about every publisher in New York. The 
way I see it, Vladimir Nabokov’s Lolita, a verv 
different book of similar subject matter, a novel 
that was rejected by every publisher in New 
York, would have been a perfect candidate for 
the Editors’ Award, had it existed. 

Sauls Book is a harrowing novel, with a 
complex, difficult-to-comprehend relationship 
at its core. It will not be everyone's cup of tea, 
but it comes highly recommended. 


Saliva... 


the presence of the virus in the body to 
develop into AIDS symptoms. 

Sailva as a Means of easy transmission may 
explain the high percentage of clinically 
healthy gay men in San Francisco who have 
antibodies to the suspected AIDS virus in their 
blood. Dr. Levy published results in the August 
24th issue of Science that revealed the presence 
of the suspected AIDS virus in 30 of 47 clinical- 
ly healthy gay men—64%—from San 
Francisco. 

All the researchers and educators contacted 
expressed concern about the public response 
to any possible news about AIDS transmission 
through saliva. In the spring of 1983 public 
awareness of the AIDS epidemic resulted in a 
temporary epidemic of fear over contagion. 
Those fears were quieted with repeated 
reassurances from local and federal health of- 
ficials that AIDS is not casually contagious. 
While populations at risk may have to 
reevaluate their risk reduction behaviors in 
light of the possible role of saliva in AIDS 
transmission, researchers contacted by Com- 
ing Up! stated that after several years of study- 
ing the disease it still does not give evidence 
of being casually contagious.

According to Mark Coby of the National 
Lawyers Guild, Judge Olcomendy, another 
war chest judge, is “giving out bench warrants 
like lollipops.’ Olcomendy’s clerk would not 
provide the number, but according to a source 
in the District Attorney's office, Olcomendy is 
the judge who arraigned the 380 protesters ar- 
rested at the tour. “‘Many of those people are 
from out of the city or out of state,” he said. 
“And obviously, bench warrants issued to 
something like Angel Dust, 210 
Montgomery—they re never going to find 
those people. Some of the names were really 
creative.”’ 

Someone else slipped out of town, too. A 
subpoena served on Tactical Division chief 
Captain Shippy came back without the man. 
“Shippy went On vacation mysteriously on Fri- 
day, August 24,”’ says Starbuck, “leaving the 
detense team unable to ask any questions 
about the City’s prize piece of evidence: Ship- 
py’s police report, in which he chronicles the 
police intelligence that uncovered protesters’ 
“conspiracy” to block the sidewalk, a felony. 

“We are not able to confront the people that 
are accusing us,’ Starbuck complained. 


A Victory 


()* bright ray of hope emerged from 
Judge Chiantelli’s chambers on Tuesday, 
August 28. Lili Sherman, the first war chest 
defendent to be tried—on charges of blocking 
the sidewalk—was acquitted by the judge (in 
an infraction, there is no jury trial). According 
to an eyewitness, the courtroom broke into 
prolonged applause as the other defendents 
congratulated Sherman. According to District 
Attorney investigator Ron Huberman, the rul- 
ing will become a “likely precendent” for their 
cases aS well. “‘It’s all the same evidence, the 
same videotape and photographs,” he said. 
Huberman was an observer at the war chest 
tours, one of four observers assigned by the 
D.A.’s office to watch both police and 
demonstrators. “‘I’m not at all surprised that 
Judge Chiantelli found a not guilty plea,” 
Huberman said. | listened to and reviewed all 
the evidence in the case. Any impartial 
Observer who watched the demonstrators 
felt...that the demonstrators were within their 
constitutional rights.”’ 

“The war chest demonstrators are the con- 
science of the 1980's,” he stated.

Girl” was used thematically throughout the 
opera. Alice Dean was marvelously funny in 
“Ho House Music” and as the more elegant 
madam, Florence Williams delivered ‘‘Nots” 
with a lot of class, 

Aldo Bell popped up in cameo after cameo 
and was especially amusing as a swishy dance 
director. He later excelled in his aria, “The Vic- 
tim,” a dramatic appeal to the jury. Tony 
DeMascole, as Billie's agent, and Louis King, in 
a variety of roles, were commendable, 
although both tended to a too-broad acting 
style, considering the proximity of the stage to 
the audience. 

“When Will You Learn” was a particularly 
haunting song that was reprised to good effect. 
I also liked “‘Senses,’’ the big production 
number ‘Wine and Candlelight,’ and 
“Loveland Suite’’ that was sung as a 
background radio quartet as Billie's lover is in- 
troducing her to heroin. 

I didn’t like “Saint Theresa” (too self- 
consciously arty), and “The Lady is in Retreat” 
(a much too campy hospital scene that 
destroyed the somber mood of Billie’s drug 
hell). 

Minimal set designs were by Kevin Myrick; 
Thomas B. Semmons assembled period 
clothes with just the right touch, including 
some chorus girl and whore costumes that 
were both witty and tacky. Mr. Semmons and 
Dena Hurst Semmons co-produced the opera 
and, along with the indefatigable Danny Dun- 
can, they are to be congratulated.

adapted to elementary and/or college age 
students as well. 

The guide was produced by the Human 
Rights Foundation in collaboration with a host 
of respected educators, lawyers, civil rights ac- 
tivists, counselors, psychologists, writers, and 
sexologists. The format is clear, accessible, and 
divided into four broad areas; Teaching About 
Homosexuality, Classroom Techniques, Myths 
and Stereotypes, and Resources. There are a 
number of subtopics which are dealt with at 
length by discussion, question/answer, role 
plays, and a wealth of books and additional 
materials. 

Asa teacher, I especially appreciated the in- 
clusion of several model lessons which seem- 
ed readily adaptable to a class. One such lesson 
covered student's feelings about homosexuali- 
ty and how they might clarify their values. 
Students are given several journal selections 
written by gay, lesbian and bi-sexual students 
of similar ages. After each selection, questions 
are posed enabling students to openly discuss 
their reactions to the journals. The goal is not 
to tell students how to think, but rather to help 
them steer clear of a lot of bunk they've heard 
about gays and to get them to think critically, 
intelligently and emphatically. 

More and more excellent resource materials 
such as this guide are becoming available to 
educators; the problem is often one of insur- 
ing that a gay/lesbian component be included 
in school curricula, particularly in sex educa- 
tion classes, sociology and human values 
courses. School boards and departments, 
themselves victims of homophobia, may be 
unwilling to do this, which puts some pressure 
and responsibility on gay teachers and ad- 
ministrators, if they are even out. A concerted 
effort by sympathetic teachers, school boards, 
parents and politicians to combat 
homophobia, raise concerns about being gay 
and living in American society could go a long 
way toward reducing the senseless violence 
We see perpetrated against gays on the streets 
today. 


Marks/Belli... 


less than 40% of what he got—or $230,000." 

“T actually think that her [Belli’s] husband's 
money is alot more relevant”’ than any money 
Marks may have gotten, Reilly asserts. ‘‘Lia’s 
problem is to establish that if she were not 
related to her husband that she'd be a can- 
didate in this race.”’ 

Belli is used to the charge. ‘I'm a teamster’s 
daughter, and I’ve worked since I was 17,” she 
said. “I’ve been happily married to Mel for 12 
years, and he’s taught me how to fight City 
Hall...but it’s not a package plan.” 

“The voters,’ she said in an apparent slip, 
“will have to judge me on my record: 12 years 
of results.”’ 

Life on the campaign trail offers some in- 
teresting twists. Marks’ campaign is master- 
minded by Clint Reilly, the architect of Feins- 
tein’s anti-recall campaign, and SF's resident 
Democratic kingmaker, with successes stret- 
ching the political spectrum from Barbara Box- 
er to Quentin Kopp. Reilly says that Marks is 
the first Republican he’s worked for. He also 
told Coming Up! that Belli approached him 
‘about five times”’ to take on her campaign [he 
declined]. What Reilly didn’t mention was that 
he had approached his friend, Sheriff Michael 
Hennessey, to encourage /im to run for Marks’ 
seat. According to several local Democrats, a 
poll revealed that Hennessey was the 
Democrat with the best shot at defeating 
Marks. 

“We had lunch and he talked to me like a 
political consultant would, telling me what my 
chances were,’ Hennessey recalls. ‘Then he 
asked if I'd consider running for oiffice.’’ Hen- 
nessey, fresh from his re-election as Sherriff, 
declined. 

Reilly, understandably, has no comment. 

Meanwhile, back at Belli’s headquarters, a 
cavernous old paint store at Polk and Geary, 
security is tight. “We lock everything up,”’ says 
Belli. She leaned back and quoted Tallulah 
Bankhead. ‘Buckle up honey—it’s going tc be 
a bumpy road.” 

Marks, dining at an Italian restaurant on 
Castro Street during the Castro Street Fair, rais- 
ed his head as if he’d heard the challenge, then 
returned to the conversation. ‘I really don’t 
know why she’s running against me. Maybe 
she thinks I’m a person who can be beaten. 
She's mistaken.”
